RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Hundley offered a joint resolution as follows: 

Whereas, the question of "the free and unlimited coin¬ 
age of silver at the ratio of sixteen to one independently of 
other nations" has been submitted to the American peo¬ 
ple for their decision, 

And, whereas, they have passed their judgment upon 
said question adversely thereto by not only a majority of 
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the electoral college, but also by a majority of over one 
million of the votes of the people, 

And, whereas, the great leader and champion of that 
question, William J, Bryan, has given forth the follow¬ 
ing utterances to-wit: "We have submitted the issue to 
the American people, and their will is law." 

And, whereas, we believe it to be the duty of all true 
Americans to submit to the will of the majority of the 
people, in order that confidence in American institutions 
may be restored and peace and prosperity prevail, 
Therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of Alabama, the 
House of Representatives concurring, That we accept the 
will of the American people as expressed at the ballot 
box, as being the law of our republic and we acquiesce 
therein, and deem any further effort to keep the free sil¬ 
ver question before the people as both unwise and un¬ 
patriotic .

Mr. Brown offered a joint resolution, 

Providing for the appointment of a joint committee to 
consider the necessity, advisability and practicability of 
increasing the common school fund by taxation or other 
wise, so as to extend the minimum length of the public 
schools to one hundred and twenty days.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

STATE OF ALABAMA, 

OFFICE OF GOVERNOR, 
MONTGOMERY, November 10, 1896. 
Gentlemen of the General Assembly : 

You have come together and organized as the trusted. 
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Representatives of your respective constituencies to en¬ 
act laws for the regulation of society and affecting the 
dearest rights of reputation, person and property. Your 
patriotism and intelligence will unite in aiding you to 
faithfully and wisely discharge every duty which de¬ 
volves upon you. On the 14th day of December next 
Alabama will have been a State for seventy-seven years, 
and with all of her marvelous growth and development 
she now looks to you as her guardians for the enactment 
of wise and humane laws. To the end that your general 
enactments may be well considered by yourselves and 
the Chief Executive and not rushed through in the last 
days of a limited session I hope that you will give them 
your attention as early as practicable, giving them pre¬ 
ference over local measures. 

The Constitution directs that “The Governor shall 
from time to time, give to the General Assembly inform - 
ation of the state of the government, and recommend to 
their consideration such measures as he may deem ex¬ 
pedient ; and at the commencement of each session of 
the General Assembly, and at the close of his term of 
his term of office, give infonnation by written message 
of the condition of the State; and he shall account to 
the General Assembly, as may be prescribed by law, for 
all moneys received and paid out by him from any funds 
subject to his order, with the vouchers therefor and he 
shall at the commencement of each regular session pre¬ 
sent to the General Assembly estimates of the amount of 
money required to be raised by taxation for all pur¬ 
poses." 

With these requirements I will endeavor briefly to 
comply. 


THE BONDED DEBT. 

In my second message to the last General Assembly 
after stating the amount of the bonded debt, and classes 
thereof, I used the following language, to-wit : 

"There are $243,600, in the aggregate of these differ¬ 
ent classes of bonds, which may yet be issued in exchange 
for old ones which have not been presented for that pur¬ 
pose. 
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"Twenty years is the greatest length of time allowed 
to bring suit on any kind of claims. The State has al¬ 
ready extended to holders of the old bonds eighteen and 
a half years to exchange for the new. I recommend that 
a statute of limitations be passed limiting the time within 
which the exchange may be made to twenty years. The 
bonds not presented for exchange within that time it is 
fair to presume have been lost, or are held by those who 
refuse to accept the terms of settlement given to other 
creditors. I desire the credit and honor of the State, at 
all times, to be maintained without the slightest deviation. 
The settlement of 1876 was made when the State's credit 
was broken down and completely paralyzed by reckless 
legislation and administration. The State was utterly un¬ 
able to offer its creditors any better terms than were 
given. They generally recognized the fact and accepted 
its propositions, since which the credit of the State has 
been fully restored to solvency, and some of its bonds 
are worth a premium. All of them except the 4%'s last 
issued mature July 1st, 1906. The fours in 1920." 

The General Assembly adopted the advice and passed 
the act approved Feb. 18th, 1895, declaring that all 
bonds exchangeable under the debt settlement act of 
Feb. 23rd, 1876, which were not presented to the Gov¬ 
ernor for exchange by the 1st day of July, 1896, should 
be forever barred. 

After the said act was passed there was issued by me 
in exchange for old bonds, $55,200 of Class A's and 
$3,000 of Class C bonds ; so that now the entire bonded 
debt of the State is as follows : 

Class A's.$6,859,600. 

Class B’s. 578,000. 

Class C's. 966,000. 

Seay bonds. 954,000. 

making in the aggregate $9,357,600 as the total bonded 
debt of the State. This cannot be increased as the Con¬ 
stitution prohibits any increase beyond the bonded debt 
which resulted from carrying out the debt settlement. 

The passage of the Statute of Limitations above referred 
to cuts off $185,400 of bonds, which might have been ex¬ 
changed in settlement, with a corresponding increase of 
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the total. The failure to present the old exchangable 
bonds also saves to the people of the State about $9,000 
in interest annually. 

The Class A’s and Class B's bear 5 per cent, interest 
on and after the 1st day of July last, while the Class C's 
and the Seay bonds bear 4 percent., making in the ag¬ 
gregate $448,680 of annual interest to be paid on our 
bonded debt. I recommend that an appropriation of 
$449,000 per annum be made for the payment of the in¬ 
terest on the bonded debt and expenses thereof; the said 
interest being payable one-half semi-annually. 

AN EFFORT TO REDUCE THE INTEREST. 

The last General Assembly passed an Act approved 
Feb. 18, 1895, "To consolidate and adjust the bonded 
debt of the State." The proviso to Section 2 required 
the Governor "just after the passage of the act" to pub¬ 
lish in a newspaper in Montgomery a proclamation for a 
subscription to a popular loan in bonds of small denom¬ 
inations, bearing three per cent, interest, and the pro¬ 
ceeds to be applied to the purchase, of outstanding bonds. 
This was done, but no bid for the bonds was received. 

Early in the summer of 1895 I went to New York and 
endeavored to sell new bonds for a sufficient premium 
to buy an equal amount of our outstanding bonds. 

But a provision in the first section of said act in these 
words, to-wit: "Subject to be called in for redemption 
at any time from and after fifteen years from the date of 
their issue" caused them to be quoted in the market as 
fifteen year bonds, and the outstanding ones having at 
that time eleven years to run, the difference in what the 
new bonds would sell for, even had they been made 
payable in gold, and what it would have cost to take up 
the old ones did not justify the undertaking. But for 
this provision in the statute I could have sold the new 
bonds for a handsome premium, above the rate at which 
the old ones could have been bought, and in this way have 
saved to the tax-payers of the State about $100,000 per 
annum in interest on our bonded debt, which was the 
sole object of the act. But it contained in its provisions 
the germ of its own defeat. 
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The honor and credit of the State must in any event, 
be maintained. There is no way consistent therewith 
to avoid the payment of about $449,000 per annum, as 
interest on our bonds for the next ten years, at which 
time they all mature except the Seay bonds. Will 
the State then be prepared to pay nearly eight and a 
half millions of dollars to extinguish the debt and stop 
the interest? Every one knows that it will not. It 
would require a surplus revenue of nearly $1,000,000 
per annum to do thts. If the policy should be adopted 
of making any material reduction in the amount, legis¬ 
lation looking to that end should, at this session, be en¬ 
acted and not wait until the emergency is at hand. To 
that end, if reduction of the debt should be the policy, 
you should at this session enact a well considered sink¬ 
ing fund law to gradually reduce it. In modem times, 
however, it is very rare that States or nations pay off their 
bonded debt, once it reaches up into the millions. In 
view of the improbability even with a sinking fund law 
in force, that the State will, at the maturity of the bonds, 
be ready to pay the whole of them, I recommend that at 
this session you pass an act providing for the refunding 
of our bonded debt, whatever it may be at its maturity. 

It is too large now and in no event should it ever exceed 
$10,000,000. Such an act should provide for the new 
bonds to bear only 3 or 314 per cent, interest and to run 
not less than fifty nor more than one hundred years. I 
have no doubt but that such a bond could be floated at 
par. The value of such securities, in the markets of the 
world, is measured, first, by the rate of interest they 
bear and certainty of its payment, and secondly, by the 
length of time they have to ran, and the longer the time 
the higher their value because it saves the expense of 
re-investment. The next consideration with the pur¬ 
chaser is the kind of money in which they are payable 
and that they are not subject to taxation. Investors 
in bonds are never very inquisitive as to the probable 
ultimate payment of the principal, if the interest be 
well secured and certain of prompt payment, and the 
bonds have a long time to ran. The debt of the State, 
whatever it may be, if refunded into long time bonds of 
2s 
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one class, though the rate of interest be low would be 
sought in the market for the investment of idle capital. 

This feature of the bond question is well worthy of your 
careful consideration. 

A wise head takes time by the fore-lock and cautious¬ 
ly provides for the future, while a reckless one provides 
only for the exigencies of the present, is thriftless and 
often overthrown. 

THE FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

On December 1st, 1894 the State owed-the New York 
Security and Trust Company $500,000 advanced through 
Gov. Jones and payable in installments of $50,000 on 
the first and middle of each month of January, February, 
March, April, and May 1895, on which the interest at 6 
per cent, when paid amounted to $11,572.55. The 
General Assembly appropriated $15,000 out of 
which the interest upon said temporay loan 
should be paid and it was so paid leaving $3,427.45 
of the appropriation unexpended, which Private Secre¬ 
tary Vaiden, by my direction, drew out just before the 
end of the fiscal year and covered it back into the Treas¬ 
ury on October 1st, the beginning of the new fiscal year. 
There was at the date first named $55,000 against the 
State for feeding and removal of prisoners ; and about 
$36,000 surplus of Solicitor’s fees which under a decision 
of the Supreme Court in. the case of the Auditor v. An¬ 
drews, had to be distributed among the counties, and 
$45,037 due to the Agricultural Bureau, aggregating a 
deficiency of $647,609, independent of a deficiency on ac¬ 
count of the Convict system of $45,000. All these sums 
except the last named and the amount due the Agricult¬ 
ural Bureau were paid out of the revenues collected and 
intended to run the Government during the fiscal year 
ending Sept. 30th, 1895, and hence I found it necessary 
in July of that year to obtain a considerable sum to re¬ 
place the money which had been used in the payment of 
the above named amounts. I obtained from the New 
York Security and Trust Company $100,000 1st of Au¬ 
gust, for which I gave my note as Governor, and $250,- 
000 1st of October and November, transferring, or plac¬ 
ing Treasury warrants therefor, issued in pursuance to 
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appropriations previously made ; and $160,000 placed 
with the fiscal agents of-the State in New York to pay 
the interest coupons on the State Bonds, maturing Jan¬ 
uary 1st, 1896, which coupons remained in their hands 
until the State took them up, thus making an aggregate 
sum of $510,000, upon which I agreed to pay and did 
pay 5 percent, interest for the actual time which the 
State had the use of the money and which amounted to 
only $7,850.73, the whole—principal and interest—being 
paid to the Trust Company by the 1st day of February, 
1896, before the maturity of the debt, in pursuance to a 
right reserved to the state in the contract and by which 
there was saved to the State in interest between four and 
five thousand dollars. The money with which this tem¬ 
porary loan was repaid was of course taken from the rev¬ 
enues received up to that date and intended to aid in 
running the Government for the fiscal year ending Sept. 
30th, 1896, and which all knew would make a deficiency 
in the amount of money necessary to meet the demands 
against the State for that fiscal year. 

The $45,037 due the Agricultural Bureau above mention¬ 
ed was not in the message of my immediate predecessor 
regarded strictly as a deficiency ; and when the bill was 
passed by the last General Assembly, to establish an Ag¬ 
ricultural School in each of the Congressianal Districts 
in which one had not been established, it was regarded 
by its authors as appplying only to a distribution of the 
funds thereafter derived from the tag tax on fertilizers, 
and not intended to distribute among the schools this 
amount which the State owed to that Bureau. I receive 
ed such assurances from the legislators in favor of the 
bill I approved it, although I considered it of very doubt¬ 
ful meaning, and afterwards declined to order any mon¬ 
ey distributed to the schools from the Treasury in pay¬ 
ment of that debt. But the Attorney-General, afterwards, 
gave an opinion to the Auditor upon which he thereafter 
drew his warrant in favor of all such schools as had been 
established; and under the said opinion the amount 
which would have gone to such schools had they been 
established, is still retained in the Treasury to their 
credit amounting to something over $21,000.1 think 
that the law needs amendment. 
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In May last I went to New York and endeavored to 
make preliminary arrangements to obtain a loan of $300- 
000, or at least $250,000, which I then thought would 
be the least sum with which the demands against the 
State could be promptly met at maturity. I found that, 
on account of political codditions, I could not make any 
arrangements to obtain the money so far ahead, on the 
securities I had to offer. 

After considerable correspondence with money-lending 
institutions and bankers in New York and elsewhere I 
found no improvement in the disposition of any of them, 
to make a loan to the State on the terms proposed. Some¬ 
time in June last, on the suggestion of the State Treasu¬ 
rer, I had an inter view with Gen. R,. M. Nelson, of Selma, 
a banker, upon the subject of a loan to the State and on 
July 13th I executed to him my note, as Governor, for 
$100,000 with interest at 6 per cent, to run from the 1st 
day of August, the money to be placed by him in the 
State Treasury at the time ; but none was paid into the 
Treasury until September and thereafter in installments 
at different dates, which the Treasurer can furnish. 

On, or about, the 10th day of October I induced the 
First National Bank of Mobile, J. H. Masson, president, 
to cash $50,000 of the warrants drawn by the Auditor 
upon the Treasurer in favor of the Bryce Insane Hos¬ 
pital and some others of the most needy institutions whose 
warrants could be thus used. The bank thus rendered- 
the State much needed assistance. The terms agreed 
on were 6 per cent, discount which was reserved by the 
bank and it to hold the warrants for four months before 
the State will be called on to pay them. 

In the report of the Auditor he states that on October 
1st, the beginning of the present fiscal year, there were 
matured demands against the State for about $320,000. 
These claims are as follows :

Which deducted leaves as the pres¬ 
ent deficiency. $125,177.54 

To the foregoing should be added the $100,000 borrow¬ 
ed from Nelson's Bank which makes the total deficiency 
in the revenues at this time about $225,177.54. 

The Auditor, page 7 of his report, estimates that the 
revenue received from all sources the present fiscal year 
will lack about $146,100, of meeting the estimated ex¬ 
penditures. I am satisfied that it will not exceed 
$150,000. With an economical administration dur¬ 
ing this and the fiscal year 1897-8,1 believe that the 
receipts of revenue from all sources will extinguish 
the deficiency, meet all the disbursements required 
by existing law and that the State will once more be 
lifted above the necessity of temporary loans. 

THE CONTINGENT FUND. 

The appropriation for contingent expenses for each, 
of the past two years was $6,000. 

The last day of the fiscal year 1894-5. through Pri¬ 
vate Secretary Vaiden, I drew out the unexpended 
balance for that year, $3,605.03, and on the next day, 

Oct. 1st, covered it back into the Treasury. And of the 
contingent fund for the fiscal year 1895—6 there was un¬ 
expended on the last day of said year $3,040.00. 

This amount I drew out and expended on repairs and 
refurnishing of the Capital and legitimate general pur¬ 
poses of administration about $1,500, and covered back 
into the Treasury the remainder. 

ASSESSMENT OF TAXES. 

The present rate of taxation is high enough to raise 
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all the revenue, and even more, that is necessary to meet 
the proper expenditures of the State government. The 
defects in our present system of assessments, which re¬ 
quire remedial legislation are to prevent property legally 
subject from escaping taxation and to obtain assessments 
at a fair valuation. These things are of great import¬ 
ance and difficult of accomplishment. The want of uni¬ 
formity makes the burden much heavier upon him who 
gives in his property at a reasonable valuation than 
upon him who gives in at a merely nominal valuation. 

It is frequently the case that the same kind and charac¬ 
ter of land, with no difference in advantage of location, 
when situated in different counties, and often in the 
same county, is valued one twice as high as the other. 
This sometimes occurs in the valuation of unimproved 
lots in towns and cities lying alongside of each other 
without any reason for a difference in their value. This 
properly creates a feeling of injustice and should be rem¬ 
edied as far as practicable. 

The last General Assembly tried to remedy these ine¬ 
qualities by providing for a County Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion composed of the assessor, one member chosen by the 
County Commissioners and the other to be appointed by 
the Governor, and to act as Chairman of the Board, 
which Boards as a whole have not accomplished the ob¬ 
ject of their creation and is but slight, if any, improve¬ 
ment on the old system, under which the County Com¬ 
missioners exercised the power. The new system cost 
the State : 

For the year ending Sept. 30th, 1895.$1,921.50 

For the year ending Sept. 30th, 1896.2,299.50 

And one month of the present fiscal year. . . 153.00 

Total.$4,374.00 

which may as well be saved to the Treasury by a return 
to the old system. 

A State Board with jurisdiction to classify the lands, 
regulate the rate of assessment and hear appeals from 
County Boards would come nearer remedying the defects 
in our system of assessments than any means at present 
accessible. Such a Board, in my opinion, would at the 
present tax rate, increase the receipts of the Treasury 
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$100,000 per annum over and above the salary and ex¬ 
penses of the members of the Board. Ohio and several 
other States of the Union have tried such an experiment 
and found it to work most satisfactorily. 

If you will also change the method of selecting the 
Tax Assessor, so as to have him appointed instead of 
elected by popular vote, it will make quite an improve¬ 
ment in the assessment, of the taxes in many counties; 
but the greatest and most satisfactory improvement in 
the regularity and equalization of taxes which can be ob¬ 
tained is through a State Board composed of competent 
men. 

There is a great and growing demand for an increased 
aggregate revenue corresponding to the State's growth 
in population and business, but if all the taxable prop¬ 
erty of the State can be made to pay its just and equita¬ 
ble share of the taxes the present rate could be reduced 
to five mills and the State still receive largely in excess 
of the two million dollars now paid into the treasury by 
the people every year. 

LOAN ASSOCIATIONS AKD SOLVENT CREDITS. 

The General Assembly passed an act "To regulate 
Building and Loan Associations" at the session of 
1892-3, page of acts, 665, by which each association is 
required to pay an annual license fee of $200 in lieu of 
all taxes except office fixtures and furniture and lands 
owned by it. This law applies to all such associations 
whether organized under the laws of this State or of 
other States. There was published in a newspaper re¬ 
cently a statement of the business of a domestic associa¬ 
tion in which was shown that its assets are $1,240,- 
498.87. Of this vast property only $52,652.33 is subject 
to taxation. Why should they not be made to pay taxes 
for their assets according to value, as actual persons are 
required to do? Foreign loan associations, I am in¬ 
formed by the Auditor, totally escape taxation within 
this State, and yet by their process of lending money, 
taking mortgages on the farms or other lands, they are 
gradually becoming the owners of too many farms and 
too much land in this country. Their mortgages are all 
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put to record and the same is true of the building and 
loan associations. There is no uniformity is the assess¬ 
ment and collection of taxes upon these and other solvent 
credits. In my first message I made the following rec¬ 
ommendation upon this subject which I renew: "In or¬ 
der that none of these may escape the payment of taxes 
I recommend that a stamp duty—varying according to 
the value of the paper evidencing the debt—be imposed 
as the most convenient and surest method of collection ; 
and that no evidence of debt shall be collectable in any 
court unless the collector's stamp has been placed there¬ 
on, and by him cancelled each tax year. This, I am 
persuaded, would do no injustice to any one, and would 
add largely to the revenue of the State." The evasion 
of its provisions should also be made indictable. 

THE CONVICT DEPARTMENT. 

On Sept. 1st, 1894, there we’re 1577 State convicts. From 
that date to Sept. 1st, 1896, there were received 1255 
more, making for the two years an aggregate of 2833. 
During that period there were discharged by expiration 
of sentence, on habeas corpus, died, escaped, pardoned 
sent to lunatic asylum, commuted and cases reversed by 
the supreme court, 1123, so that on Sept. 1st, 1896, 
there were on hand 1710, making the average of State 
convicts for the two years 1670. Of these 211 are white 
males and three white females ; 1427 are negro males 
and 69 negro females. 

On Sept. 1st, 1894, there were 899 county-convicts. 
Since received from jails.1116 " "

During the succeeding two, years there were of these 
discharged by expiration of sentence, died and pardoned, 
1270, leaving on hand Sept. 1st, 1896, 745. Of these 49 
are white males, no white females; Negro males, 670, 
and negro females, 26. During the months of Septem¬ 
ber, October and November, 1894, of the two classes, 
Gov. Jones pardoned an aggregate of 71, and I have 
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since pardoned 67 and commuted 33, an aggregate of 
100, the reasons for which I will submit in a special 
message, as required by the Constitution. 

The recommendation in the report of the Inspectors in 
favor of the abolition of the county convict system most 
fully meets my approval. It is a novelty in penal ser¬ 
vitude which exists alone in this State. It subjects the 
convict in many cases to great hardships. He is sen¬ 
tenced for the fine, the Judge calls on the Clerk to know 
the amount of costs in the case and when informed, in 
the hurry of the court, he has no time to compare the 
items with the statute but proceeds to sentence the con¬ 
vict to labor at thirty cents per day for the full amount 
of the costs, not exceeding the statutory limit of ten 
months. There is no one else authorized by law to re¬ 
view the items of cost and see whether or not they are 
excessive or improperly charged. Several cases of this 
kind have been brought to my attention in appeals for 
their correction. This year one circuit judge came to 
me in person, having found that he had sentenced a 
county convict for 100 days more than the costs justified 
and requested its remission. If the system was abol¬ 
ished and misdemeanants, now known as county con¬ 
victs, were turned over to the State for punishment and 
the State to pay the costs, the President of the Board of 
Inspectors could in that case investigate the items 
charged in the bill of costs just as he does in the case of 
felons, or State convicts. The county convicts, men and 
women, are indiscriminately hired out for all they will 
bring. The county has no further interest in them than 
the money it obtains for their hire. The county author¬ 
ities only in very rare cases take control of them or try 
to refonn them. Whenever leased or hired outside of 
the county the State Inspectors alone are looked to for 
the protection, the comfort and prevention of abuse to 
county convicts. Whenever one of them is wanted as a 
witness in any case the State has to pay all the expenses 
of transferring him with a guard to the place where he 
testifies, and then return him to where he is confined at 
hard labor, and the State has no. recourse on the county 
for re-payment. Sometimes a county convict has thus 
to be transported to a court to testify two or three differ- 
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ent times during the period of confinement at a cost to 
the State perhaps of $100, when the State has no interest 
whatever in the proceeds of his labor. The county con¬ 
vict system is but one of many feeble attempts in this 
State to establish and maintain county sovereignty, and 
which should be abandoned. There is no necessity for 
the continuance of the system. County pride is always 
pardonable, but the true relations of the county to the 
State should never be ignored nor forgotten. The State 
is a sovereignty and the counties mere geographical 
divisions thereof for the convenience of the people. A 
few exceptions for educational or charitable purposes 
may be allowable All the laws of the State should be 
made as nearly uniform as possible. A State is fonned 
upon the idea of the homogeneity of its people. 

The law which requires payment of the costs, on re¬ 
ceipt of a State convict should be modified and made 
payable only after he has worked for the State three or 
six months. The State should not be made to pay for 
the labor of a convict before it receives any labor. It 
should not be made practically an insurer of the life of 
the convict. In the case of a county convict, in like 
manner should the State pay the costs, after it has had 
the labor of the convict for a reasonable time. And the 
State should never be made liable for the costs in either 
case when the convict is delivered sick or in such feeble 
condition as to be an expense instead of a benefit. 

Some of the jails are frequently over-crowded and the 
long time which, elapses between terms of the court con¬ 
tributes thereto. It is frequently the ease that when a 
convict is taken from jail and delivered to one of the 
wardens of the penitentiary he is in a decided state of 
debility, and sometimes at death's door. Several months 
in a jail which is over-crowded, of insufficient ventila¬ 
tion, no healthful exercise and inferior food causes many 
of the inmates when delivered over as convicts to be for a 
time unfit for labor, and not unfrequently contributes 
materially to the death rate in the coal mines and peni¬ 
tentiaries. I have frequently had complaints made to 
me by prisoners in jail awaiting trial that they were 
cruelly treated and insufficiently fed. Some of these 
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complaints were doubtless exaggerated, while others per¬ 
haps were true. 

In the interest of humanity and for the improvement 
of our system of penal servitude, I recommend that there 
be an additional convict inspector appointed, who shall 
be selected with special reference to his qualifications 
therefor, and shall be made an inspector of the different 
jails throughout the State, with authority to inquire par¬ 
ticularly into the number, condition and treatment of 
the prisoners therein and direct any changes which he 
thinks proper; and when not thus engaged to be assign¬ 
able to other duties by the order of the president of the 
board. 

On the 1st day of December, 1894,1 found that the 
debts against the State on account of the convict system 
were substantially $37,000 of cost due to the court 
officers, something over $8,000 due for lands purchased 
at Speigners, with several other small debts aggregat¬ 
ing over $45,000, all of which was subsequently paid 
out of the net earnings of the convicts. 

The inspectors, with my approval, adopted the most 
economical administration of the system consistent with 
the proper care and maintenance of the convicts. The 
policy has been pursued of enlarging the State's accom¬ 
modations and providing for the profitable employment 
of a larger number of convicts each year, with a view to 
gradually reducing the number hired out in the coal 
mines. To this end, in the winter of 1895-6, a new pen¬ 
itentiary was erected at the artesian well on the Mont¬ 
gomery side of the Coosa river, some nine miles north of 
the city, where the State owns a tract of 1800 acres of 
land. This is known as Prison No. 4, and cost upwards of 
$13,000. Some 200 acres of the old land and about 400 
acres of fresh land at that place have been cleared and 
cultivated this year in corn and also some of the leased 
land near Ft. Jackson, upon all of which there has been 
gathered, as I am informed, about 33,000 bushels. 

At Speigner there has been erected a Cotton Factory, 
a brick building capable of running 5,000 spindles, about 
3,300 of which are now being put into operation. All 
of the brick have been made and the building erected by 
convict labor. One-third of the cost of the machinery 
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has been paid and the other two-thirds will be by the 
time, or soon after they fall due, out of the net earnings 
of the convicts. The cost of the building, labor and 
machinery of the factory will not exceed $70,000 and is 
well worth $100,000. There have been made this year 
upon the three farms—at Speigner, at the Walls and 
No. 4—something over 500 bales of cotton and large 
quantities of smaller crops. Under the direction of the 
Inspectors and the care and supervision of the Wardens 
there are being raised at each of these three places large 
numbers of hogs, a considerable number of cattle, poul¬ 
try, etc. Splendid gardens are made and vegetables fur¬ 
nished the convicts in great abundance. At each place 
the economy employed is to make it as nearly self-sus¬ 
taining as possible. 

I have received petitions signed extensively by owners 
and operatives of nearly all the other cotton mills in the 
State protesting against the erection of a factory to be 
operated by convict labor. It is impossible to employ 
convicts in any kind of an industry without, to some ex¬ 
tent coming into competition with free labor. If they 
are worked altogether upon farms they are in competition 
with farmers, who constitute the least complaining and 
most conservative class of our entire population. The 
products of a cotton factory are by no means restricted 
to the State but have the world for a market. In the 
first place the striped goods for the clothing of the con¬ 
victs can be made there out of the cotton produced by 
them on the farms, which will be a considerable saving 
to the State. In the second place it will not be necessary 
or good, policy to sell any of the additional products of 
the factory below the prices realized for similar goods by 
the cotton factories of the State owned by individuals 
and operated by free labor. In order to quiet any fears 
which may be entertained by the cotton mill men of the 
State it is very easy to appeal to the legislature to pass 
an act restricting the State officials in charge of the mill 
at Speigner from underselling the products of, other cot¬ 
ton mills of a like grade within the State. I am quite 
confident, however, that they need not have any appre¬ 
hensions that underselling will be resorted to, and hence 
there will be no necessity for a restrictive statute. 
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In pursuance to the spirit of the last legislation upon 
the subject, a prison for the women convicts is nearing 
completion in close proximity to the factory. It will not 
be near any of the prisons for men and be much more 
commodious and comfortable than the old prison at the 
Walls which has been used so long exclusively for the 
women. They, the boys and the cripples will just about 
supply the factory with as many hands as will be needed 
and with a superintendent and a few bosses they will 
soon leam to do the work of the factory well. Of course, 
this is experimental, but I believe it will be successful. 

A refonnatory for the punishment and training of the 
young criminals has not yet been established and put 
into operation in consequence of the lack of money with 
which to do it. The foundation for such a building has 
been laid at Speigner and the brick made for its erection 
near the cotton factory, but it will not be completed un¬ 
til the General Assembly takes action upon the subject. 
Section 53 of the act “To regulate the management of 
State and county convicts," approved. Feb. 18th, 1895, 
clearly contemplates the erection of a refonnatory, in 
which both State and county convicts under the age of 
sixteen years shall be confined, made to work and to re¬ 
ceive moral and intellectual improvement. The said act 
also provides that in case a county convict be received 
the State shall pay the costs of the conviction not ex¬ 
ceeding $50. This should be stricken out of the law be¬ 
cause such an institution would probably be an expense 
rather than a source of profit—certainly it would not 
more than pay expenses and the court officers of the 
counties should be willing to contribute this mite towards 
the refonnation of this class of criminals. It is evident 
thet futher legislation is necessary, providing for the 
management of such an institution as well as its location. 
I am of opinion that Speigner is the best place for it on 
account of its accessibility to all parts of the State, its 
proximity to the cotton factory and because it will be 
less expensive located there than to have it widely sepa¬ 
rated from any section of the penitentiary. 

When established its inmates should be required to 
work at least two-thirds of each day and working them 
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in the cotton factory would learn them a useful trade— 
and the other one-third they should attend school and be 
compelled to study under a good teacher. 

I think that a shoe factory should be started as soon as 
The cotton-factory is fully paid for, and this should be 
followed by other manufacturing as soon as practicable, 
and Speigner's is the place for the location of all these 
enterprises on account of its healthfulness, accessibility 
and plenty of room upon the State's land, and hence I 
am decidedly of opinion that it is the place for the loca¬ 
tion of the refonnatory. Another consideration is the 
cheapness of transporting coal to that place which in tile 
course of a few years would amount to a-large sum in 
savings to the State. 

The lease contract with the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company expires with the year 1897. The 
State receives from this source about $ 11,000 per month 
which cannot yet be dispensed with. I sanctioned the 
policy adopted by the inspectors of transferring to Speig¬ 
ner's and the Walls, and to hire to saw mill companies 
and on farms all of the convicts who are found unable 
to work in the Mines, or whose health would be greatly 
impaired by continuing them therein, and this policy 
should be continued and the number of convicts leased, 
or hired out each year, be gradually diminished as em¬ 
ployment elsewhere can be provided for them without 
loss to the State. This is the only way in which the 
lease system can be tenninated consistently with the in¬ 
terests of the State. That system is less objectionable 
than in any other State where it prevails, because our 
law makes an inspector follow the convict wherever he 
goes, on the farms, at the mills, or into the Mines and 
to see that he is properly fed, clothed and not misused 
or abused. Every month the inspectors visit the Mines 
and reclassify to prevent any of the convicts from being 
overtasked. It is this close inspection which makes 
our lease system the best of the kind extant. I have 
in person visited all the prisons, gone through them, 
through the hospitals and into the Mines where both 
State and county convicts are confined and worked and 
the result of my observation is that since the great death 
rate at Coalburg, among the the county convicts, in the

spring of 1895 was checked that they have everywhere 
been well treated and the death rate has so greatly 
diminished at all the prisons that they may be said to 
be in excellent condition. 

The total amount of receipts of the department from 

all sources for the two years was.$423,874.42 

The total amount of disbursements. 288,066.11 

The net profit to the State being.$135,808.31 

So long as the convicts can be well treated and made 
so profitable as they have been for the past two years 
the people of the State need not have any apprehension 
of being taxed for their maintainance. 

Tho report of the inspectors is submitted for your con¬ 
sideration and I invite you to carefully examine the 
same wherein you will find every detail of the business 
tabulated with several good suggestions for necessary 
legislation. 

The inspectors and all the other officers connected 
with the system, I believe without exception, have each 
done his full duty. Col. R. H. Dawson, the president 
of the board and most experienced member of it, unfor¬ 
tunately for himself and the State has been so ill for 
five or six months of the present year that it has been 
impossible for him to give his personal attention 
to the supervision of the business. He has had 
many years experience in the management of con¬ 
victs and knows more about it than any man in the 
State. While the other officers have most faithfully 
and intelligently given close attention to every duty we 
all felt the absence of the president of the board and 
now rejoice that he has been so far restored to health as 
to enable him to return to his post of duty. 

PARDONS. 

There are cases in which a convict should be par¬ 
doned, but as a rule the judgment of the trial court 
should stand. The most delicate and trying task to per¬ 
form of any which come before the Governor, except 
perhaps that of making appointments to office in closely 
contested claims between worthy and well-qualified 
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friends, is that of passing, upon a well-prepared and 
strongly urged application for the pardon of a convict. 
The power to pardon or commute the sentence, which the 
law has pronounced is one which should be exercised 
with great caution against imposition, fraud and sym¬ 
pathy of friends in favor of a criminal on the one hand, 
and on the other, to view it with such mercy as should 
be exercised consistently with the State's justice, the 
proper reform of the criminal and the protection of 
society. 

Sometimes when a criminal is pardoned he at once re¬ 
turns to the commission of crime, as though he had 
been thirsting and longing for an opportunity all the 
days and years of his confinement, while in othes cases 
he is completely refonned and will never be heard of as 
a violator of the law again. I am very glad that the 
latter class is much larger than the former. 

I recommend that the law with reference to pardons be 
so amended that in every case of felony wherein a con¬ 
vict is pardoned, if he be at any time thereafter convicted 
of the commission of any other felony, or any misde¬ 
meanor bearing moral turpitude that the convict's par¬ 
don shall thereby be forfeited and he be returned to 
serve out the remainder of his sentence; but which 
should not exempt him from answering to the last of¬ 
fense of which, he is convicted. I think the knowledge 
of the existence of such a law would greatly aid in re¬ 
straining any who had been pardoned against the temp¬ 
tation which might come before them to violate the law 
again. There is no doubt about the power of the general 
assembly to direct the Governor how he shall exer¬ 
cise the pardoning power. He can not be deprived of 
what the constiution has bestowed upon him, but may 
be directed as to how he shall exercise it, provided that 
such direction does not trench upon his constitutional 
prerogative. 

POLITICAL DISABILITY. 

The act approved Dec. 14th, 1894, to amend section 
320 of the Code of 1886 should be amended. It attempts 
to confer upon the Governor the right to restore a per- 
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son, who has-been convicted of/any one of the offenses 
named therein, "to all the rights and privileges of citi¬ 
zenship," which does not necessarily embrace the dis¬ 
qualification. The language of the constitution is, 

"Sec. 3. The following classes shall not be permitted 
to register, vote, or hold office;— 

First.—Those who shall have been convicted of treason, 
embezzlement of public funds, malfeasance in office, 
larceny, bribery, or other crime punishable by imprison¬ 
ment in the penitentiary. 

Second.—Those who are idiots or insane." 

Section 320 of the Code only prohibits a convict from 
voting "at an election by the people.” 

The rights and privileges of citizenship do not include 
the right to register, vote or hold office. All persons 
born in the United States and all of foreign birth, who 
have been naturalized, or declared their intention to be¬ 
come such, and residing within its limits, are citizens of 
the State. The women and children are citizens, but 
have no right to vote or hold office. 

I recommend that the law be so amended as to require 
the application to set forth the offense of which the peti¬ 
tioner was convicted, the court and date in which the 
sentence was pronounced, the length thereof, and, 
whether he served out the tenn, was pardoned, or other¬ 
wise, how long he has been a citizen of the county in 
which he then resides, that the signers of his petition 
are legal voters and respectable citizens of the county in 
which such ex-convict then resides, and that each of 
such petitioners signed his name to said petition, and 
that the petitioner is then a law-abiding citizen and that 
more than one year has elapsed since he was discharged 
from prison and pray for the restoration to him of the 
right to register, vote and hold office. The act should 
also require a notice of the intention to apply for the 
removal of his political disabilities to be advertised as 
required by section 4527 of the Penal Code. Said peti¬ 
tion should be sworn to, that its allegations are true. I 
granted the prayer of a large number of petitions pre¬ 
sented under said act, restoring the petitioner to the 
right to register, vote and hold office, and my power to 
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do so is derived from section 12 of article 5 of the con¬ 
stitution, which I think is questionable. I do not think 
said act confers the power on the Governor which was 
intended and hence I recommend its amendation. 

AMENDMENTS OF THE CRIMINAL LAW. 

In murder cases the law should be so amended that 
when the accused is admitted to bail that bond should 
never be taken in a less sum than one thousand dollars. 
The taking of bonds in less sums often facilitates 
escapes. 


PLEADING GUILTY. 

It should be made the duty of every judge who pre¬ 
sides on the trial of any indictment for felony, or misde¬ 
meanor involving moral turpitude, before allowing any 
plea of guilty to be entered by any defendant who is not 
represented by employed counsel to inquire into the 
case and inform the derendant of the probable punish¬ 
ment to be awarded upon that plea. 

It is often the case that an ignorant person is induced 
to plead guilty as the cheapest way out of a criminal 
case against him when he knows not the consequences 
to follow such plea. Several cases have been brought 
to the knowledge of the Chief Executive by applications 
for pardon wherein the defendant was induced to plead 
guilty when in fact he was not guilty and could not have 
been convicted had the case been properly presented to 
the jury upon the evidence. Sometimes officers and 
other persons interested in fee making induce the igno¬ 
rant to take such a course and the folly of it never be¬ 
comes apparent to the defendant until he finds himself 
sentenced to hard labor for many months to pay costs. 

The criminal law should be vigorously enforced 
against the guilty for the suppression of crime and the 
protection of the public, but it should never be used 
oppressively for the benefit of individuals nor otherwise 
than for the suppression of crime and the reformation 
of the criminal. 
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In his report the Attorney-General urgently recom¬ 
mends that this practice may be made a felony and is of 
opinion that nothing else can suppress the evil. I quite 
agree with him and renew the recommendation I made 
to the general assembly in my first message, as follows: 

“The frequent occurrence of homicides—even among 
people of the highest respectability—is mainly attribu¬ 
table to the evil and unnecessary practice of carrying 
concealed weapons. The present law, seems to have 
but little restraint upon the practice. The only way to 
suppress it is to make the offense a felony punishable by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less than one 
nor more than three ysars ; and in no case should any 
one be allowed to carry concealed weapons, except when 
travelling, or setting out on a journey which will take 
him beyond the limits of the State, or when he has been 
threatened with and has good reason to apprehend an 
attack and carries the weapon for his defense in that 
particular case. If the law be thus amended a much 
less number of homicides will be committed than we 
now have. Our law very considerately and properly, 
allows a person when grossly insulted to strike with his 
fist in vindication of his honor. In such case no life is 
taken ; but if either party be secretly armed with a 
deadly weapon, it is too often the case that a murder is 
committed. Let the penalty for a breach of the law be 
a terror to its violators and many valuable lives will be 
spared. A fine, which may be imposed without impris¬ 
onment has but little restraint upon the evil practice 
which is now so common that peaceable men, from a 
sense of insecurity, frequently carry weapons because 
they know that others go armed. Let every person carry 
concealed weapons on all occasions, denying the privi¬ 
lege to none, or protect peaceable citizens against it by 
making the law which prohibits it a terror to those who 
violate it. Civilization and the security of the people 
from lawless violence require it." 

Our people certainly have not reached such a state of 
lawlessness, as this general carrying of concealed weap¬ 
ons indicates, without cause. I am satisfied, that the 
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lax and Inefficient manner in which murder cases are 
tried and die light punishment inflicted on the guilty by 
the jury and acquittals on mere technicalities make 
many men feel that they can not trust to the law but 
must at all times go anned for their personal protection. 

LYNCHING. 

The taking of human life as a punishment for crime 
has been practiced by all nations, savage and civilized, 
but by the latter it has always been done through courts 
and established tribunals, after hearing and duly weigh¬ 
ing the evidence and giving the accused a fair trial—an 
opportunity to prove his innocence. When life is thus 
taken it is not the act of man, it is the act of the law 
and no individual is responsible therefor ;and every per¬ 
son then feels that the law is entitled to the respect and 
is proud of his State which thus protects the innocent 
and speedily punishes the guilty. But too many of our 
citizens, when the excitement which a dastardly and 
brutal offense produces, is upon them, impatient of the 
law's delay, set it and the authorities of their State 
government at defiance, forgetting the golden rule—"do 
unto others as you would have them do unto you"— 
overpower, or intimidate the officers in charge, break 
open jails, seize the culprit, hang him to a lamp post, 
or the limb of a tree and shoot his body full of bullets 
while dangling in the air, not giving the poor devil time 
to utter prayer, or to ask his God to be merciful to him 
in the dim vista of eternity. This is not indignation 
guided by a firm resolve that justice shall be administered 
to the wretched malefactor, which characterizes the course 
pursued in the most intelligent, cultured and enlightened 
States of the world. It is savagery, such as is prac¬ 
ticed by the Hindoo and the Indian. The crime of rape, 
when perpetrated by a negro upon a white woman, pro¬ 
vokes the highest degree of indignation, and if amy out¬ 
rage would justify a lawless execution by a mob, that is 
the one above all others. But even in that case it is 
better to allow the law to execute the brutal culprit 
than for the exasperated mob to do it in defiance of the

law and sometimes in the absence of conclusive evidence. 
There has not been in this State a man sentenced to 
hang for this offence within the last two years while 
there have been twenty for murder in the first degree. 

The reason is that the lynchers dispose of them without 
trial. The evil consequences of lynching one class of 
malefactors is contagious and extends to others. 

Since the adjournment of the last general assembly 
numbers of such lawless executions have occurred on 
account of a charge of murder and assaults with intent 
to ravish or murder; and for similar offenses alleged 
to have been committed by negroes the lash has been 
mercilessly applied by the mob to the bare back of the 
supposed offender. This mobocracy is absolutely on the 
increase. Instances are of more frequent occurrence 
every year ; and the governor, judges and solicitors are 
utterly powerless to prevent it, under the law as it is, 
and the present state of public opinion. As your chief 
executive officer it is my duty to see that the laws are 
enforced. I have used all available means. In the coun¬ 
ty of Butler five negroes, two or three of them women, 
while on their way to jail under a constable and depu¬ 
ties, after preliminary hearing before a justice of the 
peace, on a charge of murder, were seized by a mob, 
hanged to a tree and their bodies left hanging as a defi¬ 
ance to the law and the authorities of the county and 
State. The circuit judge has, at each tenn of the court 
since, charged the grand jury vigorously to investigate 
the case and find bills against the lynchers, and the so¬ 
licitor has done all he could to aid the jury but no evi¬ 
dence has been elicited and no bill found. Here within 
the corporate limits of the city of Montgomery a negro 
was taken by a mob out of the possession of a deputy 
sheriff, hanged and shot to death. The negro had with¬ 
out any provocation, or excuse, murdered a policeman 
who went to his house to arrest him. But this was no 
justification of the lawless execution. The city court, 
with a grand jury of white men, convened in regular ses¬ 
sion two days thereafter. I am informed that no bill 
has been found against the lynchers, though the judge 
charged the jury to investigate it. 

But a few weeks ago in the county of Henry a mob 
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proceeded, to the town of Gordon and shot a negro to 
death, who was not charged with the commission of any 
offense, but only with the expression of opinion in favor 
of some men of his own race with whom the lynchers had 
had some trouble. These are but a few of the most fla¬ 
grant occurrences of lawlessness. Many others have oc¬ 
curred. I have offered the highest reward for the ap¬ 
prehension and conviction of each and every person who 
aided in these lynchings and I have not yet heard of any 
indictment being found in any case, nor a conviction 
had for lynching in any county of the State save one. 

In the county of Washington, I am informed, that three 
men have been sentenced to the penitentiary for life for 
that offense. One or two dozen more such convictions 
in the more populous counties would speak most poten¬ 
tially in favor of the civilization and law abiding char¬ 
acter of the people of our State. Until this lawlessness 
—this mobocracy—is put down, or discontinued, neither 
capital nor desirable immigration, to any considerable ex¬ 
tent, will come to the State. The State is and ever will 
be controlled, its laws made, applied and executed by 
white men and this fact makes the responsibility of that 
race all the greater to see that the negro has the equal 
protection of the law. 

I recommend that the law be amended so as to require 
a sheriff, jailor, or other officer having in his custody a 
prisoner, either before or after conviction, to use force 
even to the killing of any one to prevent the unlawful tak¬ 
ing of such prisoner from him. The officer should be in¬ 
dictable and punishable for the failure to use such force, 
and in such cases the governor should be given the pow¬ 
er to suspend such officer until the charge of negligence 
against him is investigated by the judge of the circuit, 
or city court, of the county in which said officer resides 
and certifies that such officer is blameless, or that he has 
been tried and acquitted. Jailers some times have been 
too easily intimidated and made to surrender their keys 
to the mob. It should be his duty instead to fire on, 
them in defense of the jail and his prisoners. If he would 
do so it would be very seldom, if ever, that a jail would 
be raided by the mob. 

I suggest an amendment of the law for the punish- 
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ment of rape and assaults with intent to commit the same, 
which is that in addition to the penalties already pro¬ 
vided, castration, in the discretion of the jury trying the 
case be made an alternative penalty. That in many 
cases would be a more effectual punishment and preven¬ 
tative of the crime than the punishment now provided. 

It would be in the least heinous cases and assaults with 
intent "a punishment which would suit the crime," 

You have the full power to enact it unless the constitu¬ 
tional inhibition against inflicting cruel or unusual pun¬ 
ishment would prevent, I am inclined to think it would 
not and nothing should be omitted which is calculated to 
extend the fullest protection to the good women of our 
State. 

I also suggest that you so change the law as to require 
the judge of the court having jurisdiction of the offense 
in every case wherein the crime of rape or an assault 
with intent to commit, rape has been found on prelimi¬ 
nary hearing to have been committed to order a special 
term of the court for the trial of such case if it be more 
that one month until the regular term thereof. 

SPECIAL JUDGES AND CHANCELLORS. 

Under the act approved February 18th, 1895 "To 
provide for the holding of regular terms of the circuit 
and chancery courts when the judge or chancellor fails 
to attend, or when impeachment proceedings are pend¬ 
ing against such judge or chancellor. " I have appointed 
19 special judges and 24 special chancellors, and for 
their services and expenses there was paid out of the 
treasury in 1895, $1,640.24 and in 1896, $1,244.55. 

It will be observed that the language of the act is 
"that whenever it shall be made known to the governor 
that any regular term" of the court will not be held "by 
reason of the failure of the judge or chancellor to attend 
such term" it is the duty of the governor to appoint a 
special judge or chancellor to hold such term of court. 
The act does not direct the manner in which these juris¬ 
dictional facts shall be made known to the governor and 
hence a letter or telegram from the judge or any reputa¬ 
ble member of the bar may be deemed sufficient to make 
the facts known. 
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The act has contributed largely in many cases to the 
speedy dispatch of the business of the courts. I recom¬ 
mend that it be amended so as to require an affidavit of 
the judge, or some other reputable person, as evidence 
of his failure to attend, or if present his inability to hold 
court and stating the reasons therefor; and if sickness be 
the cause of such failure the certificate of a practicing 
physician to be forwarded to the governor and entered 
of record in his office. 

I also recommend that the judges of city courts be in¬ 
cluded in said act; and that all accounts for the services 
of any special judge or chancellor shall be itemized and 
sworn to. 

A supernumerary judge has been suggested by 
many in lieu of the act above referred to, while others 
question the power of the general assembly to pro 
vide such an officer under Section 19 of Article 6 of the 
Constitution, which reads as follows : 

"The General Assembly shall have power to provide 
for the holding of Circuit and Chancery Courts in this 
State, when the Judge or Chancellor thereof fails to at¬ 
tend regular terms." 

It is believed that such a Judge could only hold a regular 
term, when the Judge or Chancellor therof failed to attend 
and this might occur in two or more courts at one and 
the same time, and in different part of the State, and 
as he could not be ubiquitous it would in such cases but 
lead to confusion and dissatisfaction. The Constitution 
does not provide for a Judge except to hold some partic¬ 
ular court. This view doubtless influenced the General 
Assembly to enact the present law. It is clear that such 
supernumerary Judge could not hold special terms, 
which if he could do, would be the great advantage of 
having such an officer. I am therefore of opinion that 
it is better to amend and retain the present law than to 
undertake to have a supernumerary Judge. 

MENTAL OR PHYSICAL DISABILITY OF OFFICERS. 

I invite your attention to the fact that there is no stat¬ 
ute to provide for declaring a vacancy and filling the 
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same, when any officer of this State, from insanity or 
other cause, becomes unable to perform the duties of his 
office. This was made manifest in the case of the So¬ 
licitor of Jefferson County. Mr. Little an excellent offi¬ 
cer and highly esteemed citizen lost his mind from the 
effects of disease so that he is incapable of resigning and 
there is no law by which said office can be declared va¬ 
cant, His assistant and the Solicitor of the Circuit have, 
ever since his disability, perfonned the duties of the of¬ 
fice. I recommend the enactment of a general statute 
applicable to all cases of disability, mental or physical, 
and a special statute in the particular case above referred 
to may be necessary. It would be just to the people and 
to the afflicted official. 

THE NEW CODE OF 1896. 

The Commissioner appointed to codify the laws, Hon. 
Wm. L. Martin, has done his work and submitted his 
manuscript in two volumes very neatly typewritten. I 
have carefully examined the same and read his report of 
the work which is very clear and comprehensive, show¬ 
ing the changes made and the rearrangement of statutes, 
omitting those which have been repealed, superseded, 
or duplicated, rewritten acts, or parts of acts, of doubt¬ 
ful meaning, or too obtusely expressed, and in many 
places substituting a new section covering those parts of 
several sections, or acts, which are in conflict and sup¬ 
plying apparent omissions and some original provisions 
to aid the symmetry and unifonnity of our laws and pro¬ 
duce hannony in the execution thereof according to leg¬ 
islative intent often carelessly, or confusedly, expressed 
by Legislators. The alphabetical arrangment of the 
chapters is good, He has come as near complying with 
the act under which he was appointed in showing the 
changes made in the text as could be done without such 
a voluminous work as would confuse rather than make 
clear in the meaning of the statutes. I find in the entire 
work so little that will bear criticism that after careful 
examination, as a Legislator, I would vote to adopt it 
as a whole just as reported. I do not believe that any 
substantial improvement can be made in it. It would 
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be a most excellent code as it stands. I suggest, how¬ 
ever, that the acts passed by this General Assembly be 
codified with the other statutes so that when the code is 
printed it will contain all the general statutes of the 
State. After it is adopted the index will be made and 
that I regard as the most important part of it. A good 
analytical index will make it, by far, the best code the 
State has ever had. I extend to Mr. Martin my thanks 
for his laborious and excellent work. I recommend that 
it be referred to a special joint committee of the two 
houses for consideration. 

OUR ELECTIONS. 

We have two many of them. Nothing is so great a 
disturber of the public peace, good will among men and 
the business interests of the country as elections. We 
should therefore have them less frequently than we do. 
Two elections in one year is enough to disgust many 
people with the amount of political excitement and elec¬ 
tioneering, whish occurs every other year. One election 
every other year will beget a sufficiency of political ex¬ 
citement to satisfy all the people of the State, except the 
professional politicians, and the rounder, who lives upon 
the spoils. The fear of Federal interference caused the 
Constitutional Convention, twenty-one years ago, to 
place the State election on a different day from that 
of the election of President and members of 
Congress. The Federal election laws were repealed by 
Congress three years ago, and now no reasonale person 
apprehends their re-enactment or the passage by con¬ 
gress of a "Force Bill." I therefore renew the recom¬ 
mendation contained in my message of nearly two years 
ago, to abolish our August election and place it in No¬ 
vember on the same day of the Federal election. It will 
save one-half of the expense now incurred, and be to the 
general advantage of the people of the State. 

REPEAL THE PRESENT LAW. 

Fair elections have been demanded by the people for 
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many years and the General Assembly has enacted vari¬ 
ous statutes upon the subject. The present one, which 
is substantially the Australian ballot system modified 
to conform to the requirements of the State Constitution 
has been pretty thoroughly tried in two State elections 
and two federal elections. At each, defects in the law 
were clearly developed, and numerous amendments have 
in consequence followed. This system may be a good 
one in States where there are many intelligent voters 
who are employed by great corporations and need some 
protection against the dictation of their employers. But 
in Alabama we are differently situated. A comparative¬ 
ly small per centage of our voting population is thus em¬ 
ployed and there is no more illiteracy among them, and 
hence a more open and simple system of voting would 
be more acceptable to the voters at large. The old law, 
which the present one superceded, with a few amend¬ 
ments, would be preferable to to the present one. A le¬ 
gitimate and proper exercise of the influence of an in¬ 
telligent voter should not be suppressed, and the present 
law contributes to that end. The last August election 
was the first at which county officers, justices of the 
peace and constables were elected under the present 
law, and there ten times greater a number of 
failures to comply with its complicated provi¬ 
sions than was ever known before in the history 
of the State which render necessary a large number of 
appointments by the Governor. 

Another great defect in the election law is that it con¬ 
tains no provision for supplying the place of any candi¬ 
date who dies or resigns in less than twenty days before 
the day of election. 

THE STATE TROOPS. 

During the past two years there has been no necessity 
for calling out any of this force to preserve order and 
protect property in the case of strikes, or riots, for fortu¬ 
nately nothing of the kind has occurred. There has been 
no call upon those in authority to order the troops into 
service except in two instances in which a small force 
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was thought to be necessary to aid the sheriff in the pro¬ 
tection of prisoners. 

The State Troops now consist of three regiments of 
infantry of twelve companies, each, one battallion of cal¬ 
vary consisting of four troops, one battallion of artillery 
consisting of three batteries and one battallion of colored 
infantry consisting of two companies. These commands 
are composed of the very best patriotic young men of 
the State. In pursuance to statutes enacted by the last 
General Assembly they have been organized into a Brig¬ 
ade, but a Brigadier-General has not yet been appointed 
to command it. 

The troops, according to the report of the Adjutant 
General, in which I heartily concur, are better organized, 
in better condition and a more soldierly spirit is preva¬ 
lent among them than hitherto. 

The Regular Anny officers detailed for inspection, etc. 
report that the cavalry are more or less insubordinate, 
show a small attendance in some of the companies and 
are lacking in discipline, to which the attention of their 
officers having been called will no doubt be remedied. 

Adjutant-General Harvey E. Jones is a very capable, 
efficient and painstaking officer. There is no compensa¬ 
tion provided by law for this important officer. I recom¬ 
mend that he be paid fifty dollars per month and if that 
is not practicable that the Ordnance office, to which is 
attached the rank of Captain be abolished and the arms 
and ordnance stores be put in charge of the Adjutant- 
General and that he be held responsible therefor ; and 
that the salary now paid to the ordnance officer of fifty 
dollars per month be given to the Adjutant-General to 
compensate for his services. 

Lieutenant Samuel G. Jones of the United States Army 
detailed on the Governor's staff has rendered excellent 
service to the Adjutant-General and the troops, and with 
his aid, or that of any other officer who may be hereafter 
in like manner detailed; an ordnance officer can be very 
well dispensed with. 

Some other reforms would produce greater efficiency 
in the State troops. The young men of many localities 
seem desirous to raise companies and become members 
of some of the organizations. To accept, equip and en- 
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camp all of these would be very expensive and such a 
number is unnecessary. Many of the companies of the 
commands now organized and equipped are too small 
and every one of them which complies with the regula¬ 
tions is entitled to their quarterly allowance. 

Two regiments of infantry with seventy-five to one 
hundred men to the company, and these judiciously dis¬ 
tributed over the State, would constitute a more efficient 
arm of the service and would cost the State a good deal 
less than the three regiments. There certainly is no ne¬ 
cessity for more than two. This might be accomplished y 
not by disbanding, but by consolidating companies. The 
three artillery companies should be consolidated into two 
or into one. A six gun battery of not less than one hun¬ 
dred and fifty men would be more imposing in appear¬ 
ance and more efficient in case of necessity than the bat- 
tallion of three companies we now have, and would not 
be more than half as expensive. The four troops of cav¬ 
alry already organized are enough of that branch but 
these should be recruited so as to have a sufficient num¬ 
ber of men in each troop to practice the tactics and be of 
soldierly appearance and able to meet any emergency. 

The recommendation of the Adjutant-General in his 
report, herewith submitted, that a pennanent camp 
ground be obtained for the, annual encampment of the 
troops and large enough for the brigade, which I think 
should be held every other year, is hereby concurred in. 

It would be less expensive than the present practice of 
preparing anew camp every year. 

I also approve the recommendation that every mem¬ 
ber of the State Troops, who obeys orders and discharges 
all duty as such, be exempt from the payment of poll 
tax and road duty, but I doubt whether any of them 
should be exempt from jury duty, except when the same 
conflicts with their duties as members of the State troops. 

I do not think that there is any necessity for increas¬ 
ing the number of officers on the Governor's Staff. They 
are now so numerous that it is difficult for him ever to 
obtain a full attendance on any occasion ; nor do I think 
that'there should be any increase..of the appropriation 
for encampments in the present condition of the State's. 
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finances. I concur in the recommendation that the law 
be changed so as to allow the Governor in his discretion 
to disband any organization, or to order the consolida¬ 
tion of any commands. He is the constitutional Com¬ 
mander-in-chief and is therefore responsible for the good 
discipline and efficiency of the troops and should be given 
full power over them except: as to directing the find¬ 
ing of courts martial and abridgement of individual 
rights which all military law gives to the officer and the 
soldier. 

To stimulate a generous rivalry in drill and discipline 
I recommend that the Governor be authorized to offer 
and pay a prize of $100 annually to the best drilled, dis¬ 
ciplined and largest company of each regiment of infant¬ 
ry out of the annual appropriation ; and in like manner 
$50 as a prize to the best drilled, disciplined and largest 
company of cavalry and a like sum to the best drilled, 
disciplined and largest company of artillery and also a 
prize of $25 to the best drilled and disciplined company 
in the battallion of colored troops. 

I also invite your attention to the recommendations of 
the board of officers for changes in the State troops. All 
of the officers including those of my staff have as a rule 
perfonned well their duties, but I most specially com¬ 
mend Col. B. L. Holt, the Quarter-Master, for the faith¬ 
ful and able conduct of his department. 

PRESERVE OUR WAR HISTORY. 

Hon. W. Brewer in 1872 published a book he had 
written which is of inestimable value to every library in 
the State and every well-informed Alabamian, But only 
the latter part of it attempts to give the military history 
of the State in the war from 1861 to ’65. Therein is, given 
a very interesting account of the organization of the dif¬ 
ferent commands, though incomplete in several respects. 

It presents valuable material in. aid of the historian, but 
does not attempt to give the history of the marches or the 
battles in which the commands were engaged, but con¬ 
tains an account of losses in many of the engagements. 
This book shows that the State furnished sixty-five regi¬ 
ments of infantry, thirteen regiments of cavalry, four bat- 
tallions of cavalry, twenty batteries of artillery and a 
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part of the troops in five confederate regiments, and 
companies from the State-were in several other com¬ 
mands. 

There are now in the Adjutant-General's office the 
muster rolls of but eighteen regiments of those above 
enumerated and these rolls have so far faded that they 
cannot be successfully read except with a magnifying 
glass. 

The day is coming and is not a generation distant 
when a keen pang of regret will be felt by every Ala¬ 
bamian who possesses any State pride, or pride of an¬ 
cestry, that there is no record, no history of what our 
grand old State did In the war of 1861-1865. With a 
population then of but little over 500,000 white people, 
over 100,000 Alabamians were equipped as soldiers and 
went to the front. They made a most honorable record 
and many of them performed deeds of valor which 
should be preserved at every hazard and at any cost. 

That will not be done except at the instance of the State. 
All of us feel a pride not only in the present greatness 
of Alabama, but in its future. Here are our homes and 
our loved ones. When all of the old soldiers pass away 
we should leave a true record of our grand and patriotic 
deeds for imitation by future generations should the ex¬ 
igency ever occur. It is apparent to me that the only 
practical way to gather up the old records and to prepare 
a somewhat elaborate history of the part our State took 
in the late war is to provide an annual salary of the 
small sum of $1200, which would not more than pay the 
expenses of some well-informed and patriotic gentleman 
who would be willing to undertake the work of getting 
up the record of every command which went to the front 
and writing a brief history of it and of notable individ¬ 
ual conduct of soldiers while in the service, and give as 
far as practicable an account of what became of them 
during and after the war. I suggest that such historian 
be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommenda¬ 
tion, of the Camps U. C. V., and other noted ex-Confed- 
erate soldiers of the State. 

THE CAPITOL. 

The last General Assembly, finding that the Capitol 
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building was sadly out of repair, obtained an estimate 
from architects as to how much money it would require 
to put it in good condition. They estimated $25,000 as 
necessary. Thereupon I informed the appropriations com¬ 
mittees that if they would authorize me to expend $10,- 
000 for that purpose I would personally superintend the 
repairs and make the building habitable with the ex¬ 
penditure of that sum, if practicable." 

The building has been renovated, repaired and painted 
from basement to flag-staff With the exception of about 
one-half the inside. 

Capacious boilers, guaranteed as first-class, have been 
placed under it, and the entire building heated by steam 
at an immense annual saving of coal and labor and is 
greatly conducive to health and cleanliness. After the 
appropriation was exhausted I had the desks and furni¬ 
ture of the Senate Chamber and Hall of the House of 
Representatives repaired ; the rotunda between the two 
halls and the galleries newly carpeted, and the carpets 
of the old halls well cleansed ; the old clumsy benches re¬ 
moved from the rotunda and gallery and replaced by com¬ 
fortable chairs, all of which I paid for out of the con¬ 
tingent fund. 

As directed by a joint resolution of the last session I 
have had swinging doors placed in the entrance to the 
rotunda on the second and third floors, so as to shut out 
the cold drafts of wind and make them comfortable. I 
had the old stoves removed from the halls of the two 
houses and eight radiators distributed around the walls, 
so as to give an even temperature, and have had proper 
closets constructed for the comfort of the members of the 
General Assembly, Supreme Court and other officers, 
who occupy the building. The total expenditures made 
upon repairs and improvements of the Capitol and ad¬ 
ditional furnishings during my administration amount 
in the aggregate to about $11,500. 

While other repairs and improvements are still neces¬ 
sary the building is now more comfortable and in better 
condition than it has ever been since its erection. 

GIVE IT PROPER PROTECTION. 

I recommend that the holding of political conventions 



in the Halls of the House and Senate be prohibited; and 
that the watchmen be invested with the 
power and designated as Capitol policemen, 
be required to wear a gray uniform and 
that it be made their duty to arrest any person who dep¬ 
redates upon the Capitol grounds, injures its flowers or 
shrubbery, or is guilty of indecent or boisterous conduct, 
or who throw stones, or other missiles at the building, or 
the windows thereof, or who defaces the walls, or floors, 
or who writes, prints, or makes any letters, pictures, or 
figures thereon, and the offender shall be guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor. Said policeman should arrest such persons 
and take them before the City Recorder, or any Justice 
of the Peace of the City of Montgomery, who should 
have the power to punish such offender. This would 
secure proper care and protection of the building and 
Capital grounds and every citizen of the State should 
feel a pride therein. 

A GUBERNATORIAL MANSION. 

The south end of the block on which the Capitol 
stands should be acquired by the State and thereon 
erected a suitable mansion for the official residence of 
the Governor. All of the square, not occupied by the 
Capitol and the Governor’s House, should be converted 
into a beautiful park. No doubt the City of Montgom¬ 
ery would, if appealed to, aid the State in this work. 

The Governor’s salary is so meager that he cannot 
supply a residence, support his family and live in such 
style as the Chief Executive of the great State of Ala¬ 
bama should, unless he has recourse to his own private 
means. Under these conditions a poor man cannot af¬ 
ford to be our Governor. 

Virginia, “the mother of States and statesmen,” with 
a population very little larger than that of Alabama 
and with less material wealth—a typical southern State, 
elects her Governor for four years, gives him a salary of 
$5,000 a year, and provides an elegant and well fur¬ 
nished mansion for his residence. 

Alabama elects her Governor for a two year term, 
gives him a salary of $3,000 a year, no perquisites, no 
4s 
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residence and lie is expected to contribute liberally to 
every charity. 

Gentlemen, set the example for the guidance of fu¬ 
ture Legislatures to do a little better by our Govern¬ 
ors. Common sense and State pride alike demand it, 

THE STATE LANDS, 

The last General Assembly parsed an act approved 
Feb. 18th, 1895, for the relief of persons who had pur¬ 
chased lands, which lands were bid off for the State tax 
sale and from any cause were not subject to sale by the 
State. Under this law the State is made an insurer of 
titles to lands purchased at tax sale. It reverses the 
maxim of caveat emtor—let the purchaser look out for 
his title—which from time immemorial has prevailed at 
all judicial sales. This has but opened the door to spec¬ 
ulation and agents in some localities are spending their 
whole time in getting up claims against the State for a 
refund of money paid at tax sales. The large majority 
of the purchasers at such sales do not pay the value of 
the lands, but purchase them as a matter of speculation. 

I recommend that said act be repealed. 

I also recommend that the act approved Feb. 9th, 1895, 
"to dispose of lands which have been or may hereafter 
be sold for taxes and bid in for the State, and which have 
not been redeemed or purchased from the State be so 
amended as to fix a minimum price at $ 1 per acre, and 
if that sum is not bid for them they should not be sold. 
Any land in this State should be worth that sum. I sug¬ 
gest that some officer of the State be designated as its 
land agent and that the overflowed and swamp lands be¬ 
longing to the State and not yet disposed of be held at 
$1, or $1.25 per acre and that no sixteenth sections, or 
other lands of the State, shall be sold for a less sum. A 
land agent, or commissioner could save to the State 
many thousands of dollars and be invaluable in guard¬ 
ing the interests of the school lands. 

SALT SPRINGS. 

By the second sub-division of section 6 of the act of 
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Congress approved March 2d, 1819, enabling Alabama 
to be admitted into the Union as a State, the following 
grant was made, to-wit: 

"That all salt springs within the said territory, and 
the lands reserved for the use of the same, together with 
such other lands as may, by the President of the United 
States, be deemed necessary and proper for working the 
said salt springs, not exceeding in the whole the quan¬ 
tity contained in the thirty-six entire sections, shall be 
granted to the said state, for the use of the people of the 
said state, the same to be used, under such terms, condi¬ 
tions and regulations, as the legislature of the said State 
shall direct; Provided, the said legislature shall never 
sell, nor lease the same for a longer tenn than ten years 
at anyone time." 

Although the legislature passed several acts concern¬ 
ing the said springs and authorizing the governor to lease 
out the same, and that they were extensively worked and 
salt made therefrom during the late war, no deed or cer¬ 
tification of any land from the U. S, Government was 
ever made to the State. In January, 1895, an applica¬ 
tion was made to me to lease one of the springs and land 
adjacent thereto, which caused me to investigate the mat¬ 
ter and have search made through every department of 
the State Capitol for the evidence of title and none other 
could be found than the aforesaid act. I then made ap¬ 
plication to the secretary of the interior for the certifica¬ 
tion to the State of the seven sections of land upon which 
said springs were located. Large parts of these sections 
and in those adjacent thereto the lands -had been taken 
up by cash entry or for homesteads. In the application 
in order not to disturb the purchasers and settlers I asked 
for the certification of other lands as nearly adjacent as 
practicable and which were still public to make up to 
the State the thirty-six sections named in the said act. 

But the secretary decided that he had no authority to 
grant lieu lands in this case and that the claim of the 
State had laid donnant for seventy-five years and that 
it was equitably barred as to the lands purchased and 
taken for homesteads prior to said application, but 
finally certified to the State which had been reserved and 
upon which there, were no adverse claims five sections in 
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St. Stephens Meridian, as follows, to-wit: Sections 21 
22, 27, township 7 N., range 1 E., sections 21 and 28, 
township 2 N., range 2 E., aggregating 3,176 60-100 acres. 
The certificate was issued from the General Land Office 
May 6th, 1896, and is now on record in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 

I have been reliably informed that there is a consider¬ 
able quantity of valuable timber upon said lands and 
that frequently depredations have been committed there¬ 
on. I recommend that the governor be authorized to 
have the said lands surveyed and permanently marked, 
and to appoint an agent to sell the timber which will 
square one foot, if deemed best, and to protect the said 
land from depredations. It is all situated in Clarke 
county. 


SCHOOL INDEMNITY LANDS. 

By a contract made by the Governor in pursuance to 
law John H. Caldwell, as the agent of the State, obtained 
from the United States Government thirty-eight thousand 
five hundred and sixty (38,560) acres of land as an in¬ 
demnity for the deficiencies in sixteenth sections granted 
to the State for the use of public schools by the act of 
Congress March 2d, 1819, for the admission of Alabama 
into the Union as a State. .All of this is mineral or coal 
lands and much of it very valuable. The sale or lease 
of these lands were provided for by act of the General 
Assembly, approved December 9th, 1890, and by said 
act the contract with said Caldwell was fully recognized 
and set forth and his compensation for services was also 
recognized by said act and stated as in the contract to 
be one-fourth of the lands recovered, or of land script, 
or money in lieu thereof. By act of the General Assem¬ 
bly, approved December 12th, 1892, a partition and di¬ 
vision of said lands between the State of Alabama and 
said John H. Caldwell was provided for whenever the 
said Caldwell applied to the governor for such division. 
He made his application and on the 10th day of Oct., 
1896, the governor, as directed by said act, appointed 
Eugene A. Smith, the State Geologist, to make such 
partition. He made the same and reported it to the gov- 
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ernor on Oct. 22d, which was approved by him. Said 
Smith found that there were obtained by said Caldwell 
964 forties of land and that three of these had since been 
sold and the proceeds divided according to contract, that 
two other forties are indivisible on equitable terms, and 
hence are omitted from this partition, leaving 959 forties 
to be divided. Of these, 240, or 9,600 acres, were given 
to said Caldwell as his one-fourth and 719 forties, or 
28,760 acres, were set apart as the State's share of 
said lands, which can be sold or disposed of under 
the act of December 9th, 1890, and the proceeds thereof 
be credited to the school fund of the townships to which 
the same belongs. 

All the proceedings of said petition will be by special 
message submitted. 

MOUNT VERNON RESERVATION. 

By act of Congress approved March 1st, 1895, a grant 
was , made to the State of Alabama in the following 
words, to-wit: "That there is hereby granted to the 
State of Alabama, for public uses, all the lands belong¬ 
ing to the Mount Vernon Barracks Military Reservation, 
and now the property of the United States, together 
with all the improvements thereon, and that the secre¬ 
tary of war be, and is hereby authorized and directed to 
convey to said State all right, title and interest of the 
United States in said lands and improvements, to be 
held and used by said State for public purposes." 

The said reservation is situated in Mobile county 
thirty miles northwest of the city near the Mobile and 
Birmingham Railroad and contains something over 1,900 
acres, which is mostly well timbered, but none of it has 
ever been cleared or cultivated. The barracks building 
is a large, well-built three-story structure with slate roof 
and modem conveniences and is in a good state of re¬ 
pair. There are thirty-two brick buildings, mostly 
dwelling houses, within the walls and several good 
wooden buildings outside including a nice two-story 
hospital. Some 300 yards distant is the Indian village 
where Geronimo and his tribe were confined, containing 
some seventy-odd two-room frame, houses with brick 
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stack chimneys. Near by is the Indian hospital, a large, 
well-built wooden building and about 100 yards from 
that is a very nice, commodious school building where 
the young Indians were taught. There is an engine, 
boiler and piping in position to drive the water from a 
large, bold spring, which breaks out under a steep hill, 
into a very substantial and well-elevated metallic water 
ta nk of large capacity, from which it is conveyed to the 
top of the tallest building and all over the grounds. The 
water is clear, pure and healthful. Outside of the wall 
just under the hill is a house for keeping large quantities 
of fresh meat, vegetables, etc. The situation of the 
barracks and building is beautiful—on a hill partially 
covered with oak growth and surrounded by pine woods. 

An old macadamized road, needing some repairs, leads 
from the walls to the railroad, about 500 yards distant. 

The land generally is poor, but a plateau of some 30 or 
40 acres where the Indian village stands is level and 
well adapted to market gardening. A creek with from 
seven to twelve feet water, which can be navigated to 
Mobile bay by small vessels flows through one edge of 
the land. On the hillside near it is a vast deposit of 
splendid clay well adapted to brick making. The old 
wall, two feet thick and twelve feet high, around the 

buildings enclosing 30 or 40 acres has stood for forty or fifty years and is still good and strong I was informed 

that 

it was constructed of brick made of the aforesaid clay. 

This property, in my opinion, is worth $200,000, and 
no doubt cost more than twice that sum. I appointed 
ex-Senator L. W. McRae to receive the property from 
the United States and to take care of it. He has done 
so at a very little expense. Some depredations have 
been committed on the pine timber of which there is a 
considerable quantity. 

I recommend that the Governor be authorized to put 
an agent in charge of the premises with full authority 
to represent the State and with the approval of the Gov¬ 
ernor to sell all of the pine timber, which will square 
one foot, or such part thereof as may not be needed for 
the use of the place. This will probably stop depreda¬ 
tions and will be a considerable source of revenue to the 
State. 
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I recommend that this splendid property be utilized 
by the State for some great public purpose. 

THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

This branch of the public service has been conducted 
with economy, great skill and ability by Dr. Eugene A. 
Smith, State Geologist, and corps of assistants. No 
money has been drawn from the State Treasury, as here¬ 
tofore, for the printing of the reports of the results of 
surveys, which amounts to a considerable sum annually. 
That has been paid out of the regular appropriation of 
$7,500 per annum. The last report of the General As¬ 
sembly was of the Coastal Plain, which includes all that 
part of the State not embraced in the Mineral Region. 

A geological map of the State and explanatory chart 
vere also presented. 

During the last two years the field work of the survey 
ias been directed to a more minute examination of the 
Mineral Region, which produces coal, iron, gold, baux¬ 
ite , limestone and clay of superior quality. Upon this 
subject there has been published a report upon the Coosa 
Coal Field by A. M. Gibson ; a report upon the Upper 
Gold Belt by W. M. Brewer, E. A. Smith and others; a 
report upon iron-making in Alabama by Wm. B, Phil¬ 
lips. There is also a report now being published upon 
the valley regions of the State, by Henry McCalley, 
which gives full details of the occurrence of iron ores, 
bauxites, limestones, marble, building stones, etc., which 
are found most largely in the valleys of the Tennessee 
and Coosa rivers, and Other outliers, to-wit: Roup's, 
Jones', Wills', Brown's, etc. The Geologist reports that 
maps will be completed within the next year by which 
it will be possible to ascertain in any portion of the 
Warrior and Coosa Coal Fields, what seams of coal un¬ 
derlie the surface, their depth below and thickness, 
which will make the maps very useful and valuable. 

There is also in course of preparation, which it will 
yet take considerable time to complete, accurate maps 
of Cleburne, Clay, Coosa, Chilton, Tallapoosa, Ran¬ 
dolph, Chambers and perhaps other counties, in which 
gold ore has been found and showing the probable extent 
and locality thereof. 
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Arrangements have been made in connection with U. 

S. Geological Survey, for the establishment in Alabama 
of anumber of gauge stations on our rivers, for the pur¬ 
pose of developing the water powers of the State. 

A catalogue of the plants growing without cultivation 
in the State has, after much labor, been completed by 
Dr. Chas. Mohr, of Mobile, which will be of great aid 
to the forthcoming of a report upon the useful plants of 
the State, timbers, foreste, etc. 

The work of the bureau is so essential to a full 
knowledge of the natural resources and wealth of the 
State, that its continuance under the present appropria¬ 
tion is recommended. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The Commissioners have been very attentive to their 
work and have performed their duties in a most satis¬ 
factory manner. They have been impartial in their rul¬ 
ings and so reasonable as to give general satisfaction to 
the people and the railroad companies. 

The progress in railroad building and equipment 
during the last twenty years has been most remarkable. 

It is a most tangible and conclusive evidence of the 
growth and development of the industries of the State 
and is certainly very gratifying. In 1875 there were 
but 1,820 miles of railroad appraised for taxation and 
worth but $7,738,680. 

In 1895 we had 4,072 miles or 452 miles more than 
double what we had twenty years before and the valua¬ 
tion for taxation, with their rolling stock is $45,496,603, 
exceeding in value what we had in 1875, $37,750,923. 

In 1894 there were 1,729 miles of the railroads of the 
State in the hands of receivers. Now—1896—there are 
but 157 miles in that condition. This shows in a marked 
decree the revival of business. 

The number of employees of railroads in the State 
at present is 12,686. The gross earnings of the various 
roads within the State for the past year is $13,119,350.68. 
The operating expenses less taxes and interest on bonds, 
$9,449,830.41, which is 72 per cent of the gross earnings 
and this with the taxes, except interest on their bonds, is 
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expended within the State from which the railroads de¬ 
rive their revenue. 

The assessed value of railroad property in the State is 
a fraction over one sixth of all property assessed for tax¬ 
ation therein. 

While the rights of the people should always be sedu¬ 
lously guarded againt usurpation, or trespass upon indi¬ 
vidual rights, by these great corporations, yet the latter 
should receive encouragement and praise from the people 
for the great good they are doing. 

THE EXAMINER OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

This officer has performed his duties faithfully and 
well. He has promptly obeyed all the orders of the Ex¬ 
ecutive and made faithful returns whose accuracy no one 
has questioned. His work has brought to the Treasury 
many dollars which otherwise might have been lost to 
the State. The demand for his services at times has been 
greater than he has been able to respond to. The work 
of such an officer is now necessary to a greater extent 
than is provided for by law. There is a demand for 
critical examination of the accounts of county officials, 
but the law does not authorize the Governor to order, nor 
the State Examiner to investigate the same. I therefore 
recommend that a law be passed that in addition to one 
State Examiner there be an Examiner of Public Ac¬ 
counts in each Congressional district; that such officers 
be appointed by the Governor and that they be subject 
to his orders and removable at his pleasure. They should 
have jurisdiction to examine into the accounts of all offi¬ 
cers of the State and county, and make reports of the 
latter to the Probate Judge, except when it pertains to 
his own office, and then the report should be made to the 
Solicitor and laid before the Grand Jury. The report of 
such District examiners touching State finances should 
be made to the State Examiner, who should have the 
right to revise the same and lay before the Governor, 
with whatever recommendations he thinks proper. That 
the State Examiner as now be subject to be ordered by 
the Governor anywhere within the State and receive for 
his services and expenses a salary of $1,500 per annum ; 
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and each of said district examiners be paid the sum of $6 
per day while actually engaged for services and expen¬ 
ses, and on accounts regularly rendered and verified; 
and wherever the service is rendered to the county the 
Examiner to be paid by the county. Such a system of 
examination will do more to prevent frauds, defaults 
and loss of revenue to the county and the State, which 
has been too common of late years, than any legislation, 
which you could possibly enact. 

THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 

This very faithful, capable and accurate officer sub¬ 
mits his bi-ennial report, which though brief is all the 
law requires. Early in 1895 I found the reports of the 
Supreme Court from volume 85 to 100 and Acts 1894-5 
had not been copyrighted and hence were subject to be 
printed and sold by any one, regardless of the supposed 
exclusive right of the State thereto. The Secretary, at 
my instance, sent two copies of each of said volumes to 
the Librarian of Congress and obtained copyrights for 
each and has since sent two copies of each Supreme 
Court Report up to and including Volume 106 and ob¬ 
tained copyrights therefor, aggregating 42 volumes of 
Reports and two volumes of Statutes. He also, by my 
direction, furnished four volumes of the Code of 1886 to 
the codifier of the laws, and for all of these books I ask 
that he be allowed credit in his account. 

There are many of the old Codes of 1867 and 1876 in 
the Capitol which are now useless. I recommend that 
the Secretary retain three copies of each and sell all the 
others for whatever he can realize therefor. They occu¬ 
py space in the Capitol without being of any service. 

THE GREAT SEAL. 

The law now requires the payment of one dollar for 
commissions and use of the State seal. I recommend 
that it be increased to two dollars. Every person who 
wants an office will be willing to pay that for his com¬ 
mission. All the adjacent States require the payment 
of two to four dollars for the use of their seals on each 



warrant granted on requisitions for escaped felons, while 
in this State there is no law authorizing any charge ; con¬ 
sequently hundreds of requisitions from Governors of 
other States are honored by your Governor with no 
charge for the Seal and a considerable amount of postage 
on the large packages of papers sent. I recommend that 
two dollars be charged for the use of the Seal on each 
warrant granted on requisitions for malefactors coming 
within the State from elsewhere. For the use of the 
Seal as herein recommended the State would derive sev¬ 
eral thousands of dollars, annually, which it needs, with¬ 
out being felt b any one. 

STAMPS, STATIONERY, ETC. 

The practice is for the General Assembly to appropri¬ 
ate a lump sum for stamps and stationery and no one is 
charged with the proper and equitable distribution there¬ 
of and every department helps itself and the appropria¬ 
tion for the year is usually exhausted in May, which 
leads to extravagance and repeated drafts on the contin¬ 
gent fund. I recommend that it be made the duty of 
the Secretary of State to purchase and properly distrib¬ 
ute from time to time from his office all postage stamps, 
etc., only to such persons as are entitled thereto, taking 
their receipts and fully accounting therefor and show in 
Ms annual reports the name of each person and the ad¬ 
vances made to him. 

THE AUDITOR’S REPORT. 

The Honorable John Purifoy has submitted his last 
report as his second term of service closes with the pres¬ 
ent month. The State has had in him a faithful servant 
in that very important office. His report contains much 
valuable statistical information and good suggestions of 
necessary legislation. I adopt his estimates of probable 
receipts and disbursements for this and the next fiscal 
year as approximately correct. 

THE STATE TREASURER. 

Hon. J. Craig Smith has discharged his duties with 
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ability and faithfulness. The office is one of great trust 
and responsibility and he has been a prompt and faith¬ 
ful official. His report is herewith submitted, 

Mr. Smith, having been elected a Representative in 
the General Assembly from his county, has resigned the 
office of treasurer to qualify as such representative, and 
I have appointed Hon. Geo. W. Ellis to fill the unex¬ 
pired term. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The duties of this officer are increasing annually, and 
are now so great as to tax to the utmost his time and at¬ 
tention. The amiable, faithful and untiring manner in 
which Mr. Fitts has attended to the business of the State, 
whether it came strictly within the duties of his depart¬ 
ment or not, has my commendation. His report is sub¬ 
mitted, to which I invite your attention. I concur in 
his suggestion for legislation as set forth in connection 
with the rulings of the Supreme Court in the impeach¬ 
ment case of Judge Robinson. I also concur in the cor¬ 
rectness of his statement as to the litigation in the Ran¬ 
dolph defalcation, the Memphis & Charleston Railroad 
case, the lowers white-capping case and the proceedings 
to forfeit the charter of the Selma & Gulf Railroad. I 
also approve the greater number of his other suggestions 
for legislation. 


THE SOLICITORS 

Are genrally able and active in the prosecution of crim¬ 
inals, and are entitled to be well compensated for their 
services, but the law touching the compensation of cir¬ 
cuit solicitors and the disposition of the fees earned by 
them should, as a matter of justice to the State, be 
amended. 

In the case of Purifoy, Auditor vs. Godfrey, 105 Ala. 

R., the Supreme Court, construing the act of Feb. 21st, 
1893, held that the solicitor was entitled to his statutory 
percentages when he prosecuted the fees to judgment 
and that the collection thereof was no part of his duty, 
but that he was then entitled to be paid his commissions, 
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out of the treasury, without awaiting the collection of 
the fees or their receipt into the treasury. The faithful 
solicitor should receive his commissions, but it should be 
made his duty to see to their collection before-hand. It 
would be no hardship upon him to require the complete 
perfonnance of the necessary work for their collection. 
When a paper is put in the hands of an attorney for col¬ 
lection he has no right to make his client pay his com¬ 
mission before he collects the money. The State should 
be treated with like consideration by its solictors. By 
the second proviso of § 22 of the last Appropriation Bill, 
Acts 1894-5, p. 352, it was enacted "that the percentage 
in fees shall be calculated on fees actually collected and 
paid into the State treasury," and was intended to rem¬ 
edy the defect developed by the Godfrey case, but it is 
my opinion that the provision is not pennanent, but is 
only valid so far as that appropriation went, and hence 
my recommendation for its re-enactment as a pennanent 
statute. 

The "act to provide more efficient means for the col¬ 
lection of solicitors' fees," approved February 18th, 

1895, should be amended so as to make it clearly the 
duty of the solicitors to see to the collection of all the 
fees, whether earned before their election to the office or 
not. 

The report of the auditor shows that several thousand 
dollars due the State are uncollected because the prop¬ 
erty on which the same is due is in the hands of re¬ 
ceivers or hung up in litigation. A statute should be 
enacted authorizing the collection of these taxes without 
awaiting the tennination of the legal proceedings. If 
the compensation of the solicitors be not sufficient to 
cover this additional work you can make suitable pro¬ 
vision therefor. 

In the case of Purifoy, Auditor vs. Andrews, 101 Ala. 
R., the Supreme Court held, in construing the statute 
providing salaries for solicitors, that whenever there is 
an excess in the aggregate amount of thes- fees in the 
treasury above the payment of the annual compensation 
of the circuit solicitors, that such excess shall be dis¬ 
tributed among the counties. In 1895, notwithstanding 
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the great deficiency in the treasury and the fact that the 
State was borrowing money and paying interest thereon, 
for half the year this law caused $36,000 to be taken out 
of the treasury and distributed to the counties. The 
same thing was done for the preceding four years, not¬ 
withstanding there was a deficiency in the State's rev¬ 
enues. There is no good reason why this should be 
done. The law should be so amended that the excess of 
fees should belong to the State and be used in aid of con¬ 
vict expenses. 

The old system of giving all the fees to the solicitors 
as a compensation for their services is preferable to the 
law as it now stands, for the State gains nothing by the 
change from fees to salaries and is made to pay the sala¬ 
ries without regard to the fees received at the treasury ; 
and if an excess comes in it must be distributed among 
the counties. The object of the act putting solicitors on 
salaries is completely defeated by the distribution of the 
excess of fees to the counties. 

THE AGRICULTURAL BUREAU. 

The term of Hon. H. D. Lane, as commissioner, ex¬ 
pired on the 1st day of September and Hon. Isaac L. 
Culver, who had been elected to succeed him, qualified, 
and has since been discharging the duties of the office. 

No report has been made to me by either the old, or 
the new commissioner, of the operations touching the 
business thereof. The incumbent, perhaps because he 
has as yet nothing to report, and his predecessor, be¬ 
cause he is out of office and while in, made reports to the 
auditor of the fiscal operations of the bureau. 

If the office be continued beyond the present term I 
recommend that you extend the term of the commis¬ 
sioner, so that it will expire and his successor will be 
installed at the same time of the other State officers; 
and also that the governor be given some supervision 
over the commissioner and the conduct of the bureau, as 
he now has over the auditor and State treasurer. 

THE EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT. 

The State superintendent, Hon. John O. Turner, sub- 
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mits ’’advanced sheets", of his report, to be hereafter, 
made in full, which he explains that he cannot now 
make, because the county superintendents and teachers 
have not yet received their pay for the last quarter of 
the" scholastic year ended April 30th, 1896. Until then, 
under the law, the reports cannot be made; His "ad¬ 
vanced sheets," of ninety-three printed pages, contain 
much valuable statistical information and suggestions of 
amendments to the school laws. They are laid before 
you and your, careful attention invited. The 
school claims for the last quarter have not been 
paid because of a deficiency in the treasury, and an 
advance of the money cannot be obtained on the school 
warrants because they are not transferable, under the 
law. As soon as a sufficiency of this year's taxes is 
received into the Treasury the school claims will be 
paid. 


SEGGREGATE THE SCHOOL FUND. 

I earnestly recommend that a law be enacted that a 
tax be laid exclusively for the maintenance of public 
schools and when collected and paid into the Treasury it 
be treated as a special fund seggregated from all other 
money and it to be used for no other purpose. The peo¬ 
ple can then see just how much they are taxing them¬ 
selves for educational purposes and know just how much 
money is raised therefor and when it is exhausted. It 
will be far more satisfactory than the present method. 

In making an appropriation for the schools for the next 
two fiscal years I suggest that you take into considera¬ 
tion payments which have of recent years been made to 
the State, on account of sixteenth section lands which 
will, on account of the interest the State owes thereon, 
increase the appropriation about $4,000 or $5,000, mak¬ 
ing to total about $150,000. It is a trust fund which 
the State has accepted and used for the ordinary pur¬ 
poses of administration, and good faith to the school 
children of the State requires payment of the interest. 

In the Superintendant's recommendation that County 
Superintendants be required to possess certain education¬ 
al qualifications hold the office I concur, but it seems 
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to me it would render necessary the appointment of such 
officers instead of their election by popular vote. 

He also recommends that women be made eligible to 
the offices of Superintendent, Trustee, etc. of the schools. 

I suggest, if this be done, that their appointment be 
provided for and not left to an election by popular vote. 

THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 

No report from this Institution has yet been received. 

I presume that it will hereafter be sent in. It should 
have a larger endowment, but to sell the mineral lands 
belonging to it at this time would be a great sacrifice. 

At some future time those lands will prove to be splen¬ 
did endowment. The University is most beautifully 
located near the classic old town of Tuskaloosa in one of 
the healthiest and best sections of the State. 

There has been a falling-off in the number of pupils 
within the last two years. I hope that you and the trus¬ 
tees will aid the University to rise still higher than it is 
in public estimation and soon to become one of the 
grandest educational institutions in the whole country. 

THE AGRICULTURAL & MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 

This College is in a most nourishing, prosperous and 
satisfactory condition. It began its present scholastic 
year with a greater number of matriculates than ever be¬ 
fore in its history. Eleven States are represented among 
its pupils. It improves every year and grows in popu¬ 
larity. 

The report of it will be laid before you. 

THE NORMAL COLLEGES. 

These important and popular schools for white pupils, 
located at Florence, Troy, Livingston and Jacksonville 
are in a flourishing condition except the latter at which 
the attendance the last scholastic year seems to have 
been rather small. These schools are well conducted and 
doing great good. 



Those located at Tuskeegee, Huntsville and Montgom¬ 
ery for colored pupils are in excellent condition and each 
has a large attendance. They are well conducted are 
doing almost incalculable good in. the elevation of the 
young men and women of that race. I regard them as 
equal or superior to the colored high schools of any 
State in the Union. 

THE INSTITUTE TOR THE DEAF. 

During the last two years there have been enrolled 152 
pupils ; 32 boys and 70 girls. Forty-one of the sixty- 
six counties are represented. There are other deaf chil¬ 
dren in the State who would like to attend this school, 
but there is no room for them. An additional appro¬ 
priation to build more dormitories and class rooms is 
necessary. The training of the children cannot be fully 
appreciated without being seen. I visited this and the 
other two schools of unfortunates located at Talladega, 
all under the very efficient management of Mr. J. H, 
Johnson, and never was more interested than by the 
successful teaching and training of those children. 

About sixty per cent, of the deaf mutes are taught lip- 
reading and to speak so that they can by observing you 
cicsely, know what you say and carry on conversation 
with you. They are given physical culture, and are learn¬ 
ed industrial arts so that they can go out into the world 
and sustain themselves by their own labor. By an ex¬ 
amination of the report of Mr. Johnson, which with that 
of the trustees is herewith submitted, and is well worthy 
of your careful persual, you will see a specimen of the 
printing done by these pupils, and an exhibit of the 
handiwork of the girls in this school and that for the 
blind. 


THE ACADEMY FOR THE BLIND. 

There were enrolled in this school 104 pupils ; fifty- 
five boys and forty-nine girls. These children, like the 
deaf, are well cared for, healthy and cleanly and are 
taught the various branches of a good english education, 
5s 
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and enjoy historical, scientific and general reading in 
their books of raised letters, and many of them learn to 
be good musicians and are thus compensated as far as 
practicable for their great affliction. The education and 
physical culture they receive make life tolerable and at 
times enjoyable although they never behold the beauties 
of nature nor the light of day. About seventy are all 
that the Academy can accommodate. Help the poor 
unfortunates, gentlemen, with an additional appropria¬ 
tion and if any of your constituents complain at being 
taxed therefor invite them to visit these schools and 
when they return home they will praise you for your 
vote. 

THE SCHOOL FOR THE NEGRO DEAFMUTES AND BLIND. 

This is beautifully located, very handsome brick 
building and the pupils are well fed, kindly treated and 
taught just as the white children are in their schools. 

There were enrolled during the last two years 72 pupils ; 

46 boys and 26 girls. There are other unfortunates of 
this race whose parents desire to place them at this 
school but they cannot be taken without over-crowding, 
which the law does not pennit. The number receivable 
should be raised and additional accommodations provided 
which cannot be done without an additional appropria¬ 
tion, which I recommend. 

Mr. J. H. Johnson, the principal of all these schools, 
is an excellent man and well equipped for the discharge 
of his varied and enormous duties. His corps of teach¬ 
ers are very intelligent and efficient and he with their 
aid is doing a Godly work and should be sustained and 
aided by you, gentlemen of the assembly and all the 
good people of the State 

I invite your earnest attention to his recommendation 
in regard to providing for feeble minded children. It is 
genuine charity to do all that we reasonably can for poor 
unfortunate and afflicted children, and nothing can add 
more to the good name of our State. 

AN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR WHITE GIRLS. 

The general assembly at the session of 1892-3 passed 
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an act to establish a school of the above title, but by its 
terms said act was not to be operative until January, 

1895. After that date I appointed a board of trustees 
as directed by said act. The only appropriations made 
by it were of $5,000 for that year and $10,000 for the 
succeeding year of 1896. 

The trustees encountered much rivalry and contention 
of different places in the State for the location of said 
school and were themselves much divided in opinion, 
but ah desired its location to the greatest advantage and 
with a view to supplement the small appropriation as 
far as practicable. At length a majority of the board of 
trustees voted to locate said school at Montevallo, a small 
but nice, healthful village in Shelby county and near the 
geographical center of the State. The citizens of that 
village and surrounding country donated to the State a 
beautiful building site with 25 acres of land and $9,000 
in cash. Upon this ground is a two story brick acade¬ 
my building, which has been repaired at a cost of 
$1,000, so that it will accommodate the 170 pupils with 
which the school opened on the 12th day of October, 
last. 

The executive committee of the board have entered in¬ 
to a contract for the erection of the west wing of a very 
commodious brick school building with donnitories, suf¬ 
ficient, when completed, to accommodate three or four 
hundred girls at a cost of about $13,000, one member of 
the committee dissenting, on account of the locality as I 
understand it. 

There has been expended of the appropriation for the 
year 1895 the sum of $271, and in 1896 the sum of 
$2,018, which includes the payment of teachers for one 
month an expenses of furnishing said school, leaving of 
the the aggregate appropriations for the two years the 
sum of $ 12,711 unexpended. 

By resolution of the board of trustees adopted at its 
last meeting $5,000 of this unexpended appropriation is 
Ao be applied to aid in the constuction of said building. 

An excellent faculty for said school has been selected 
with Capt. H. C. Reynolds, one of the best business men 
in the State, as the president. 

Believing as I did from the first that industrial schools 
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for our young people of both sexes were an absolute ne¬ 
cessity I felt the greatest, solicitude for this one, as a 
pioneer in that direction. With the very limited means 
at hand and the division of opinion as to where it should 
be located, I had almost despaired of success, until I 
saw this school open and make such an auspicious begin¬ 
ning. Such schools are very much needed and I assure 
you that the people generally feel a deep interest in and 
heartily approve of the same. It should receive at your 
hands the tenderest care, for it is a beginning in the 
right direction to contribute greatly in developing the 
best interests of our State. The training of our young 
girls, in useful industries, whose, parents are not well 
able to give them such an education is the best use to 
which you can put a reasonable amount of the public 
money. I thertfore recommend that you make such ad¬ 
ditional appropriations as you may find necessary to in¬ 
sure the success of the school. 

Section 11 of the aforesaid act should be amended so 
that no pupil will be entitled to have her board paid by 
the State. Such favoritism would not be right nor would 
it have a good effect upon the school. Free scholorships 
may well be given to encourage a generous rivalry among 
the students, but should not be otherwise extended, and 
at no school should the State ever pay the board of any 
pupil. 

The said act establishing such school should also be 
amended by leaving out the State auditor as ex-officio 
member of the board of trustees and by striking out the 
provision making the State treasurer ex-officio treasurer 
of said school. These officers are the representatives of 
the State and the school is maintained by appropriations 
from the State treasury, and hence they are placed in 
antagonistic positions which should not be. In lieu of 
these a treasurer, or fiscal representative of such school 
as a bonded officer should be provided for. 

There are seven other schools in the State—four white 
and three colored—known as Nonnal and Industrial 
schools to each of which there is appropriated out of the 
general school funds for each year sums ranging from 
$2500 to $7500. This is a normal as well as an indus¬ 
trial school for white girls and I can not see why there 



should not be a similar appropriation made for it, and if 
that policy is to continue I recommend it. 

THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Dr, Jerome Cochran, the health officer of the State, 
died on the 17th of August, 1896. By his death the 
State lost a very useful citizen and a most efficient and 
valuable officer. The medical profession lost, perhaps, 
its most learned and scientific member. He certainly 
was the best organizer, and did more for the elevation 
of his professional brethren than any man in the State. 
All who knew him felt a deep regret at his departure. 

The board of censors have chosen as his successor Dr. 
W. H. Sanders, of Mobile, who will doubtless fill the 
place of chief health officer as well as it could be filled 
by any of the survivors of the late incumbent. 

The report of that department has been printed and 
laid before you, to which your attention is invited. 

THE BRYCE INSANE HOSPITAL. 

This institution located at Tuscaloosa over forty years 
ago has grown to be next to the largest institution of 
the kind in all the southern states and ranks as high, if 
not higher, than any such institution in the United States. 
The buildings and improvements constituting the plant 
cost $600,000 and are worth much more. It contained 
on the 1st day of October 1177 patients. Under a very 
skillful management the institution is made nearer self- 
sustaining than any other of the kind extant. 

The amount paid by the State for the maintenance of 
the patients is but $2 per week, which is but two-thirds 
of what might be drawn under the statute. Yet the pa¬ 
tients are all properly cared for and this low expenditure 
shows a remarkable degree of economical management. 
Owing to the crowded condition of the patients and the 
growing demand for the admission of others still further 
enlargement and improvement are required which have 
been for many years made from the savings from expen¬ 
ditures allowed. Notwithstanding the deficiency, in the 
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State's revenues, which fortunately is growing less, this 
institution should be afforded an opportunity of making 
further expenditures in aid of this, the greatest of bene¬ 
factions to the unfortunates of the State. 

The very full and interesting report of the trustees 
and of the able and faithful superintendent of that insti¬ 
tution are herewith submitted. These reports should be 
carefully distributed among your constituents, as they 
contain exceedingly interesting information. 

OUR STATE CONSTITUTION. 

It was framed and adopted twenty-one years ago when 
the State had just emerged from reconstruction with its 
credit broken down and which, with the surrounding 
circumstances, influenced the convention to frame a con¬ 
stitution adapted, as they supposed, to the necessities 
which then existed. These conditions have undergone 
very material changes in several respects. We have 
twice the railroad facilities, the fanners cultivate one- 
third more acres of land, make one-third more cotton, 
grain and agricultural products, three times as many 
tons of coal are mined, three times as many cotton fac¬ 
tories are in operation, and the population of the State 
is more than one-third greater than at that time. These 
changes of condition render necessary several changes in 
the fundamental law. There are many provisions in the 
present constitution which are wise and answer good 
good purposes, but some changes seem to me absolutely 
essential to the future welfare and prosperity of the 
State. The limit of the right of taxation for State and 
county purposes is wise and should be retained. It is a 
protection to tax payers against burdensome taxation. 

But the restriction of the right of cities to tax themselves 
artards their growth and development. Every city with 
epopulation of 10,000 or upwards should have the right 
to levy as great a rate of tax for the use of such city as 
can be laid for State purposes. 

Our elections are too frequent. The governor and 
State officers just about become thoroughly familiar with 
their duties by the expiration of their two years tenn. 
They should be elected for four years and be made in-

eligible to succeed themselves. The appointing power 
of the governor should not extend to justices of the peace, 
notaries public with justice's powers, constables and per¬ 
haps to other county officers. Their appointment, in 
case of vacancy, should be vested in the higher county 
officials. 

The members of the General Assembly should be elect¬ 
ed for the term of four years and be required to serve in 
two legislative sessions, one every other year, which 
should be extended to at least sixty days at each session 
instead of fifty as at present, and no general law should 
be passed except on reconsideration during the last five 
days of the session. One of the necessities for the last 
constitutional convention was to prevent so much local 
legislation. The remedy provided by the constitution is 
publication in a newspaper of the intention to have a 
local measure passed. That has proved to be wholly in¬ 
effectual, and local legislation now claims the attention 
of legislators all through the session, and on the last day 
all the most important acts are presented to the gover¬ 
nor for his approval, when he has no time to duly con¬ 
sider them, and if found objectionable in, any particular 
there is no opportunity to Send them back to the General 
Assembly for amendment. 

There should be a clause in the constitution prohibit¬ 
ing the General Assembly from passing any local or spe¬ 
cial acts on at least twenty different subjects and requir¬ 
ing general provision to be made by statute for those 
things to be done by the courts. Some of the State con¬ 
stitutions adopted within the last ten or fifteen years 
have extended this prohibition to more than thirty sub¬ 
jects. 

Our judicial system could well be reformed. The jus¬ 
tices of the Supreme court should have a longer term, 
say nine or ten years, and it be so arranged that the 
term of one judge should expire every three years and 
thus a majority of experienced men would always be 
kept on the bench. 

That court is the expounder of the Constitution and 
the final arbiter of all legal controversies, and hence uni¬ 
formity is as important as correctness of principle in 
its rulings. Under the present six year term and elec- 
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tions by popular vote the office is made political and an 
entire bench of inexperienced men may be chosen from 
the same, or an opposing political party, which would 
beget conflict of decision, impair uniformity and the 
respect and confidence of the people which are so con¬ 
ducive to the best interests of the State. The justices 
of that court should be as far removed from all political 
influences as practicable. 

Our present judges and chancellors arc exceptionally 
good and competent men, but changes may be made in 
our methods which would be a vast improvement in the 
administration of justice, and we have no guarantee that 
our present judges and chancellors will succeed them¬ 
selves or be succeeded by equally as able and faithful 
expounders of the law. The system of electing by pop¬ 
ular vote was adopted on the supposition of being more 
conducive to the administration of justice to all litigants 
than any other mode of selection. I think this is a mis¬ 
take. A judge who is a candidate for re-election tries a 
case, one of the parties to which is supposed to be worth 
one hundred votes at an election while the other may be 
a man who can scarcely control his own vote. Might 
not that judge be tempted to lean, or incline, towards 
the strong man in his rulings? and yet the poor suitor 
is told that his vote will have such an influence upon 
the judge as to make him perfectly impartial. The 
judge may be an honest man, but human nature almost 
imperceptibly to him, may make him incline somewhat 
to the man who will be most useful to him in the im¬ 
pending struggle for re-election. The present system 
is therefore in direct violation of that part of the Lord's 
prayer which says "Lead us not into temptation." Fear¬ 
less impartiality and ability of the judges are essential to 
the public welfare. The judges, in my opinion, above 
those of probate should be appointed by the governor 
and confirmed or rejected by the senate. An intelligent, 
independent and efficient judiciary is the very life of the 
State. 

Our present-system was adopted in the State's infancy 
and has been retained ever since with but few changes. 
The true objects of jurisprudence are the speedy admin¬ 
istration of justice between man and man and the en- 
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forcement of peace and good order for the protection of 
society. Frequent and short tenns of the court will clear 
up the dockets empty the jails and save much cost to 
litigants and to the State. The law’s delay was men¬ 
tioned by Shakespeare as one of the annoyances which 
made Hamlet contemplate suicide; and its delay and 
heavy bills of cost as shown in the case of the chancery 
prisoner enabled Dickens to ridicule the separate chan¬ 
cery system out of existence, thirty years ago, in Great 
Britian, where it originated. 
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Other amendments might well be made, but those 
named above are the chief ones. There are but two 
modes of effecting these changes. One is by submitting 
the proposed amendments to a vote of the people at the 
next general election for representatives, and the other 
is by a Constitutional Convention called by a vote of the 
people. 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly, it is for you to 
say what shall be done if anything. If you be of opin¬ 
ion that the Constitution should be amended, it is with 
you to adopt that method which you think best and in 
accord with the wishes of the people. 

CONCLUSION. 

As my official connection with you will soon tennin- 
nate I trust that you will pardon a brief reference there¬ 
to. As an Alabamian I am proud to have enjoyed the 
honor of serving one tenn as her Governor. It is the 
highest office in the gift of the people and I am pro¬ 
foundly grateful for their generous confidence. I have 
made over two thousand appointments to office, great 
and small, and perhaps made some few mistakes in con¬ 
sequence of a lack of accurate infonnation. My admin¬ 
istration has been one of rigid economy to improve the 
the financial condition of the State. I have encountered 
adversities and have had many intricate problems to 
solve, but have in all things done my duty as I saw it. 

I am conscious of having labored to the best of my abil¬ 
ity for the interest of the people and to uphold the dig¬ 
nity and honor of our beloved State. I trust that no act 
of mine, as the Chief Executive, will ever tarnish her 
good name, and as time rolls on the future historian will 
record it as the judgment of the people that I am enti¬ 
tled to the credit of having been an industrious, atten¬ 
tive and faithful servant, and in this will I find 
my reward. 

May God endow you with wisdom in your delibera¬ 
tions and may the people be blessed with peace, happi¬ 
ness and prosperity. 

On motion of Mr. Hundley the message was consid¬ 
ered as read. 
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Mr. Walker moved that 250 copies of the message be 
printed for the use of the senate. 

Which, under the rule, goes over till to-morrow. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

On motion of Mr. Kilpatrick, the senate adjourned at 
11:56 o’clock a. m. till 10 :30 o'clock to-morrow morning.

The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RULES. 

Mr. Sayre, Mr. Brewer presiding, reported the follow¬ 
ing rules for the senate : 

RULES OF THE SENATE. 

RULE 1. The president having taken the Chair, and 
a quorum being present, the journal of the preceding 
day shall be read to the end, that any mistake may be 
corrected that snail be made in the entry. 
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2. Every Senator, when be speaks, shall address the 
Chair, standing in his place, and, when he has finished, 
shall sit down. 

3. No Senator shall speak more than twice on any 
question under debate, and shall not consume more than 
one hour at each time, without leave of the Senate; but 
the originator of the pending question, or chairman of 
the committee reporting the measure, shall have the right 
to conclude the debate, after all other senators, who de¬ 
sire to do so, have spoken. 

4. When two or more senators rise at the same time, 
the president shall name the senator who is to speak 
first. 

5. When a senator shall be called to order by the 
president, or a senator, he shall sit down; and every 
question of order shall be decided by the president, with¬ 
out debate, subject to an appeal to the senate, and the 
presi lent may call for the sense of the senate on any 
question of order. 

6. If a senator be called to order by a senator for 
words spoken, the exceptional words shall immediately 
be taken down in writing by the secretary, that the pres¬ 
ident may be better enabled to judge of the matter. 

7. No senator shall absent himself from the service 
of the senate, for as long as one day, without leave of 
the senate first obtained. In case a less number than a 
quorum of the senate shall convene, they are hereby au¬ 
thorized to send the sergeant-at-anns, or any other per¬ 
sons by them authorized, for any or all absent senators, 
as the majority of such senators present shall agree, at 
the expense of such absent senator, unless such excuse 
for non-attendance shall be made, as a quorum of the 
senate shall judge sufficient, in which event the expense 
of securing the attendance of such senator shall be paid 
out of the contingent fund. 

8. When a motion shall be made, it shall be reduced 
to writing, if desired by the president, or any senator, 
delivered at the table, and read, before the same shall 
be debated. 

9. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but— 
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To adjourn to a day certain, 

To lay on the table, 

To postpone indefinitely, 

To postpone to a certain day, 

To commit, or 

To amend ; 

which several motions shall have precedence, in the or¬ 
der they stand arranged, and the motion for adjournment 
shall always be in order, and be decided without debate. 

10. If the question in debate contains several points, 
any senator may have the same divided, but on a motion 
to strike out and insert, it shall not be in order to move 
for a division of the question ; but the rejection of a mo¬ 
tion to strike out and insert one proposition, shall not 
prevent a motion to strike out and insert a different prop¬ 
osition, nor prevent a subsequent motion, simply to strike 
out; nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to strike 
out, prevent a subsequent motion to strike out and insert. 

11. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest 
time shall be first put. 

12. When the reading of a paper is called for, and 

the same is objected to by any senator, it shall be deter¬ 
mined by a vote of the senate, and without debate. 

13. The unfinished business in which the senate was 
engaged at the last preceding adjournment, shall have 
the preference in the special orders of the day. 

14. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by one- 
tenth of the senators present, each senator called upon 
shall, unless for special reasons he be excused by the 
senate, declare openly, and without debate, his assent or 
dissent to the question. In taking the yeas and nays, 
and upon the call of the senate, the names of the sena¬ 
tors shall be called alphabetically, except that the name 
of the president shall be first called. 

15. When the yeas and nays shall be taken upon any 
question, in pursuance of the above rule, no senator shall 
be permitted, under any circumstances whatever, to vote 
after the-decision is announced from the chair. 

16. All motions to go into executive session shall be 
decided without debate. 

17. All joint resolutions, except those which require 
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immediate action, shall lie over one day, before they 
shall be considered by the senate. 

18. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any 
person whomsoever within the doors of the senate cham¬ 
ber, to present any petition, memorial or address or to 
hear any such read. 

19. When a question has- been made and carried in 
the affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any 
senator of the majority to move for the reconsideration 
thereof; but no motion for the reconsideration of any 
vote shall be in order after a bill, resolution, message, 
report, amendment or motion, upon which the vote was 
taken, shall have gone out of the possession of the senate, 
announcing their decision ; nor shall any motion for re¬ 
consideration be in order, unless made on the same day 
on which the vote was taken, or by 12 o'clock next day. 
Provided, that when a vote, by which a bill is passed, is 
reconsidered, it shall be in order to move for a reconsid¬ 
eration of the vote by which the bill was ordered to be 
engrossed and read a third time. 

"But when a bill, resolution, message, report, amend¬ 
ment or motion is not in the possession of the senate, a 
notice that a motion for reconsiderrtion will be made, 
may be entered before said 12 o'clock, and the motion 
to reconsider may then be made, when said measure is 
the possession of the senate." 

20. All questions shall be put by the president of the 
senate, and the senators shall signify their assent or dis¬ 
sent, by answering the aye or no. 

21. The president of the senate shall have the right 
to name a senator to perform the duties of the chair, 
but such substitution shall not exceed beyond adjourn¬ 
ment. 

22. After reading the journal, business shall be called 
in the following order : 

1st. Signing bills by president. 

2d. Call of districts. 

3d. House messages. 

4th. Reports from standing committees. 

5th. Reports from select committees. 

6th. Motions and resolutions. 
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7th. Bills on third reading. 

8th. Regular order of the day at 12 M. 

9th. Miscellaneous business. 

The committees on enrolled and engrossed bills, and 
on journal, may report at any time. 

This order of business cannot be set aside except by a 
vote of three-fourths of the senators voting. 

When reports of standing committees are in order, the 
committee shall be entitled to the floor, last occupying 
it when the reports were in order. 

These rules shall not interfere with special orders for 
particular days, or special orders for the senate. 

Special orders shall be called at the hour of 12 o'clock, 
unless specially set for some other hour ; and a motion 
for a special order, if objected to, shall first be referred 
to and reported from the committee on rules. 

Under call of the districts, only bills, petitions, memo¬ 
rials, or resolutions which are to be referred to a com¬ 
mittee, shall be introduced, and every bill, petition, 
memorial, or other paper shall, upon the first reading 
thereof, be referred by the president to the standing com¬ 
mittee having the subject matter thereof under consid¬ 
eration, unless the senate, by a two-thirds Vote, order 
otherwise. And before any petition or memorial ad¬ 
dressed to the senate shall be received and read at the 
table, whether the same shall be introduced by the pres¬ 
ident or a senator, a brief statement of the contents of 
the petition or the memorial shall verbally be made by 
the introduce. 

23. Every bill shall receive three readings previous 
to its being passed ; and the president shall give notice 
at each, whether it be first, second, or third ; which 
readings shall be on three different days. And no bill 
shall become a law until it shall have been referred to a 
committee and returned therefrom, and upon its final 
passage read at length, and the vote taken by yeas and 
nays, and the names of the senators voting for and 
against the same be entered on the journal. And the 
president shall, in the presence of the senate, sign all 
bills and joint resolutions passed by the general assem¬ 
bly, after the titles have been publicly read, immediately 
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before signing, and the fact of signing shall be entered 
on the journal. And all resolutions proposing amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution, or to which, the approbation 
or signature of the president may be requisite, or which 
may grant money out of the contingent fund, shall be 
treated, in all respects, in the introduction and form of 
proceedings thereon in the senate, in a similar manner 
with bills. 

24. Bills on first reading may be amended or com¬ 
mitted, and shall be read a second time when returned 
from the committee on any subsequent day. 

25. The final question, upon the second reading of 
every bill, resolution, constitutional amendment, or mo¬ 
tion originating in the senate, and requiring three read¬ 
ings previous to its being passed, shall be, "whether it 
shall be engrossed and read a third time?" and no 
amendment shall be received for discussion at the third 
reading of any bill, resolution, amendment or motion, 
unless by unanimous consent of the members present; 
but it shall at all times be in order, before the final 
passage of any such bill, resolution, constitutional 
amendment or motion, to move its commitment, and if 
such commitment take place, and any amendment be 
reported by the committee, the said bill, resolution, 
constitutional amendment or motion shall be again read 
a second time, and then the aforesaid question shall be- 
again put. 

26. The special orders of the day shall not be called, 
by the chair before 12 o'clock, unless otherwise directed 
by the senate. 

27. The titles of bills and-such parts thereof only as 
shall be effected by proposed amendments, shall be in¬ 
serted on the journals. 

28. The proceedings of the senate, when not in com¬ 
mittee of the whole, shall be entered on the journal as 
concisely as possible, care being taken to detail a true 
and accurate account of its proceedings ; but every vote 
of the senate shall be entered on the journal, and a brief 
statement of the contents of each petition, memorial or 
paper presented to the senate, shall also be inserted on 
the journal. 
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29. The president of the senate shall appoint the. 
chairman and members of the standing committees. 

30. When motions are made for reference of the same 
subject to a select committee, and to a standing com¬ 
mittee, the question on reference to the standing com¬ 
mittee shall be first put. 

31. When acting on confidential or executive business 
the senate shall be cleared of all persons except the secre¬ 
tary, the assistant secretary and door-keeper. The ex¬ 
ecutive and confidential legislative proceedings shall be ke 
kept in a separate boo - from the public legislative pro¬ 
ceedings of the senate. 

32. The committee on rules may at any time report 
a special rule that debate on a pending measure shall 
cease at a certain hour, and a vote be taken on the meas¬ 
ure. The consideration of such special rule shall not 
exceed thirty minutes, when a vote shall be taken, 
thereon. 

33. When any question may have been decided by 
the senate, in which two-thirds of the senators present 
are necessary to carry the affirmative, any senator who 
votes on that side which prevailed in the question, may¬ 
be at liberty to move for a reconsideration, and a motion 
for a reconsideration shall be decided by a majority of 
votes. And every bill, question or, measure may be re¬ 
considered at any time before 12 o'clock of the succeed¬ 
ing day, and no motion to table a motion to reconsider 
shall be in order, if made on the same day the proposi¬ 
tion proposed to be reconsidered, was carried. 

34. Messages shall be sent to the house of represent¬ 
atives by the secretary, who shall previously endorse the 
final detennination of the senate thereon. 


35. Messages may be introduced in any stage of busi¬ 
ness, except while a question is being put, while the 
yeas and nays are being called, or while the ballots are 
being counted. 

36. The reporters shall be placed oh the floor of the 
senate, by the secretary, or under his direction. 

37. The presiding officer of the senate shall have the 
regulation and control of such parts of the capitol, and 
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of its passages, as are or may be set apart for the use of 
the senate and its officers. 

38. Persons admitted on the floor of the senate cham¬ 
ber while the senate is in session : 

1. Executive officers of the State and of the United 
States. 

2. Judges and ex-judges of the State and of the 
United States Courts, members of congress and 
members of the General Assembly. 

3. Ex-members of Congress and ex-Senators of Ala¬ 
bama. 

4. Editors and reporters, at such tables as may be as¬ 
signed on the floor or in the bar. 

All other persons are excluded therefrom, and all per¬ 
sons are to be excluded from the bar, and the chairs and 
seats of the senators, and from the closets of the senate 
chamber, and from being near the fireplaces, except 
such as are invited by members of the senate by card, 
which the secretary shall have printed and furnished to 
the members. 

No smoking shall be allowed in the senate chamber. 

39. The time of the meeting of the senate each day 
shall be 10 :30 o’clock a. m. ; and in all cases, upon the 
adjournment of the senate, the secretary shall enter 

on the journal the hour of adjournment, and the name of 
the member on whose motion the adjournment was had. 

40. To aid in the dispatch of business there shall be 
nineteen standing committees, upon the following sub¬ 
jects, and to consist of the number hereinafter named : 

1. On judiciary, including rules and regulations ; to 
consist of eleven members. 

2. On finance and taxation, including accounts and 
claims, fees and salaries, and contingent fund ; to consist 
of nine members. 

3. On penitentiary, prisons and punishment; to con¬ 
sist of seven members. 

4. On corporations ; to consist of seven members. 

5. On local legislation ; to consist of five members. 

6. On education ; to consist of seven members. 

7. On commerce and common carriers, including 
highways and manufactures ; to consist of seven mem¬ 
bers. 
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8. On agriculture ; to: consist of seven members. 

9. On municipal and county organization, and to in¬ 
clude poor laws and charitable institutions : to consist of 
five members. 

10. On immigration, industrial resources and public 
buildings ; to consist of seven members. 

11. On privileges and elections, including grievances, 
disabilities and registration ; to consist of seven members. 

12. On printing ; to consist of three members. 

13. On public health ; to consist of seven members. 

14. On military ; to consist of three members. 

15. On temperance ; to consist of seven members. 

16. On engrossed bills; to consist of three members. 

17. On enrolled bills; to consist of three members. 

18. On revision of the journal; to consist of five mem¬ 
bers, whose duty it shall be to examine in reference to 
each bill or resolution finally passed by the general as¬ 
sembly, and report whether the journal contains the en¬ 
tries in reference thereto required by the constitution. 

19. On rules; consists of five members, with the 
right to report at any time. 

41. Bills on third reading, postponed to day certain, 
shall take precedence on such days, and from day to day 
thereafter until disposed of, of bills on third reading, 
and the precedence of such postponed bills shall be in 
the order of their postponement respectively. 

42. No discussion or debate shall be allowed while a 
vote is being taken, except by unanimous consent of the 
senate. 

43. A motion to lay on the table any amendment or 
substitute shall not carry with it the original bill, reso¬ 
lution or proposition. 

44. The secretary of the senate is required to furnish 
daily to the members of the senate a printed cal¬ 
endar of all the bills and resolutions intended to have the 
force of laws on third reading, in the order in which they 
are entitled to consideration. 

45. All the bills reported adversely by any committee 
shall be retained by chainnan until called for by senator, 
The chairman will then report the bill, which will be 
read for a second time, and the adverse report will come 
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up for consideration, when regularly reached on the cal¬ 
endar. 

46. No motion to suspend, modify or amend any rule 
or any part thereof, shall be in order except on one day's 
notice in writing, specifying precisely the rule, or part 
thereof, proposed to be suspended, modified or amended 
and the purpose thereof;, and before any vote shall be 
taken on such motion, it shall be first referred to the 
committee on rules, and the said committee must report 
thereon ; but any rule may be suspended by unanimous 
consent of the senate, and alterations of the rules shall be 
decided by a majority vote. 

47. All resolutions shall be referred to and reported 
from the committee on rules before consideration by the 
senate. 

Mr. Hundley moved to amend rule 47 as reported by 
adding thereto : 

"Provided, that this shall not apply to resolutions re¬ 
quiring immediate consideration." 

Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Sayre the report, as amended, was 
adopted and 100 copies of the rules ordered printed for 
the use of the senate.

1. The amount of money borrowed by the State dur¬ 
ing the year 1896, from whom obtained, date of obliga¬ 
tion, when carried into the treasury, when due, and rate 
of interest to be paid. 

2. The amount of auditor's warrants now outstand¬ 
ing, when they were issued, and to what persons,—stat¬ 
ing them by classes. 

3. The amount now due or to become due on appro¬ 
priations already made, to teachers, to all legislative, 
executive and judicial officers, and to all State institu¬ 
tions up to January 1,1897. 

4. The amount necessary to cover all existing and 
lawful claims against the treasury not heretofore men¬ 
tioned, and not including the bonded indebtedness of the 
State. 

5. The amount of money now in the treasury. 

6. All other facts that may be necessary or proper to 
show the exact condition of the treasury at the present 
time.

Mr. Case offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That we shall never quit lighting for the 
restoration of silver to its proper place, as it was prior 
to 1873 until reinstated. 

Which was referred to the committee on rules. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

Mr. Hundley's joint resolution offered on yesterday 
was taken up and read. 

On motion of Mr. Hogue the resolution was laid on 
the table. 

Mr. Brown's joint resolution offered on yesterday, 

Providing for the appointment of a joint committee to 
consider the necessity, advisability and practicability of 
increasing the common school fund by taxation or oth¬ 
erwise, so as to extend the minimum length of the pub¬ 
lic schools to one hundred and twenty days. 

Was taken up, read and adopted.

2. That no local or special bill shall be introduced 
into either house unless the member who introduces it 
discloses at the time the fact that the notice required by 
the constitution and laws has been given, and submits 
the proof thereof with the bill. 

4. No bill shall be introduced into either house for 
the creation of any corporation, not educational, elee- 
moosenary or religious in its purposes, by any special act 
of the general assembly of Alabama unless a receipt 
from the treasurer of the State, evidencing the payment - 
of the fee or license, required by law, accompanies such 
bill. 

6. Bills affecting individuals or private corporations 
are local or special bills within the meaning of the pre¬ 
ceding rule 3, but said rule does not apply to bills re¬ 
lating to public or educational institutions of, or in this 
State, or to industrial, mining, immigration or manu¬ 
facturing corporations, or interests, or to corporations 
for constructing canals, or improving navigable rivers 
and harbors of this State ; nor to bills which apply to all 
persons within the territorial limits to be affected there¬ 
by, and general in their application to the class or local¬ 
ity. 

6. All bills for amendment to any section or part of 
the code, in which the subject matter is stated in the 
title by reference to the section or other sub-division of 
the code, must contain on the back of the bill, immedi¬ 
ately below the title, a brief statement of the general 
subject to which such section or sub-division relates.

Gentlemen of the general assembly: 

In my bi-ennial message to you at your organization I 
endeavored to show that the present deficiency in the 
revenue was $225,177.54 and after quoting from the aud¬ 
itor his estimate of the deficiency for the present fiscal 
year as $146,100.1 stated that it would not exceed $ 150,- 
000 . 

In the State Herald yesterday the following language 
was used editorially, to-wit: 

"The fact is that on the first of January, 1897, there 
will be a deficiency of something like six hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars to deal with. Confronted, therefore, as we 
are with such a large deficit and with the further fact 
that there must be a very heavy increase in taxable val¬ 
uations, of the tax rate, or a moderate increase in both 
to enable the State to meet its current expenses and ex¬ 
tinguish the deficit, we cannot agree that it would be 
wise at this time to incur any additional liabilities not 
absolutely necessary for the proper administration of 
tho government.” 

If this editorial be true it proves that I uttered a false¬ 
hood in my message. If I told the truth then the edito¬ 
rial statement is false. I am also informed that the hon¬ 
orable gentleman, who will succeed me in the chief ex¬ 
ecutive office on the 1st prox., some days ago requested 
that a committee be raised to investigate the state of the 
treasury and ascertain the amount of the deficiency, 
which committee I am informed has not been raised. 

It is right for him to have the infonnation authoritative¬ 
ly. I ask nothing except what is my due and desire the 
investigation to be a most thorough and searching one 
and will order the State examiner to aid any committee 
which may be raised; I hope it will be a joint commit¬ 
tee from the two houses. The people of the State should 
know the facts. It is but just to me and my adminis- 



tration and I most respectfully demand that immediate 
action be taken.

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REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Moody, from the select committee to examine 
into and report the financial condition of the State, sub¬ 
mitted the following report, which was referred to the 
committee on finance and taxation ; 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

The committee upon the financial condition of the State, 
appointed under a joint resolution which was introduced 
in the senate on 12th day of November, 1896, report that 
they have interviewed the governor, the auditor and the 
treasurer. Upon infonnation obtained from these offi¬ 
cials your committee makes the following statements, 
to-wit: 

1. The total amount borrowed from July 30, 1896, to 
May 8, 1896, both inclusive, was $510,000.00. The in¬ 
terest and expenses on said money was $7,850.73. The 
foregoing sums, both principal and interest, have been 
paid in full. 

On October 14, 1896, the State made an arrangement 
with the First National Bank of Mobile by which said 
bank agreed to cash the State's warrants to the extent 
of $50,000, less discount on the same, at the rate of 6 
per cent per annum. About August 1, 1896, the State 
borrowed from Commercial Bank of Selma, Alabama, 
$100,000.00. This sum it appears though paid to the 
State in installments, at various times beginning Sep¬ 
tember 28, and ending November 7, 1896, was not tech¬ 
nically covered into the treasury until November 14, 

1896. The note executed by the State for said loan was 
dated August 1, 1896. But the governor says that he 
had an understanding with the bank that the interest 
should not begin to run until the money was actually 
paid into the treasury. Said note bears interest at the 
rate of 6 cent per annum, and matures on the 16th of 
January 1897. 

2. The total amount of warrants outstanding, not in¬ 
cluding those held by the First National Bank of Mobile 
as aforesaid, is $31,155.84. A statement of said out¬ 
standing warrants, by classes, is found in exhibit "A" 
hereto attached. 
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3. The amount due, or to become due, on or before 
December 31, 1896, on appropriations already made, 
and not including any of the warrants previously men¬ 
tioned in this report, is $377,059.33. 

4. There are no existing and lawful claims against 

the treasury, maturing before January 1, 1897, not men¬ 
tioned above. But the interest on the bonded indebted¬ 
ness of the State, though not due until January 1, 1897, 
is required by law to be deposited in New York city 
within ten days prior to said date, and amounts to $224,- 
640. It is estimated that there will also be due on Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1897, or soon thereafter, to public schools for 
quarter ending December 31, 1896, to Bryce Insane Hos¬ 
pital, to institutes for Deaf and Blind, to interest on uni¬ 
versity fund, to A. & M. College, and to Agricultural 
schools $244,000.00. 

5. The amount of cash in the treasury on November 

17, 1896, the day as on which these estimates were made, 
was $178,488.00. The estimated receipts from Novem¬ 
ber 18, to December 31, 1896, both-inclusive, is 
$280,000, 

6. Recapitulating, your committee estimates, on fig¬ 
ures and estimates furnished by the officials previously 
mentioned, that on January 1, 1897, the assets and lia¬ 
bilities of the State will be as follows :

3d. The pupils, almost without exception, seem to 
appreciate the opportunities afforded them by the bene¬ 
ficence of the State, and to be using the same to their 
utmost capacity. 

4th. The present buildings are insufficient to suita¬ 
bly accomodate the pupils now in attendance, the 
dormitories being greatly overcrowded, and in some 
cases, as the committee believes, to such an extent as to 
violate the laws of health. The erection of additional 
buildings would greatly, increase the usefulness of the 
institution, and make room for the increasing number 
of the classes cared for in these institutions. 

5th. The sanitary conditions at the institute for the 
blind are at present a menace to the health of the pupils 
of that institution, by reason of insufficient sewerage. 

6th. The superintendent, Mr. J. H. Johnson, is en¬ 
titled to commendation for the skill and tact with which 
he has selected his efficient corps of assistants and his 
able faculty, and for the high order of executive ability 
displayed in the control and management of the affairs 
these several institutions.. 

7th. In the opinion of your committee these institu¬ 
tions are being economically conducted and on the 
most elevated plans and are entitled to the highest con¬ 
sideration at the hands of the State.

To the General Assembly of Alabama: 

The joint committee of the two houses which recently 
submitted a report upon the condition of the treasury 
and the finances of the State seems to have confounded 
the fiscal year with the calendar year and treated them 
as one and the same. I do not question the integrity of 
the members of said committee, but I am of opinion 
that their report is misleading, well calculated to injure 
the credit of the State and unjust to my administration, 
and therefore I deem it my duty to call your attention to 
it and to state the true condition of the finances of the 
State. 

The report of said committee in respect to the cash 
assets available December 31st, is substantially correct. 

The report of the liabilities maturing at the same 
time, or the day thereafter, January 1st, is substantially 
correct with two exceptions. 

Said report sets forth the $50,000, to the First Nation¬ 
al Bank of Mobile, on account of warrents it has taken 
up, as payable January 1st, 1897, when in fact said 
sum is not payable until the 10th day of February next. 

Said report also sets forth the $100,000 to the Selma 
Bank as payable January 1st, when it is not due until 
the 18th day of that month. 

These differences in dates are important because within 
a half month and one and a third months from January 
1st, it is certain that the treasury will be in a very dif¬ 
ferent condition, (with the receipts pouring in at the 
rate of $25,408 per day) from what it is on said 1st day 
of January. 

Deduct $150,000 erroneously reported as payable Jan¬ 
uary 1st., from the $568,000 deficiency found by said 
committee and it leaves an aggregate sum due and pay- 
aple on the 1st day of January of $418,000. 

For the payment of this sum it is fair to presume that 
the State will have as large an income in January next 
as was received in January last; most likely it will be 

16s 
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larger, because the receipts during the present month 
are smaller than they were one year ago, while the as¬ 
sessments are substantially the same, and if the same be 
true of the receipts in December, the probability is that 
they will be correspondingly larger in the early days of 
January. 

Last January the report of the treasurer shows that 
within the first nine days of that month there were re¬ 
ceived $478,150, which would pay the alleged deficiency, 
corrected as above stated, and $60,000 over. 

Continuing the comparison of receipts which may be 
reasonably expected up to January 15th, the day when 
the $100,000 note will be due, and there will be on that 
date in the treasury $138,351, which will pay said note, 
the interest thereon, and leave over $35,000 in the 
treasury. 

Then should the receipts continue day by day equal 
to those of last January, there will be on the last day of 
the month in the treasury, after making the aforesaid 
payments, $140,000. 

The following is a table taken from the report of the 
treasurer showing that last January the treasury re¬ 
ceived $660,625.79, a daily average of over $25,400.

The receipts last February aggregated $269,070. 
Last year the claims maturing January 1st were as 
great as they will be next January with the ex¬ 
ception of about $34,000. Increase in the amount of 































the semi-annual, payment of the interest on the bonded 
debt and about $10,000 to the industrial school for white 
girls. But last year the temporary loan as shown by 
the report of said joint committee aggregated $510,000 
and $7,850.75 interest and expenses thereon, all of 
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which were paid by the 1st day of February, and the 
other liabilities to the full satisfaction of the holders 
thereof. 

In 1895, January 1st, the liabilities were larger than 
they were last, or will be this January, and yet they 
were paid with such slight delay that but little complaint 
was heard. 

I know from two years actual experience and obser¬ 
vation that the university, the A. & M. College, the- 
Bryce Insane Hospital, the institute for the deaf and 
blind and the agricultural schools whenever informed- 
thafc the money in the treasury is running low, very 
readily accept one-half the amount of the warrants due 
them respectively and wait a month, or six weeks for 
the remainder. 

I am clearly of opinion that no difficulty will be expe¬ 
rienced in the payment of the claims against the State 
during the months of January and February, and that 
there is no necessity for effecting any other temporary 
loan except for a few weeks in the hands of the fiscal 
agents of the State in New York to pay the interest upon 
the coupon bonds, which I take pleasure in assuring 
you has been arranged. 

The fiscal year tenninates with the month of Septem¬ 
ber, 1897, having begun the 1st of October. I have not 
found any reason for changing the opinion expressed in 
my biennial message that the deficiency in the State's 
revenues at that date will not not exceed $150,000 un¬ 
less the expenditures be increased by the present gene¬ 
ral assembly. Of course this is but an estimate found¬ 
ed upon my own calculations and those of the auditor in 
whose report to me the estimated deficiency is $146,100. 
The amount may vary from this a few thousand dollars, 
but I think it will prove to be approximately correct.

RECESS. 

At 12 :50 p. m. the senate took an infonnal recess, and 
at 2 o'clock was called to order again by the president 
and proceeded to the front steps of the capitol, with the 
house of representatives, to witness the inauguration of 
Joseph F. Johnston, as Governor of Alabama. Pursuant 
to the program heretofore arranged the two houses of 
the general assembly convened on the steps fronting the 
capitol and was called to order by Governor Wm. C. 
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Oates. 

Prayer by Bishop Jackson of the city. 

Governor Oates introduced the Governor-elect in dig¬ 
nified and appropriate words : 

The Governor-elect Joseph F. Johnson then delivered, 
the following inaugaural address. 

Fellow Citizens: 

To be chosen to the highest office within the gift of 
the people of the State should gratify the ambition and 
inspire the patriotism of any citizen. In entering upon 
the duties of the office I am about to assume, I do so 
with profound gratitude to the people, and with a just 
comprehension of the difficulties that beset the path be¬ 
fore me, difficulties that can only be overcome by help 
from Him who holds us all in the hollow of His hand. 

I shall undertake this work with the single purpose 
to do what I can to bring to our people the blessings of 
peace and prosperity, and with the conviction in my 
heart that I can best serve my party by best serving the 
people. 

The hot political contests of this eventful year, that 
aroused so much passion, are now behind us ; the people 
have registered their will, and all good citizens should 
yield cheerful obedience to their mandate ; if they have 
not erred in their verdict on the great question that 
broke party lines, returning prosperity will soon con¬ 
firm their judgment; if they have erred no misrepresen¬ 
tation or coercion can deter them from setting aside the 
verdict and driving from place and power those who 
have misled or deceived them. 

The past is beyond recall, but the future stands a will¬ 
ing handmaid to reward patriotic endeavor. 

I shall not now discuss the cause of education that 
pleads to us with infant lips for opportunity to elevate 
and bless our children and our commonwealth, nor of 
other matters of grave importance to the people of the 
State. These I shall presently consider in a message to 
your general assembly ; I prefer now, for the brief time 
I shall ask your attention, to speak somewhat of the re¬ 
sources and capabilities of the State we all love. 

With an area of but little more than fifty thousand 
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square miles, there is no territory of like size in the 
known world so prolific in the variety of its resources; 
were a wall erected around our State, cutting off all ac¬ 
cess, we could produce within our borders everything 
necessary for the comfort and convenience of man. 

Great veins of iron ore and seams of coal put at our 
command almost boundless resources in fuel, iron and 
steel. Splendid forests of yellow pine here stand ready 
to build homes for milllions of people. Building stone 
and marble, fire clay, kaolin and lime exist in great 
abundance; walnut, maple, oak, cherry, ash and other 
hard woods, await the hand of man for manufacture or 
the adornment of our homes. 

In the production of pig iron we take rank as the 
fourth State in the Union ; in iron ore, third ; in coal 
we stand fifth ; in the production of cotton fourth, and 
in its manufacture, fourth. 

In lumber we are near the head of the list. 

It would be unjust should I fail to include in our min¬ 
erals copper, lead, graphite, marl and gold, indeed, the 
only mineral that we seem to be without and to want 
most in silver. 

Leaving forest and mine and coming to our fields we 
find that they produce generously cotton, corn, wheat, 
rye, oats, tobacco, rice and the grasses and here is the 
home of the grape and all small fruits. Vegetables are 
grown with great success, ann this industry is steadily 
developing. Our splendid rivers, the Alabama, Coosa, 
Tallapoosa, Warrior, Cahaba, Bigbee and the Tennessee, 
are the liquid arteries of the commonwealth, fed by in¬ 
numerable creeks, all fruitful in power to convert our 
raw products into articles of merchandise. 

Over 3,400 miles or railroads traverse our State from 
north to south, and east to west, furnishing quick trans¬ 
portation to market for our products. 

When we come to our climate we find that the Giver 
of all good things has not stayed His hand, and that He 
has blessed us with opportunity to labor twelve months 
in the year without detriment to health or comfort. In¬ 
deed, we can scarcely appreciate the blessings we enjoy 
in this respect when compared with less favored regions 
for even now we are seemingly unconscious that roses 
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are blooming in our gardens and the fragrant air is 
sweet with their perfume. 

The Piedmont region of our State shows that its aver¬ 
age thermometer in the summer and winter corresponds 
almost exactly with that of Berlin and Hamburg, whilst 
Mobile and the lower part of the State correspond large¬ 
ly with the climate of Frankfort-on-the-Main and Carls- 
ruhe. The average temperature for the whole State 
shows about 40 degrees Fahreheit for January, 75 for 
July, and 60 degrees for April and October. 

Our streams abound in fish, our woods are fragrant 
with flowers, and our beautiful seaport supplies an abun¬ 
dance of fish and oysters for all our people. Nowhere 
in all the republic can more prolific response be had 
from the soil to the intelligent cultivation of man. No¬ 
where can purer water or more genial climate, or sun¬ 
nier sides be found to bless contented homes. 

These are our opportunities these the substantial 
ground, work upon which a great commonwealth can be 
erected. 

It is our duty and our privilege to utilize these bless¬ 
ings. 

This is the age of industrial development, and to that 
task the legislator and citizen should bend their energies 
and weary not in well doing. When we consider that 
we are now cultivating and utilizing less than one-third 
of these resources, and that the other two-thirds produce 
taxes only, it behooves us to invite to our borders and 
give generous welcome to men and money to aid in awak¬ 
ening these donnant resources. 

Our pig iron should be melted and our cotton spun 
and woven at home, thus giving greater employment to 
labor and establishing home markets for our agricul¬ 
tural products. 

The smoke of our factories should be found rising in 
every county, and our furnaces, like pillars of fire, should 
light the night. 

The production of grasses and the raising of cattle 
should be stimulated until we become one of the great 
beef raising states of the union. 

There seems to be no good reason why our productive 
lands should not become a great center for the manufac- 
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ture of beet sugar and by its exportation to sister state 
and further store to our increasing income ; canning es¬ 
tablishments should utilize fruits and vegetables that 
now too often rot on our farms. 

Behind these splendid resources we have a patriotic 
hospitable people, equal laws and an incorruptable judi¬ 
ciary securing to those who may come amongst us gen¬ 
erous welcome and ample protection to life, liberty and 
property. Were these facts made known to the people 
of the north and west, where a trying climate and a 
dense population are constantly multiplying the difficul¬ 
ties in the struggle for existence, I am persuaded that 
the course of empire would be divested to the south and 
that many of us here present would live to see our State 
as great in population, enterprise and wealth as she is 
now In resources. 

We have nothing to ask of the federal government ex¬ 
cept equal laws, and perhaps the perfection of a system 
of coast defenses that in case of sudden war would ena¬ 
ble our citizen soldiers to defend this fair land from in¬ 
vasion and, maintain the national honor. Considering 
the galantry of our brethren, who in obedience to the 
call of duty, were prodigal in deeds of valor in the war 
between the states, no one could doubt that should occa¬ 
sion arise, even more splendid achievements would adorn 
the defense of home and natural integrity by the men of 
this generation. 

We must also bear in mind that as our State progresses 
in population, wealth and development, we can devote 
larger and larger sums to the education of our children, 
the refonnation of our criminal classes, and the enlight¬ 
ened progress of our people, until our common wealth 
shall stand at the very head of the list of states, not only 
on the roll call, but in all that commands the admira¬ 
tion and affection of the good and the wise. 

In order to accomplish this great destiny no sump¬ 
tuary laws, no restraint upon personal liberty, except for 
the common good, should ever mar our statute books, 
and all the people should be pennitted to work out their 
own destiny and worship God according to the dictates 
of their own consciences, free from any legislation that 
will hamper them in the enjoyment of their rights. We 
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have the right to congratulate ourselves on the progress 
we have made. At the close of the war, after our ranks 
had been thinned by that bloody struggle, we returned 
to homes upon which the hand of disaster had fallen, 
without money or credit, more than half of bur property 
destroyed, and with an alien government imposed upon 
us intent chiefly upon pillage. We undertook the task 
of reconstructing our fortunes, a task almost as great as 
that of conquering success on fiery fields against gallant 
soldiers thrice our superiors in numbers and equipment. 

Within a generation we have restored the waste places 
more than doubled our productions, built cities, opened 
mines, erected furnaces and factories, established our 
credit, and largely increased our appropriations for free 
schools. This great work has been accomplished almost 
wholly by southern men and southern women. We have 
been the pioneers of our own development: on the great 
industrial fields we have met our brethren of the north 
and compelled recognition as competitors worthy of their 
steel. 

The manufacture of cotton is steadily drawing around 
the fields where it is grown. In iron we have not only 
invaded territory heretofore possessed by our friends in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio and entrenched ourselves there 
for permanent occupation, but are now shipping our 
product to Great Britian and Italy, Gennany and Spain, 
and under selling in their home markets those who have 
had the trade of. the world for generations at their com¬ 
mand. 

Having accomplished such results as this ourselves, 
we have the right to expect that as sectional pre¬ 
judice disappears before the rising light of a broader pa¬ 
triotism our progress shall be still greater in the future. 

Here on this spot, hallowed to us by so many sacred 
memories ; here where a young nation was born amid 
the thunder of hostile artilery, baptized in the blood of 
its noblest sons and then maintained the unequal strug¬ 
gle for sovereignty for four bloody years ; what more ap¬ 
propriate place than this for us to dedicate ourselves 
once more to the preservation and maintenance of the 
union, whose declaration was framed, whose armies were 
led and whose highest court has been illuminated 
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by southern men? 

Holding in our hearts an unforgetful memory of the 
splendid achievements of our revolutionary fathers, and 
the glorious deeds of our confederate brethren, deeds 
that immortalize southern valor and glorious American 
manhood, we should show to our brethren of other states 
that our people are as noble in peace as they were hero¬ 
ic in war, and that in the field of educution, morality, 
religion and industrial development we shall make a 
more splendid record than our brethren did on fields of 
blood. 

With a profound gratitude to the God of our fathers, 
that our lots have been cast in this sunny land, let us 
beseech Him to send wannth and vitality and enduring 
growth into every field of endeavor, that will make us 
strong to accomplish the things that make a State loved 
at home and revered abroad. 

OATH Of OFFICE. 

The oath of office prescribed by law was then admin- 
tered to the Governor-elect, Joseph F. Johnston, by As¬ 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama, Thomas 
W. Coleman. 

The senate then returned to its chamber. 

Having arrived in its chamber the senate resumed 
consideration of the regular order of business. 

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

STATE OF ALABAMA, } 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE. } 
MONTGOMERY, ALA., December 1st, 1896. } 

To the General Assembly: 

Under the Providence of God you have been chosen by 
the people of Alabama to direct their affairs and shape 
their legislation for the next two years. This duty should 
be discharged by you under a solemn sense of the respon¬ 
sibilities involved, and with unforgetful memory that 
you are the servants of the people. No party spirit and 
no partisan zeal should influence your action. We must 
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remember that he who would serve his party best will 
best serve the people. 

I am persuaded that at no time in the history of the 
State has a more capable, intelligent and patriotic body 
been assembled to legislate for our people, and I con¬ 
gratulate myself and the State that the paramount con¬ 
sideration that will control your conduct will always be 
the good of the people. So far as I am concerned I need 
hardly assure you that I shall do all I can to assist you 
in your deliberations to reach wise conclusions, and that 
in the administration of the laws I shall not be diverted 
from a fearless and impartial execution of the powers en¬ 
trusted to me by any sentiment of friendship or desire 
for political advantage. 

The great body of our people ask nothing at your 
hands or mine but such legislation and administration as 
will enable them to enjoy in peace and security the fruits 
of their own labor, and that the burdens of government 
shall fall upon all alike. 

The political contests that have so agitated our people 
during the whole of this year are now behind us. It is 
our duty to cheerfully accept the verdict of the people, 
do what we can to heal any breaches that separate our 
people and unite in one common effort to secure to our 
country the blessing of peace and prosperity. If the set¬ 
tlements of the issues involved in these congests has been 
wise, time will soon make the proof, and if unwise, we 
can confidently trust the people to set aside the judg¬ 
ment and adopt correct policies. 

The great duty now before you is to see that the com¬ 
monwealth comes to no harm, to preserve its honor and 
dignity, promote the development of its resources, ex¬ 
tend our educational facilities and maintain peace and 
good order within our borders. 

In obedience to the powers conferred upon me I beg to 
submit for your wise and patriotic consideration some 
suggestions that I think of importance to our people. 

ECONOMY. 

The auditor's report shows that for the ten years end¬ 
ing with 1895, with the exception of three years, our ex- 
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penses have exceeded our income. The increase of the- 
tax rate two years ago put an end to this and showed a 
surplus revenue of about $38,000, checking the growing 
deficit and reducing it. The report of your joint com¬ 
mittee on the condition of the treasury is before you. If 
that does not warn the general assembly that the only 
wise policy we can pursue is to cut down our expenses, 
and to increase our revenues by a more efficient system 
of assessments and collections, nothing that I can say 
will do so. In the management of our private affairs 
whenever income falls below expenses we are quick to 
reduce expenses, and this policy should govern us in ad¬ 
ministering the affairs of the people. 

I am unable to see why the State should pay more for 
the same talent and service than private individuals or 
corporations. The number of applications that have 
come to me for places at the present compensation show 
that no apprehension need be felt that we shall be with¬ 
out efficient service. We should not be deterred from 
doing our duty to the people by fear of being called nig¬ 
gardly. We must remember that not a few of the dol¬ 
lars that come into our treasury express the self-denial of 
many humble homes. The dignity of the commonwealth 
will be better preserved by promptly meeting our obliga¬ 
tions and promoting the cause of education than by in¬ 
creasing salaries. It is always easy to increase salaries 
and almost impossible to reduce. I respectfully suggest 
that you consider now and carefully all the salaries now 
paid to all the officials, and clerks, and see what reduc¬ 
tion can be made that will not impair the efficiency of 
our public service. Possibly there are a few that should 
be increased, but where one should be increased I am. 
satisfied many could be reduced without injury to the 
public until returning prosperity will enable us to be 
liberal as well as just. 

CONTEST LAW. 

I respectfull recommend that you proceed to enact a 
contest law, under which a fair decision can be had to 
the title of the various State offices, with the least pos¬ 
sible delay and expense. It is of the greatest importance 
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that no cloud should rest upon the title of the men called 
to fill the highest executive offices in the State; men 
chosen to these offices can but be greatly embarrassed in 
the discharge of their duties when any considerable num¬ 
ber of our people honestly believe them to be beneficiaries 
of any fraud or unfair conduct. The single aim of such 
a law should be the ascertainment of the honest choice 
of the voters without regard to technical defect or irreg¬ 
ularities. Such a statute I am sure can now be enacted 
free from any influence that would excite partisan feel¬ 
ing. 


ELECTION LAW. 

The honest purpose of every election is to ascertain 
the will of the majority as to who shall fill the offices. I 
am persuaded that our present law multiplies the diffi¬ 
culty of many voters in registering their will without 
any sufficient compensation. 

I suggest that the registration law be entirely repealed, 
except in cities of more than 5,000 inhabitants and 
in precincts where the residence of the voter is more 
or less transitory. In the country precincts the great 
body of the voters are well known to the inspectors and 
the danger of illegal voting is so small that it does not 
justify the time lost or expense of registration. 

The secrecy of the ballot should be preserved and more 
rigid laws enacted to prevent corporations or others em¬ 
ploying large numbers of men from coercing the will of 
their employes. No greater danger can threaten free 
government than the corruption or coercion of voters by 
those who hold temporary authority over them, and no 
laws can be too rigid in inflicting just punishment upon 
those who would take advantage of their authority to 
prevent an honest expression of the will of she voter. 

The inspectors of election should represent the con¬ 
tending parties and no technical defect should prevent 
effect being given to the will of the voter. In case of de¬ 
ficient or insufficient returns, the county returning 
boards should have authority and be required to call be¬ 
fore them the precinct officers of election and require 
them to so amend or correct the returns as to make them 
18s 
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speak the truth and enable them to be counted. 

PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 

I recommend also that you enact laws under which the 
various political organizations in the State may hold pri¬ 
mary elections and secure fair nominations. Possession 
of the party machinery by one faction too often foreor¬ 
dains the result. The only real opportunity that mem¬ 
bers, of a political party have to express their choice in 
selecting officials is in these primaries, and the passage 
of a just and fair law enabling all the candidates to 
take part in choosing managers for these primaries and 
prevent any fraction from controlling them will do much 
to prevent unfair dealing and to secure nominations that 
will express the wishes and choice of a majority of the 
voters of the party. It is not expected that any such 
law should be compulsory until its aid is invoked, but 
the enactment of one entirely just and fair, designed 
solely to secure honest results, would put those declining 
to avail themselves of its benefits so clearly in the wrong 
that their power to defeat the will of the majority would 
be greatly curtailed. 

TAXATION. 

The object of all revenue laws should be to take the 
least possible amount of money from the people to main¬ 
tain a just and economical government, and that this 
burden should fall justly and fairly upon every citizen. 
That this result is not now obtained so far as impartial 
taxation is concerned is well known. It seems to be the 
rule that the more property a man owns the more he 
multiplies devices to escape his just share of the public 
burden and in too many instances the assessors diminish 
their vigilance in proportion as the volume of property 
of the tax payer increases. Our tax returns for the year 
1890, showed a total assessed value of the real and per¬ 
sonal property in the State at about $260,000,000, while 
the federal census for the same year showed a total of 
about $623,000,000. The same glaring differences are 
shown in the reports of the commercial agencies ; corpo- 
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rations, co-partnerships and individuals whose assets are 
rated in these agencies in a most gratifying way find 
them collapsing in the presence of the assessor. The 
unfairness of this state of affairs is that the man of mod¬ 
erate means whose property is visible, and usually con¬ 
sists of a house and lot or a small farm, cannot escape 
and bears an unfair proportion of the public burden. 

If all our people were compelled to make fair returns 
of their property the tax rate could be largely dimin¬ 
ished and the amount paid by each would be small. We 
can scarcely hope that this will be done voluntarily, and 
must therefore devise such means as we can to secure 
the best results. The great difficulty in our way is the 
assessor. 

I recommend that large power be given to the Gover¬ 
nor to suspend assessors who fail or neglect to perform 
their duty, and I suggest that specific causes for suspen¬ 
sion be set out in the act, and chief amongst them. 

1. The failure of the assessor to list all the real estate 
in the county. 

2. Listing occupied real estate to unknown owners. 

3. Failing to list solvent credits secured by recorded 
liens. 

4. Receiving assessments without putting the tax¬ 
payer under oath. 

5. Receiving assessments from agents where the prin¬ 
cipal resides in the State. 

6. Sub-dividing occupied tracts into small parcels in 
the assessment to increase fees. 

Many counties are divided by lines that do not follow 
the division by sections or townships or even natural 
lines. These should be corrected, for it results in the 
escape of much land from taxation. Commissioner's 
courts should be required, to keep accurate township plats 
of their counties on file. 

I concur in the recommendations of the auditor that 
the act establishing county boards of equalization be re¬ 
pealed, and also in his recommendation that the act of 
February 18, 1891, be repealed and suggests that all 
such claims should be thoroughly investigated, and only 
paid where the general assembly appropriates the 
money. 
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STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 

The report of the auditor shows that lands are assessed 
in this State running from a minimum of 96 cents per 
acre in one county up to $11.50. The inequality of this 
is manifest to any one having any large acquaintance 
with the State. We all know that there is a difference 
of value in different sections, but we find from this report 
that lands of the same character lying in almost contig¬ 
uous counties are assessed at values entirely irreconcila¬ 
ble with equality in the distribution of the burdens of 
government. A study of the detailed returns also shows 
that a mule loses a large part of his value in crossing a 
county line. To remedy these evils I suggest that a 
State Board of Equalization be created, consisting of the 
Auditor, Treasurer and Commissioner of Agriculture, a 
part of whose duty it shall be to fix the average value 
of lands in each county and also correct such other ine¬ 
qualities as shall seem best to your wisdom. 

I also suggest that you enlarge somewhat the license 
list, and charge some official with the duty of enforcing 
the collection. Among the articles that can be added to 
this list is the bycicle, which has almost wholly escaped 
taxation, whilst it has reduced the demand for horses 
and mules, and to that extent diminished one source of 
income to many of our people. 

I recommend also that instead of adding interest to 
the amount to be paid by tax-payers who fail to pay by 
a given date at the present rate fixed bylaw, that a fixed 
per cent, be added of, say one per cent, for each month 
in default. So that all payments made during any one 
month will have the same addition in the way of inter¬ 
est and thus enable the Auditor to keep a proper check 
upon all collectors. I recommend also that all licenses 
not paid during the first fifteen days of January shall 
have a penalty of 10 per cent, added for each month so 
in default. 

I recommend further that you multiply the objects of 
taxation and add a tax on collateral inheritances and 
gifts and bequests. 

I concur in the recommendation of my predecessor in 
regard to the payment of costs upon the receipt of a con- 
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vict, upon the propriety of covering solicitor's, fees into 
the treasury, and also to meet the decisions*in the cases 
of Purifoy, auditor, vs. Andrews, and same vs. Godfrey. 

I recommend that where the average number of pris¬ 
oners in jail is more than ten or fifteen that the com¬ 
pensation for feeding shall be reduced to 25 cents. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION. 

Whilst our State pride would be gratified to have an 
Executive Mansion worthy of our commonwealth, I do 
not think the present condition of the Treasury justifies 
us in taking that step now. 

ESCAPED TAXES. 

I also recommend that a commissioner of escaped 
taxes be provided for, with full power to nominate dep¬ 
uties in the several counties, for the purpose of adding 
to our assessments all real and personal property that 
has escaped taxation, and that his compensation be a 
fixed per cent, of the actual money recovered and paid 
into the State and county treasuries, so that no expense 
shall be incurred except for benefits actually received. 

To this officer might be committed the duty of looking 
after and selling land bid in by the State for taxes. 

EXAMINER OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

I recommend that the examiner of public accounts be 
paid a fixed salary and that the governor be authorized 
to employ assistants whenever needed in order that fre¬ 
quent and efficient supervision may be had of all official 
charged with the collection or disbursement of public 
funds. The records of the auditor's office show that the 
present system is wholly insufficient, and but a very few 
offices have been examined and some of them too late to 
prevent serious loss to the people. The fact that such 
examinations will be made and that there will be no tem¬ 
porizing with wrong will secure the payment to the 
State of largely more than the cost of the work. 

CONVICT SYSTEM. 

That the State should have steadily in view the neces¬ 
sity for getting entirely rid of the lease system of con- 
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victs and of withdrawing them from competition with 
skilled labor, but few deny. In the present condition of 
our treasury and the inability of our people to contribute 
more largely to the support of the government, we are 
constrained to proceed carefully, but the efforts in this 
direction should be adhered to until the whole system be 
rooted out and at the earliest possible moment. Hu¬ 
manity, justice and fair dealing require this. That pol¬ 
icy has been declared, some progress made, and there 
should be no hesitating or faltering in pursuing it. I 
fear that the cotton factory established at Speigner will 
not bring the anticipated returns, from the character of 
the labor to be employed and the frequent changes that 
must take place in it. The convict bureau has grown 
to large proportions. The receipts and disbursements 
annually aggregate several hundred thousand dollars, 
and the supervision reaches the proper care and punish¬ 
ment of a large number of human beings. It is grow¬ 
ing more complicated, and I am inclined to think larger 
compensation will have to be provided in order to com¬ 
mand adequate talent. All of the inspectors and offi¬ 
cials connected with the department should be required 
to reside at such places convenient to their work, as the 
governor may designate, and the whole of their time be 
at the command of the State. The traveling expenses 
of these officials and employes in visiting their families 
should not be paid by the State. Larger power and dis¬ 
cretion should be given the board, under the governor's 
approval, to hire convicts either publicly or privately 
and for such work as the best interests of the State and 
the convicts may require. Inspectors should be prohib¬ 
ited from appointing to any service under them persons 
related to them either by blood or marriage, so that 
nothing shall prevent their holding each employe to rigid 
accountability. I am inclindcd to think this would be a 
wise law to make applicable to every public official hav¬ 
ing the power to appoint or employ men to serve the peo¬ 
ple. 


LYNCHING. 

I especially invite your attention to the consideration 
of the violation of our laws by mobs. Where the ad 
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ministration of the law is wholly within the grasp of 
the best citizens of the State ; where the sympathies of 
the judge and jury are entirely on the side of victims of 
brutal lust no excuse justifies the spirit that would over¬ 
ride the orderly administration of justice. All of us un¬ 
derstand how difficult it is to restrain the passion and in¬ 
dignation that arouses the hot blood of relatives and 
friends to visit summary punishment upon 
those, who commit the most heinous and unforgiving 
crime against society, but our people must be made to 
understand that the proper way to punish these and all 
other crimes is by the law of the land. The danger in¬ 
flicting punishment upon the innocent when passion and 
not reason holds the scales is so great, that all good cit¬ 
izens should repress their just indignation and aid in 
preserving peace and enforcing the laws of the land, 
which are surely of sufficient severity, and I earnestly 
appeal to all the good people of the State to unite with 
us in the resolve that during this administration not a 
single lynching shall occur. I suggest authority be giv¬ 
en the governor to call a special tenn of the court and 
have a speedy investigation and trial on information 
whenever any crime has been committed calculated to 
arouse great public indignation. 

PAROLING CONVICTS. 

I recommend that power be given the governor to sus¬ 
pend the sentence of a convict conditioned upon his good 
behavior. In many cases I think such action would 
meet the ends of justice and humanity far better than 
granting an absolute pardon ; the fact one so liberated 
could be returned and compelled to serve out his term 
in case his conduct proved him unworthy of clemency, 
would, I think, be found to operate beneficially. 

REFORMATORIES. 

We should also keep in view the necessity for separat¬ 
ing convicts of tender age from association with harden¬ 
ed criminals and of establishing such means of reforma¬ 
tion, within our power, as have been proven wise in 
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other communities. Too often new imprisonment of the 
young for some offense of light character is the produc¬ 
tive parent of hardened crininals. 

JURY DUTY. 

I invite your consideration to the constantly growing 
evil in the exemption of large numbers of our most in¬ 
telligent citizens from jury duty. Membership in some 
fire or military organization is acquired, not to serve 
either, but to escape this duty. Impose upon these the 
discharge of such duty prior to exemption as you think 
best. 


AGE OF CONSENT. 

I also invite your attention to the age of consent as 
now fixed by statute. It is hardly credible that any gen¬ 
eral assembly representing the chivalry of the south 
could have designedly declared that a child of ten shall 
be permitted to consent to her ruin whilst on the civil 
side she becomes of marriageable age at fourteen. I sug¬ 
gest that you raise the age of consent to fourteen years. 

STATE TROOPS. 

The prejudice in some quarters against our State 
troops arises largely from ignorance of the purposes for 
which they are organized. It has been and is still the 
policy of the federal government to rely upon a well or¬ 
ganized and disciplined body of citizen soldiery rather 
than a large standing anny to preserve internal peace 
and to protect our country in case of war. This policy 
not only prevents heavy burdens being imposed upon 
the people to sustain a standing army, but removes a dan¬ 
ger that has always imperiled their liberties. It should 
be our pride to contribute our quoto to the national 
safety. Under our laws the State troops are completely 
subservient to the civil power and. subject to its call in 
times of danger threatening destruction to life and prop¬ 
erty. We have unhappily had too many instances where 
persons in the custody of officers of the law have been 
violently captured and executed without the pretence of 
trial. It would be worth all the money we expend an¬ 
nually in the maintenance of our establishment to save 
one human being, whether guilty or innocent, from death 
by lynching. Our troops are composed of the flower of 
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our young men, and it should be our pride to see them 
always ready and willing to preserved the peace, dignity 
and fair name of our State. It may be well of you to 
inquire whether the efficiency of the organization can be 
increased and the expense reduced by considering the 
suggestions that have been made by the adjutant-gen¬ 
eral. 


CORPORATIONS. 

The constitution of the State wisely retains within 
your grasp the power to regulate public corporations. 

All of us recognize the necessity for these artificial or¬ 
ganizations in the development of our resources and that 
without them we would be greatly hampered in our 
progress. No fair man desires any legislation that will 
cripple these organizations or retard them in accomplish¬ 
ing the purposes of their creation, but a wise supervision 
is absolutely essential to prevent abuses of the powers 
conferred upon them. Our railroad commission has done 
not a little in the past to secure fair rates and prevent 
discrimination, but I suggest that the powers granted are 
not sufficient to enable them to give all the relief re¬ 
quired, and I recommend that you increase these powers 
and provide more sufficient remedies to enforce the rul¬ 
ings of the commission and also to so extend their pow¬ 
ers as to enable them to investigate and correct by the 
proper tribunals all rates on freight from points outside 
the State to stations within. 

I also invite your earnest consideration to the regula¬ 
tion of other corporations so as to prevent oppression or 
abuse of their employers of the charging of extortionate- 
rates for the necessaries of life. 

It may be well also for you to consider whether power 
should not be conferred upon the railroad commission to 
regulate the charges of telegraph and telephone compa¬ 
nies and water companies, and to prescribe such rules 
and regulations in respect to the latter as will effectually 
prevent them from supplying unwholesome or impure 
water to their patrons. 

PUBLIC ROADS. 

In many counties of the State our public roads are a 
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disgrace to the commonwealth and to our civilization. 
Such laws as we have are inefficiently executed. Very 
little work is attempted except for temporary purposes 
and to save the overseers and apportioners from indict¬ 
ment. The time has come when temporary expedients 
should be abandoned and foundations laid for permanent 
betterment. A few counties have built roads that have 
increased the value of all their lands and saved thou¬ 
sands of dollars in the wear and tear of teams and wagons 
and in the saving of time. I think one of the most effi¬ 
cient remedies would be the employment of competent 
road engineers to lay off the work and require all expen¬ 
ditures of time and money to be made according to well 
devised plans for pennanent bettennent. Our road laws 
should be carefully revised, authority given to commis¬ 
sioners' courts to levy special taxes to procure and keep 
proper tools and otherwise improve the roads. 

IMMIGRATION. 

I am persuaded that not only would the development 
of our State be greatly enhanced, but the prompt and 
steady returns from an efficient bureau of immigration 
will justify the expense of creating it. When we consider 
that nearly or quite two-thirds of our agricultural and 
mineral lands are productive only of taxes, and that our 
rural population is so widely, dispersed as to largely de¬ 
prive them of school and church privileges, I think no 
one can question that it is to the interest of the State 
that should invite to our borders honest and thrifty citi¬ 
zens who can find here soil and climate and opportuni¬ 
ties to make contented homes now becoming so rare in 
other sections of the union. No better evidence of the 
fruitfulness of such work can be found than in the col¬ 
ony planted at Fruithurst in Cleburne county, where a 
large body of lands has multiplied more than six fold in 
assessed values within about two years, and the influx of 
industrious citizens continues. The day has passed when 
men or States can wait for the things they want. The 
Gods help those who help themselves. We must take 
steps not only to proclaim our own resources and stretch 
put our hands for people and money to build up our 
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state but the bureau should also be ready to give active 
and efficient aid to all private efforts at development, and 
generous welcome and watchful care over the people who 
come. This would, in my judgment, produce more than 
the cost of the bureau within two years, establish nuclei 
over the State that would become the prolific parents of 
continued development and swell the income of our treas¬ 
ury . We can make a wise beginning without involving 
a large utlay, gain the assistance of our railroads and 
lay the foundation for a structure that will bless many 
localities. 

This officer may be charged also with the duty of pro¬ 
curing and publishing accurate statistics of our produc¬ 
tions in mining, manufactures and lumber. 

EDUCATION. 

Several years since I said in a public speech that the 
only safeguard for universal suffrage was universal edu¬ 
cation. The importance of this cause cannot be over¬ 
estimated. It constitutes the very bed-rock of civiliza¬ 
tion and progress. It is one thing that disaster cannot 
destroy nor the sheriffs execution reach. It elevates the 
citizenship, diminishes crime and multiplies productive 
enterprise. The State has a vital interest in each citi¬ 
zen, in his morality, his intelligence and his capacities, 
as the average of intelligence rises, the value of the citi¬ 
zenship increases. We are pledged to develop our pub¬ 
lic schools to the limit of fair taxation and this pledge 
must be rigidly adhered to and faithfully kept with the 
people who have trusted us. We can better afford to re¬ 
duce salaries, diminish the number of courts and abolish 
many offices rather than put the knife into a dollar ap¬ 
propriated for our free schools. The most wasteful 
profligacy would be the checking of the growth of edu¬ 
cation, now making but feeble progress. 

That our higher institutions are not answering all the 
purposes of their creation is generally admitted. The 
remedy must be found, and no man must be allowed to 
stand in the way of its enforcement. 

A. & M. COLLEGE. 

The Agricultural and Mechanical College seems to be 
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making progress. It should be brought closer to the 
people and its advantages felt by larger numbers of boys 
from our farms. As it is, this college, designed to pro¬ 
mote agriculture and the mechanic arts, does not seem 
to do all that we could desire, and I bespeak at your 
hands a careful and intelligent inquiry and such friendly 
supervision as will push this institution forward in its 
useful work. 


THE UNIVERSITY. 

The friends and alumni of our university admit that 
it is making but little progress. It will hardly be denied 
that the number and scholarship of its graduates are far 
below our just expectations ; whilst we all admit that a 
larger endowment would be of great value, we have a 
right to expect that it shall at least surpass institutions 
in our state practically or wholly without any endow¬ 
ment. And yet with $24,000 annually of public funds 
it can hardly be said to much outstrip Howard college 
or the Southern university, both practically without en¬ 
dowment. The average cost to a student at Howard 
college, for board, lodging, tuition and all other expenses 
is about $188, and of the Southern university it is about 
the same. The public fund received by our university 
would pay all these expenses, and yet the students are 
required to pay board and all other expenses aggregating 
about $150. It is always more agreeable to praise than 
to criticise, but the time has come for plain speaking. 

The first necessity now is to make a better institution 
with the means we have. The result would create a 
strong appeal to the friends of liberal education to in¬ 
crease the endowment; having been found faithful over 
a few things it could be entrusted with larger. 

It can scarcely be claimed that results are satisfactory 
that turn out some thirty or forty young men annually, 
a considerable proportion of them graduates at law, at a 
cost of $24,000. That the institution has contributed 
many splendid men to the service of the State none deny, 
but all desire that it shall do yet greater work in the 
future. All of us must take our fair share of the blame 
for none of us have done our duty. The general assem¬ 
bly itself has not shown that interest and watchful care 
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that the importance of this subject demands. So far as 
I know no legislative committee has visited this institu¬ 
tion or inquired into its condition or considered any rem¬ 
edies for many years. The board of trustees, whilst ex¬ 
cellent gentlemen, visit the university once a year and 
give but a few days to the consideration of this grave 
matter. Some of them do not attend, and the faithful 
few have been discouraged at the little interest mani¬ 
fested in the success of the institution by the great body 
of our people. I recommend that you appoint a special 
joint committee to sit during the recess, make a thorough 
investigation with such assistance as they can get from 
the trustees and alumni, bringing in for your considera¬ 
tion such suggestions and revision of present statutes 
and organization as will make the institution an honor 
to our state. No political influence, no consideration for 
men, nothing that stands in the way of progress should 
divert you from such legislation as will prove wise and 
beneficial, 

In this connection were not our constitutional pro¬ 
visions in the way I would be strongly inclined to recom¬ 
mend that one board of trustees should have the control, 
direction and management of all our higher institutions, 
aided by the state, thus keeping down jealousies and 
securing a harmonious system and development along 
the lines these several institutions were created to reach ; 
and it may be well for you to consider whether such a 
board would not be wise for those institutions not com¬ 
ing within the constitutional prohibition; or putting 
them all under direction of one of the boards now pro¬ 
vided for by the constitution. 

NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

The state has seven normal schools. These institutions 
were created to provide a competent and skilled corps of 
teachers for our public schools. The total amount 
diverted by them from the common schools aggregates 
but little more than $20,000, and it has been supposed 
that the efficiency of the teachers would largely com¬ 
pensate for the diversion of this money. There can be 
little question but that a skilled and trained teacher can 
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accomplish more in one month than an untrained one in 
two, and whilst our finances prevent us from keeping 
these schools open for long terms, the greater the neces¬ 
sity for trained teachers. It seems to me, however, that 
we need more rigid laws in respect to the beneficiaries of 
these schools. The obligation to teach within our state 
for a prescribed tenn should be capable of enforcement, 
and rigidly enforced. Graduates who seek employment 
in other states or abandon teaching should be required 
to refund the cost of their training to the state. Too 
many of them remove at once from our state or engage 
in other occupations, and we lose the entire benefit of 
our labor and expenditures. The presidents, of the 
various colleges should be required to keep a record of 
ah such graduates and report them from time to time to 
the superintendent of education. From ah the informa¬ 
tion I can gather ah of our normal schools are inefficient 
hands and well conducted and making more or less satis¬ 
factory progress. 

It may be well to guard more fully the funds appro¬ 
priated to these and the agricultural schools that they 
may not be diverted from the purpose of the legislature 
and devoted to local education. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

In regard to our free public schools I desire to say that 
remedies to make them more efficient have given me 
greater concern and anxiety than any other, branch of 
government. I have devoted not a little time and study 
to this question, and I am persuaded that next to larger 
appropriations of money the most important reforms and 
improvements demanded are: 

1. To improve the qualifications and secure better 
and more efficient teachers. It may be wise to consider 
whether the licensing and grading of teachers should 
not be committed entirely to a board of competent edu¬ 
cators, whose jurisdiction should cover the entire state. 
This would entirely remove this matter from political 
influences, and secure better teachers. 

2. The distribution of the school funds on the basis 
of average attendance of pupils in the several counties 
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and school districts for the previous year. This would 
destroy the temptation to swell the census in order to 
obtain an unfair proportion of the fund, stimulate the 
attendance at the schools and at the same time reward 
those who seem most highly to appreciate the advantages 
offered them. The report of the state superintendent 
shows that in some of our counties more than half of the 
population are within the school age, whilst the general 
average does not reach 40 per cent. 

3. The abolition of arbitrary township lines and the 
sub-division of school districts on the basis of attendance 
or school population and prohibiting more than one 
school for each race within an area of nine square miles 
or nearer each other than three miles. 

It seems to me that no sufficient reason exists why 
the establishment of school districts should be based 
upon acres rather than children, and it should be our 
policy not to dissipate the fund for the district by multi¬ 
plying the number of schools, thus shortening the tenn 
of all, but to increase the number of pupils, lengthen the 
term, and, if necessary, multiply the number of teachers 
at schools established. It seems that in our state where 
so many townships have but few children of the school 
age living in them that the unit of organization should 
be the civil precinct. These civil precincts have been 
established for the convenience of the people in the matter 
of elections and assessments and the proper sub-division 
of our judicial system. Their boundaries are well known, 
the people accustomed to meet for local purposes, and I 
am inclined, to think that more efficient teachers and 
wiser supervisors of schools could be had by this change. 

4. Securing more capable and efficient county super¬ 
intendents. 

It is a reproach to our whole system that men are 
frequently elected county superintendents of education 
and expected to supervise the schools and promote the 
cause of education, who could not themselves obtain a 
license to teach a third grade school. 

This should not be possible, and I advise your action 
to prevent it. I also invite your attention to the re¬ 
commendations contained in the advance sheets of the 
report of the superintendent of education, whose expe- 
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rience, both in his office and as a teacher and county 
superintendent of education, as well as his zeal in the 
cause, entitle them to your consideration. 

CONSITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

The duty is upon you to consider the necessity for a 
new constitution for our State. That the present con¬ 
stitution has served its purpose and now embarasses, 
rather than promotes, the objects it should subserve is 
manifest to all thinking men. We should approach the 
consideration of this question divested of all party 
spirit, and with a patriotic purpose to consider only the 
good of the State and the prosperity and advancement 
of al its people. Various attempts to secure amend¬ 
ments to our organic law have demonstrated that the 
very requirements of the constitution prevent any 
amendment. 

It is esential that some of the iron bands that have 
prevented our growth and development should be struck 
off. 

The fear of improper restriction of the right of suffrage 
should not be allowed longer to stand in the way of re¬ 
lief demanded more strongly each year. The necessity 
for local taxation in aid of our public schools, and the 
and the extension of the system, reforms in our judicial 
system, the preversation of municipal growth and credit, 
the encouragement of immigration and manufactures, 
and the necessity for securing more equal laws in distri¬ 
buting the burdens of governments all demand that we 
should take this step. 

It is also well known that a large and fruitful section 
of our State has had a constant menace to its growth 
and to the security of life and property that should be 
removed with such moderation, wisdom and justice that 
even those deprived of the power to imperial these things 
would in the end find a blessing for themselves and 
their children in the restrictions imposed. Many com¬ 
pensations can be found for the expense, the agitation 
and the danger that may confront yours affirmative ac¬ 
tion in this matter. 

The security, peace and concord that would come

from the successful accomplishment of these changes 
would bless not only this generation, but those to follow 
us by opening opportunities for progress and removing 
dangers sometimes averted by resort to methods that all 
patriotic citizens deplore. 

A provision requiring a substantial poll tax to be 
paid by all who vote would probably give all the security 
needed, and at the same time largely increase our 
school fund. 

All of us recognize the fact that this question must be 
met sooner or later, and I respectfully urge the General 
Assemlby to meet this issue now, honestly and tally, 
and with a courage which comes only to those who have 
unbounded confidence in the patriotism and intelligence 
of the freemen of Alabama. 

In conclusion, permit me to assure you of my cordial 
co-operation in all measures that may come before you 
looking to the good of our people.

The question pending was, concurrence in the minor¬ 
ity report, submitted by Mr. Hundley, which is as fol¬ 
lows : 

Mr. President: 

The undersigned members of the committee on muni¬ 
cipal and county organizations, beg leave to make the 
following minority report upon house bill No. 201,—"A 
bill, to be entitled ah act to establish a new charter for 
the city of Huntsville." 

We beg leave to report as a substitute for said bill- 
senate bill No. 15, which was presented by the senator 
from Madison, and ask that the same be placed upon its 
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passage. We are constrained to take this course from 
the fact that in the discussion of the measure before the 
committee, it appeared without contradiction that the 
said senate bill No. 15 embraced certain amendments 
which were adopted at a mass meeting of the citizens of 
Huntsville after thorough and prolonged discussion, 
said mass meetings having been held on July 21 st and 
23rd, 1896, in the city of Huntsville, and being without 
political significance. At said mass meetings a com¬ 
mittee of citizens reported amendments as embraced in 
said senate bill No. 15. Said report is in words and 
figures as follows : 

To the Chairman Of the Mass Meeting: 

The committee to which was referred the city charter 
as presented by Senator Hundley, having had the same 
under consideration, begs leave to report as follows : 

We have carefully read each and every section of the 
proposed charter, and recommend the adoption of the 
same with the following amendments, the charter being 
identical with that preprared by Judge R. W. Walker 
except as to the amendments named. 

No. 1.—Amend section four so as to provide for the 
election of two aldermen from each ward in the city 
every two years, four aldermen to be elected in April 
1897, and two aldermen from each ward every two years 
thereafter. 

No. 2.—To provide for the election of city clerk, asses¬ 
sor and collector of taxes, by direct vote of, the people, 
the collector to be ex-officio treasurer. 

No. 3.—The salary of the mayor not to exceed one 
hundred dollars per annum, that of the clerk fifty dol¬ 
lars per month, that of assessor two hundred dollars per 
annum, and that of collector and treasurer three hundred 
dollars per annum. 

No. 4.—The privilege tax recently enacted by the board 
to be specially repealed and annulled. 

No. 5.—Amend section 14 so as to relieve the mayor 
of criminal jurisdiction, and to provide for appointment 
by the Board of Mayor and Aldermen or a majority there¬ 
of, a recorder who shall be clothed with criminal juris- 
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diction, and whose term of office shall be two years, and 
who may be removed at the pleasure of the board, his 
salary to be fixed at not exceeding four hundred dollars 
per annum, the city clerk to be ex-officio clerk of the 
said recorder's court. 

No. 6.—Amend section 26 so as to require the board 
to,procure at once an official map of all real property 
within the city such map to be drawn on a scale suffici¬ 
ently large as to indicate plainly the holding of each 
owner. On this map there shall be an official designa¬ 
tion by number or letter of the property owned by each 
person, firm or corporation for the purpose of taxation, 
ft shall be made the duty of the assessor to copy into a 
suitable book, which shall be furnished by the board, 
the official designation of every lot or parcel of land as 
noted on such official map, and opposite such description 
he shall note the name of each owner. He shall begin 
May the first of each year to asses both the real and 
personal property of all persons within the limits of the 
city, and shall place on such property what may seem to 
him a just and fair cash valuation. The assessment of 
property shall begin on the first day of May in each 
year and be concluded on the first day of July, on which 
day the said assessor shall deliver his books to the Board 
of Mayor and Aldermen together with his affidavit as 
to the correctness of the same, said assessment to be 
equalized as provided by the charter. 

No. 7.—Amend the charter so as to provide, for the 
appointment by the board, of aboard of education not 
to be taken from their own body, consisting of one mem¬ 
ber from each ward in the city and one from the city at 
large, who shall have exclusive control of the matter of 
the city schools, and who shall serve without pay ; their 
term of office being two years. 

No. 8.—Amend the charter so as to provide, that it 
shall be a criminal offense, punishable by fine and im¬ 
prisonment, one or both, for any State or city police 
official directly or indirectly to solicit votes in any city 
election, or to purchase or have in his possession any 
voter's certificates. 

No. 9.—Add to section 30: "ft shall be the duty of 
the city clerk to report at each, regular meeting of the 
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board all claims which have been filed with him against 
city, whereupon it shall be the duty of the board to pass 
upon the validity of the same, and if found correct, to 
have a warrant issued therefor by the clerk upon the 
city treasury. The amount of such warrants outstand¬ 
ing not to exceed ten thousand dollars in any one year. 
Each warrant shall state upon what fund it is drawn, 
and if upon presentation there should be no such funds 
in the hands of the city treasurer, such fact shall be 
noted by a stamp upon the back of each warrant, and 
the said warrant shall thereafter draw interest at the 
of five per cent, per annum until paid. All warrants so 
drawn shall be paid in the order of the filling, and shall 
be receivable for all dues to the city. 

No. 10.—The rate of taxation to be fixed at not ex¬ 
ceeding one-half of one per cent, per annum for general 
purposes, and not exceeding one-fourth of one per cent, 
or such part as may be necessary to be applied exclusive 
ly to the payment, of bonds and the interest thereon, 
and such obligations as provided by law. 

No. 11.—All purchases or contracts to be made by 
the board for supplies or material for the use of city, 
to be made to the lowest responsible bidder after adver¬ 
tisement and On competitive bids except incidental re¬ 
pairs for immediate use. Your committee submits the 
above, in firm belief that a charter framed on the line 
above set forth, would bring both peace and prosperity 
to our city and people. All of which is respectfully 
submitted.

L. O’Neill, appeared before the committee in opposition

amendments were passed as published, and a resolution 
prevailed to the effect that our senator and representa¬ 
tives endeavor to get the charter enacted into a law. 

This charter business was something like a primary, and 
the people will have to stand by it until its weakness is 
demonstrated. Those who object had an opportunity to 
assert their objections, and failing to do so may as well 
keep quiet." 

Thus it appears to the undersigned that the senate bill 
No. 15 meets with the approval of the people of Hunts¬ 
ville, and we deem it our duty to urge its passage.

of said inspectors in appointing assistants or markers 
for persons unable to prepare their ballots to appoint an 
equal number of assistants from names suggested or re¬ 
quested by each political party, or each candidate."

Honorable Joseph F. Johnston, 

Governor of Alabama: 

DEAR SIR : You asked me to-day to give some inves¬ 
tigation to the legal status of the solicitorship of Jeffer¬ 
son county. 

I find that at the session of the General Assembly of 
1892-1893 the Hon. James H. Little was elected solici¬ 
tor of Jefferson county for the term of six years. For du¬ 
ties and compensation attached to said office, see Acts 
1884-85, page 219, and Acts 1888-89, pages 18 and 992, 
also Acts 1890-91, pages 1148 and 1149. 

The solicitor's reports coming to this department from 
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the criminal court of Jefferson county have for some 
months past been signed by Lee C. Bradley, Esq., and 
the bills of exceptions contained in transcripts from said 
court also indicate that Mr. Bradley is prosecuting there¬ 
in as solicitor pro tempore. 

I am further informed, by general hearsay only, that 
the said James H. Little has become insane and has, 
upon an "inquisition of lunacy," been adjudged insane. 

I am without any documentary evidence to support this 
assertion and it may be that I am altogether misinformed. 
However, if it be true that James H. Little has since 
his election to the office of solicitor become insane and 
has been so adjudged and declared in strict conformity 
to the provision of Article II, of Chapter 4, Title 5, of 
the Code of 1886, page 535, then it is my opinion that 
the office to which he was elected hag been vacated. 

For the finding of the inquisition, unimpeached, makes 
him prima facie, insane, and incapable to perform the 
functions of a public office ; and the burden would rest 
upon any person asserting his capacity.—Miskey's Ap¬ 
peal, 107 Pa. St. 611 ; Willis v. Willis, 12 Pa. St. 159 ; 
Noel v. Kerper, 53 Pa. St. 97 ; Kolhs v. Kolhs, 61 Pa. St. 
245; Hicks v. Marshall, 8 Hun. (N. Y.) 327; Hamilton 
v. Hamilton, 10 R. I., 358; Hart v. Deaner, 6 Wend. 

(N. Y.) 497 ; Hoyt v. Adee, 3 Lans. (N. Y.) 173. 

The presumption of the law is that insanity one shown 
continues, "Once insane presumed to be always insane" 
is found amoung the maxims of the law.—Leache 
vs. State, 22 Texas App. 279 ; Smith vs. State, 22 Texas 
App. 316; Physio-medical College v. Wilkinson, 108 Ind. 
314. 

Insane persons are ineligible to, and disqualified from 
holding office under the authority of this State Section 
241 of the Code of 1886, Sub. Div.3. 

As was said by Lord Kenyon in (Rex v. Eriswell, 2 
Dursif & E 386) the insane person is to all intents and 
purposes to be considered "in the same state as if he 
were dead."—Marler v. State, 67 Ala. 62. 

My conclusion, briefly stated, is that if James H. Lit¬ 
tle has been adjudged insane, in exact conformity to our 
statutes, then the office he was enjoying is vacant and 
has been vacant since the enrollment of the judgment of 
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insanity upon the inquisition. 

The office of solicitor of Jefferson county is not a con¬ 
stitutional one. Being erected by the legislature since 
the adoption of the constitution, it is the creature of the 
legislature and entirely subject to the control of the 
same, and the General Assembly may regulate the man¬ 
ner of filling any vacancy therein. 

In the absence of such legislative provision (and I find 
none upon the statute books) the general statute of the 
State as set out in section 248 of the Code of 1886 will 
be applicable. Which section is as follows: “Vacan¬ 
cies in all county offices are filled by appointment of the 
governor, except as otherwise provided ; the appointees 
must be commissioned, and they shall hold their offices 
for the unexpired tenn, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified."

I herewith return without my approval, and for the 
re-consideration required by the constitution, Senate 
bill 41, "To authorize the levy and collection of a tax 
upon property within the city of Birmingham, Ala., or 
that may be lawfully taxable therein, for the mainten¬ 
ance of the public schools of said city.” 

I regret to withhold my assent from this bill because 
I am in cordial sympathy with its purposes. I find, 
however, on the face of the bill that it originated in the 
senate and raises revenue. The thirty first section of 
the fourth article of our constitution declares that all 
bills for raising revenue shall originate in the house of 
representatives. The mandate is too clear to be misun¬ 
derstood, and I feel constrained to interpose my objec¬ 
tion to its violation.

To the President of the Senate: 

The joint committee appointed by the two houses to 
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examine the report of Wm. L. Martin the commissioner 
appointed to revise and codify the statutes of this State, 
have compared section by section of the report of the com¬ 
missioner with the code of 1886. They have made such 
modifications and changes as, after due consideration, 
seemed advisable. 

A full list of such changes is hereto attached as a part 
of this report. The sections appearing first are those in 
the report of the commissioner ; the sections in paren¬ 
theses are those of the code of 1886. 

The committee have had the constitution of the United 
States and of the State of Alabama put in both the civil 
and criminal codes. All other matters of an historical 
nature, and otherwise, other than the civil statutes of 
the State, are put in the volume containing the criminal 
statutes. 

The committee have been most favorably impressed 
with the care and studious thought bestowed by the com¬ 
missioner on his work. His duties were arduous and 
have been thoroughly perfonned. They are convinced 
that he has prepared a code of laws for the State of Ala¬ 
bama equal to any it has ever had, and surpassed by that 
of no other State in the Union. 

They desire to express their thanks to Messrs. William 
L. Martin and A. D. Sayre for their valuable labors and 
and assistance to the committee in the discharge of their 
duties.

§ 1686 [417], After the words "five hundred dollars" 
in thirteenth line, the following words were added : 

" ; and the judge of probate may from time to time as 
may seem just and proper, require additional or better 
security; but in no event shall such security exceed five 
hundred dollars and when such additional security shall 
be given and approved it shall supersede any bond 
theretofore given and shall stand as security for the en¬ 
tire costs of the contests." 

§ 1700. The word "only" was inserted after the word 
"receptacles." 

§1703 [3209]. All of said section after the word 
"decedent" which is as follows: "if the owner be a 
married woman notice must be served on her personally, 
or on her husband," was stricken out.

And by striking out 
all of the section after the words "of unsound mind"; 
the words so stricken out being as follows : "or resides 
more than one hundred miles from the place of trial or 
reside out of or is absent from the State." 

§ 2027 [2512]. The following words were added at 
the end of the section : "and every such levy is void as 
to such amount." 

§ 2095 [2569]. The following words were added to 
the section : "and if such party is a married woman 
such waiver shall be executed only in the mode pre¬ 
scribed by section 2613 for the alienation of her lands."

The following words were added at the 
end of the section : "and whenever in the judgment of 
the governor, the interests of the State require it, the 
governor is authorized to appoint special examiners, 
whose authority, duties and compensation shall be the 
same as the examiner of public accounts." 

The committee have made the following change as to 
appeals to the supreme court: 

SECTION-. That the record for all appeals to the 

supreme court in civil cases shall hereafter be either 
printed or typewritten. Unless otherwise ordered by the 
attorney of record for the appellant, the clerk or register, 
or judge of probate, as the case may be, of the trial 
court, shall make up the transcript by printing the same 
upon the typewiter, in plain and legible type, and upon 
paper affording a full inch margin along the entire left- 
hand side of the transcript, and likewise a full two-inch 
margin at the top and one-inch margin at the bottom of 
each page of the transcript. 

Paper of suitable size for standard-gauge typewriters 
shall be adopted by the clerk of the supreme court for 
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this purpose, and a sample thereof furnished each cleric 
and register and judge of probate in the State, and there¬ 
after such paper shall be known as "supreme court trans¬ 
cript paper," and the clerks and registers must prepare 
all unprinted transcripts upon paper substantially iden¬ 
tical with the sample furnished as above provided. 

The same fees and compensation now allowed clerks 
and registers for making the written transcript for the 
supreme court, shall be allowed and collected by them 
for the typewritten transcripts herein provided for. 

SECTION —. If the attorney for the appellant desires 
a printed transcript of the record for the supreme court 
in lieu of the typewritten one provided for in the last 
section, he may obtain such printed transcript in the 
following way : At the time of suing out the appeal he 
must in writing indicate his desire for a printed tran¬ 
script for the supreme court, and accompany his request 
with the estimate of a reputable printer for the printing 
of said record and deposit the amount of said estimate 
with the clerk or register or judge of probate as the case 
may be, whereupon the clerk or register or judge of pro¬ 
bate shall have the record printed instead of typewrit¬ 
ten ; said record to be printed on good paper and in good 
pamphlet fonn, not less than ten by seven inches in 
size, with not less than one-inch top, bottom and side 
margin, and in not smaller than long primer type. Said 
printing shall be under the control and direction of the 
clerk or register, or judge of probate and for such service 
he shall tax as his costs twenty cents per printed page 
in addition to the charges of the printer. 

The charges of the printer shall be paid out of the de¬ 
posit made by the appellant at the time of demanding a 
printed instead of a typewritten transcript. 

SEC. —. The two foregoing sections are intended to 
take the place of all rules of practice now in existence 
and promulgated by the supreme court touching printed 
or typewritten abstracts of transcripts in that court. 

The intention of these sections being to furnish the 
supreme court in every civil case a typewritten or prin¬ 
ted transcript of the entire record and thereby avoid the 
unnecessary expense of paying for both a transcript and 
an abstract of that transcript in cases appealed to the 
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supreme court. It is also intended by these sections to 
abolish the practice of requiring abstracts in civil cases 
appealed to the supreme court and to prohibit substi¬ 
tutes therefor by brief or otherwise. It is intended that 
all appeals in civil cases shall be heard and detennined 
in the supreme court upon a typewritten transcript of 
the record in said cause. 

SEC. —. On an appeal in civil cases to the supreme 
court the attorneys for each party may agree in writing 
as to what parts of the record shall be made the record 
in the cause in the supreme court, otherwise all of the 
papers now required by law to be made a part of the 
record shall be copied in the transcript and sent to the 
supreme court except that in all cases the appeal bond 
and certificate of the clerk or register or judge of pro¬ 
bate shall be embodied in the transcript.

After the words "on conviction" in 
second line from bottom, all stricken out; and the fol¬ 
lowing words inserted in lieu thereof: "be punished, at 
the discretion of the jury, by death, or by imprison¬ 
ment in the penitentiary for not less thanten years." 

All of said section after the words "on 
conviction" were stricken out, and the following words 
inserted in lieu thereof: "be punished, at the discretion 
of the jury, by death, or by imprisonment in the peni¬ 
tentiary for not less than ten years."

The report was received, the committee discharged, 
and on motion of Mr. Hundley 300 copies of the accom¬ 
panying report were ordered to be printed for the use of 
the senate. 

Mr. Cunningham from a select joint committee sub¬ 
mitted the following report: 

To the Senate of Alabama: 

I am instructed by the joint committee appointed to 
investigate the convict system of this State to submit - 
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the following report, 

And the committee respectfully ask to be discharged 
R. M. CUNNINGHAM, 

Chairman. 

The report was received, the committee discharged, 
and, on motion of Mr. Cunningham, 300 copies of the 
report were ordered to be printed for the use of the 
senate. 

To the General Assembly of Alabama: 

Your committee appointed under joint resolution 131 
to investigate the convict system, beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

Shortly after the committee was appointed an infor¬ 
mal conference was had, at which Mr. Aubrey Harwell 
was elected clerk, and the sixth day of January, at the 
Morris hotel, in Binningham, was fixed for the date to 
begin the investigation. 

Mr. Wiley was unable to serve on the committee, and 
Mr. C. E. Waller was appointed in his place. 

On the sixth day of January, at 12 M., the committee 
met in room 1 Morris hotel, Birmingham, Ala., all the 
committee being present. Mr. Cunningham was elect¬ 
ed chairman of the joint committee, and the infonnal 
appointment of Mr. Harwell as clerk was ratified. 

The committee decided upon the following points for 
investigation : 

First. Humanitarian questions; (a) with reference 
to the hygiene of prisons, the treatment of convicts, i. e., 
food, clothing, medical attention, and hospital facilities, 
punishment and general treatment; (b) in reference to 
mortality and morbidity ; (c) reformation. 

Second. Financial or revenue questions; (a) the 
present and prospective revenue ; (d) expenses and lia¬ 
bilities, court costs, fine and forfeiture fund of the coun¬ 
ties, maintenance of convicts, embracing transportation, 
feeding, clothing, guarding, etc. ; (c) the best system 
for the maintenance of revenue. 

Third. Competition of convict labor; (a) with free 
minors and working classes generally; (b) with the in- 



dustrial interests ; (c) with the general business interest. 

While the resolution provided, to "send for persons 
and papers," no provision was made to execute the or¬ 
ders of the committee, nor was there any penalty for 
failure or refusal to obey. The committee, therefore, 
decided to, request those whose testimony was desired, to 
appear before the committee, and give such testimony 
as the committee saw fit to use in making up their re¬ 
port. Also, to receive and examine all parties who 
were interested in any of the aspects of the convict prob¬ 
lem, who voluntarily appeared before the committee. 
Previous public notice had been given of the time and 
place of meeting.

The following is the general work of the committee. 

Wednesday, January 6th. 

Organization and examination of witnesses. 

Thursday, January 7th. 

The committee visited Brookwood, The Standard 
Coal Company's property, and Blue Creek, the property 
of the Tennessee Coal Iron and R. R. Company. Went 
into, and examined some of the mines at these points. 
This trip was by invitation of the Mining Committee of 
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Friday, January 8th. 

Visited Coalburg, and, thoroughly examined the pris¬ 
ons and one of mines, and a number of witnesses. 

Saturday, January 9th. 

Examined witnesses at headquarters, Morris hotel. 

Sunday, 10th. 

Visited the prison at Pratt City, going through all 
the prisons and examining a large number of convicts. 
In the afternoon attended, the Sunday school at slope 
number 2, prison, at the invitation Mrs. R. D. John¬ 
ston. 


Monday, 11th. 

Made a second visit to Pratt mines, with the Mining 
committee, thoroughly examining the mines, going in 
at the shaft and coming out at No. 2 slope. 

Tuesday, 12th. 

Visited Speigner and examined prisons, farms and 
cotton mills and their equipment; in the evening went 
to the penitentiary, "The Walls;" remained there 
Tuesday night and to 12 M. Wednesday, the 13th, in 
the afternoon when the committee visited number 4, 
known as the State fann. At both these places the com- 
mitte examined prisons, condition of convicts, etc. 

Thursday and Friday, 14th and 15th. 

In Montgomery examining witnesses and discussing 
testimony and the report to he submitted. We made the 
minutes and most thorough investigation and observa¬ 
tion that our ability and time permitted. We examined 
the following witnesses : Dr. E. A. Smith of the Geo¬ 
logical chair of the State University, Mrs. R. D. John¬ 
ston, of Birmingham, Ala., who manages a Sunday 
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School at Slope Number 2, Pratt City. 

Mrs. E. B. Spencer President of the Mercy Home, 
Birmingham, Messrs. W. H. Stanley, J.H. T. Moseley, 
and W. H. Clements, representing Union labor organi¬ 
zations. 

Hon. James E. Webb, Lawyer, Hon. Willis G. Clarke, 
Trustee of the State University. George Barber and 
William Kirkpatrick, representing the mines, and. were 
also summond to appear before the committee to testify 
as experts. 

Maj. Joseph Hardie, J. T. Chalifoux, Merchant; Drs. 

W. H. Johnston, E. H. Sholl, T. L. Robinson J. W. 
Barclay, W. H. Wilder and G. W. Brown, all of whom 
were requested to appear before the committee; J. E. 
Cooke, sales agent for the Deer Creek Coal Co.; Joseph 
Squire, mining engineer; Dr. J. H. Phillips, Supt., of 
the Birmingham Public schools ; several free miners at 
Brookwood; Mr. Paxton and Z. T. Boyd, at Coalburg ; 
James Hillhouse, State Mine Inspector ; Fred Jackson, 
Esq., Manager Standard Coal Company; Hon. R. H. 
Dawson, President of Board of Inspectors: Hon. J, W. 
Grayson, Inspector; Dr. Judson Davie, Physician In¬ 
spector ; Dr. J. B. Judkin, State Physician at Penitenti¬ 
ary and Number 4; Mr. Lawson, Chief Clerk of the 
Board of Inspectors; Mr. Bozeman, Engineer of the 
State prison and Superintendant of the cotton mill: Dr. 
F. P. Lewie, Physician of the prisons, Sloss Iron and 
Steel Co.; and Dr. R. M. Cunningham, Physician for 
the prisons, for the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co.; be¬ 
sides the informal testimony of many citizens and con¬ 
victs without being stenographically reported, by mem¬ 
bers of the committee. 

This testimony we respectfully submit, marked ex¬ 
hibits "B," and "C," also a tabulated statement of 
the answers given by the probate judges in response to 
circular letter, marked exhibt "D". 

1st, Humanitarian. 

(a) General treatment of convicts. 

The prison at Coalburg is not properly located, nor is 
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its architecture in keeping with modern hygienic princi¬ 
ples. There are no stoves in the bathroom. Around 
the bottom of the donnitories there is a space about four 
inches wide, for ventilation, which should be closed, and 
additional windows cut for ventilation. The equipment 
of the prison is good; it is thoroughly clean; a good 
hospital. Convicts are well fed and clothed, and have 
good medical attention. No evidence of excessive 
punishment; the general treatment and management is 
good. 

The prisons at Pratt City are well located, of proper 
archicture and of good appointment; they are thoroughly 
clean; convicts are well clothed and fed; there are 
splendid hospitals, and medical attention is good ; their 
were no evidence of excessive punishment. The general 
treatment and managment is good; the officers of all 
the prisons (of Pratt and Coalburg), according to testi¬ 
mony of inspectors, obey the rules and regulations, 
and are reliable and trusworthy. 

The Mines. 

The mine visited at Coalburg is in good sanitary con¬ 
dition. We found the ventilation good and the mine 
well drained. The seam of coal is from two and one- 
half to three feet thick. 

At Pratt Mines the convicts are worked in shaft No. 

1 and slope No. 2; these mines are well ventilated and 
drained. The seam of coal is four feet six inches thick; 
the machinery and appointment of the mines are all 
first class and modern. The two mines are connected 
under ground by a tunnel; there are other places of 
escape from the mines. In shaft No. 1 there is some 
explosive gas. 

The hygienic condition of all the State Prisons is first 
class. At Speigner and No. 4 there are no hospitals; 
convicts sick at No 4; are sent to the Walls ; at Speigner 
one of the prisons is used for a hospital. The convicts 
are well fed, clothed, and good medical attention sup¬ 
plied them. The convicts are well treated in every par¬ 
ticular; no evidence of excessive punishment or inhuman 
treatment in an form. ; 
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Work-of Convicts. 

Convicts at the mines are classed monthly by the 
Board of Inspectors; there is a task for each class. 

This task is not excessive for convicts suitable for mine 
work. The evidence shows that they are not worked 
beyond their task ; still we find great inhumanity in the 
working of convicts in coal mines. This inhumanity 
consists in the assignment of convicts to coal mines, 
totally* unfit for that work. This unfitness arise 
from many causes; some physically unable to do 
the work, owing to the natural want of muscular 
ability or other condition natural to individual con¬ 
victs; for the want of skill and adaptability to mine 
work, and often to actual diseased or crippled condition. 
The testimony all shows that none but the best class of 
convicts should work in coal mines. Colonel Dawson 
says : "All boys under 18 and all men over 50, or bet¬ 
ter, 46 years of age, and about twenty-five per cent, of 
all men between the ages of 18 and 46, should not work 
in the mines." Mr. Grayson says : "About forty per 
cent, should work in the mines." Dr. Davie : "None 
but second and first class convicts." Dr. F. P. Lewis : 
"About fifty per cent." Dr. Cunningham : "About 
forty percent, of the negroes and about sixty per cent, 
of the whites." 

LOCATION OF CONVICTS 

On January first, 1897, (see exhibit D) there were 
1,810 State convicts and 788 county convicts, total, 2,598. 

Of these there are at Pratt Mines, State and

Or sixty-six and forty-one one-hundredths per cent, of 
the whole number. At the mines there are many who 
are worked on the outside, but most of them have been 
worked in mines and found wanting; there are, there¬ 
fore, a large number worked in the mines wholly unfit 
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for the work. There is another feature on which we 
have some convict testimony; that the first and second 
class convicts often require of the third and fourth class 
men working in the room with them an equal amount of 
work. This is not generally true; but we have reason to 
believe that where first, second, third and fourth class 
convicts are worked together in the same room, there is 
not a distribution of the labor in accordance with the 
class and task of each convict, the higher class doing less 
and the lower class more than the regular task. Mining 
coal is hard work; it belongs to skilled labor. The 
miner in mines where the seam of coal is thin, always 
works in an unnatural position; the thinner the coal, 
the more difficulty in doing the work. He breathes air 
brought to him by artificial ventilation. If the ventila¬ 
tion is not good, there are the gases of oil combustion 
from the lamps, powder smoke, dynamite smoke, coal 
dust and often mine gases, “fire ,” “black” and “white” 
damps, as they are called. There is often more or less 
water. Usually there is more or less pushing the tram 
cars, loaded or unloaded, etc. In a word, it is hard 
work. No man can mine coal until experience teaches 
him how to do it; it therefore follows that unless un¬ 
usual care is exercised in the selection of convicts suitable 
for mine work, and the selection of a mine in good sani¬ 
tary condition, and care regulating their work after go¬ 
ing in the mines, great inhumanity will be the result, 
and inhumanity not only resulting in unusual and cruel 
punishment, but often in death. “Healthy mines and 
healthy men to go in them,” should be the motto. 

On the plantations and other properties owned and 
operated by the State, we find no inhumanity in the 
working of convicts. On the contrary, we are of the 
opinion that these convicts are not worked to their or¬ 
dinary capacity. We believe that some are excused 
from work who ought to be at work, and that most of 
them are not required to work at a normal speed. In 
this we think perhaps there is an over-humanity. 

These remarks have no reference to those actually sick, 
or to the pennanently diseased or crippled, but those 
who are perfectly able to do good work on a planta¬ 
tion. 
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It should be remembered that a first class convict on 
a plantation might be a fourth class convict in the 
mines ; or that a fourth class convict at the mines might 
be a first class convict on the plantation. It is humane 
to work a convict according to his condition, the nature of 
the work, etc., to the extent of his ordinary working ca¬ 
pacity, whether in mines or on plantations ; it is as in¬ 
humane to work any convict at any kind of work for 
which he is unfitted, as it is at a task to which he is un¬ 
equal. We believe that a little more exaction upon con¬ 
victs worked by the State and a little less exaction upon 
convicts hired to contractors, would increase the revenue 
derived from those worked by the State and increase the 
humanity in the management of those hired by the con¬ 
tractors. A hyper-humanity in the treatment of the 
fonner does not excuse the inhumanity in the treatment 
of the latter. The State is as clearly responsible for the 
one as the other. It is no excuse to say that on one 
hand the State is wholly responsible, and on the other 
that the responsibility is divided between the State and 
contractor. The responsibility of the State is to provide 
a system capable of being humanely administered ; the 
responsibility of State officials is to see that this is done. 
The responsibility of the contractor begins and ends with 
obeying the rules and regulations adopted by the State. 

If he does this he certainly discharges his duty. He 
cannot keep any convict he wants, if the State wants 
him, and he cannot refuse any assigned him. Therefore, 
if there is any inhumanity in the working of convicts 
at the mines, either the system or its administration is 
to blame. 


MORTALITY. 

We submit below, for your comparison, the general 
mortality rate for Jefferson county ; the rate, white and 
black ; the rate for certain ages, white and black; the 
mortality rate of free miners during the last two years, 
and of convicts for two years. 

General mortality rate, 8to 11 per cent, per 1000. 

Negro mortality rate, 18 to 25 per cent, per 1000. 

White men from 18 to 50, 7 to 15 per cent, per 1000. 
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Negro men from 18 to 50, 20 to 27 percent, per 1000. 

White free miners, 10 to 11 per cent, per 1000. 

Negro free miners, 20 to 25 per cent, per 1000. 

Convicts at Coalburg, 107.35 per cent, per 1000. 

Convicts at Pratt Mines, 85.60 per cent, per 1000. 

The mortality rate of the general population is taken 
from the testimony of Dr. E. H. Sholl, who has made, 
he says, in his testimony, a special study of vital statis¬ 
tics. The mortality of miners is taken from the testi¬ 
mony of Dr. J. W. Barclay, health officer of Jefferson 
county. The rate of free miners was detennined by the 
testimony of Mr. Hillhouse, State mine inspector, who 
submitted his last report. The rate for convicts is taken, 
from the reports of Dr. Lewis, of the Coalburg prison, 
and Dr. Cunningham of the Pratt Mines prisons. The 
period covered is from September 1st, 1894, to August 
31st, 1896. 

This mortality for convicts is so far in excess of that 
given for the general population and for free miners, be¬ 
ing about ten times greater than white, and about four 
times greater than negro miners, that it at once chal¬ 
lenges the attention. 

We submit in this connection the following statistics :

2d. Mortality of State convicts for biennial periods. 
1890 and 1892, 5.25 per cent, per annum. 

1892 and 1894, 6.12 per cent, per annum. 

1894 and 1896, 7.07 per cent, per annum. 
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3d. Deaths of county convicts since March 1st, 1883.

4th, Deaths among State convicts from October 1st, 
1882, to September 1st, 1896.

The remarkable reduction in the mortality since 1875 
is apparent; still it is far in excess of the normal limits. 

It will be noticed that there was an increase during the 
last six year period, and also for each biennial period of 
the six years. 

To ascertain the cause of this mortality has been the 
object of our sincerest efforts. To attribute it to be 
mines per se would be folly, in view of the light mortal¬ 
ity rate of free miners, white and black. Notwithstand¬ 
ing, much the greater mortality has been at the mines. 

In studying this question we must know something of 
the general character of our convict population. We 
submit the following: 

1st. About 85 per cent, are negroes. 

2d. About 75 per cent, are farm laborers. 

3d. From 25 to 30 per cent, are under 20 years of 
age. 

From 40 to 42 per cent, are between 20 and 30 years 
of age. 

From 13 to 16 per cent, are between 30 and 40 years 
of age. 

From 5 to 6 per cent, are between 40 and 50 years of 
age. 

Therefore only about 64 percent, are between the 
ages 20 and 50 years. 

4th. That the average time in jail is about two to 
four months. 
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5th. About 25 per cent, only, have fine muscular de¬ 
velopment. 

6th. About 20 per cent. (Dr. Lewis), or 25 per cent. 
(Cunningham), are actually afflicted with some organic 
or functional disease when received from jails. 

7th. That when convicts have been regularly exam¬ 
ined, when received from the jail, a doubtful prognosis 
was made in about twenty-five per cent, of the whole 
number. 

Therefore we conclude, to start with, our convict pop¬ 
ulation is below the average. 

Causes of Death. 

1st. About three-fourths to one per cent, of convicts 
worked in the mines die from violence, accidental homi¬ 
cide and suicide; of the total mortality, violence is the 
cause of death from 8 to 10 per cent. 

2d. Of the whole mortality, tuberculosis was the 
cause of death as follows, during the periods named, to- 
wit: 

For twenty years, ending October 1st, 1889, 19.33 per 
cent. 

For two years, ending October 1st, 1892, 44 per cent. 

For two years, ending October 1st, 1894, 30.78 per 
cent. 

For two years, ending October 1st, 1896, 56.17 per 
cent. 

For the last two years, of those dying from disease : 


State convicts.60.93 

County convicts.47.33 

State and county convicts.55.20 


The remarkable increase in tuberculosis during the 
last few years, since 1889, will be noticed. Violence 
and tuberculosis, therefore, explain the enormous death 
rate. From the testimony we submit the following rela¬ 
tive to tuberculosis : 

First. It is caused by a specific bacterum, known as 
the bacillus tuberculosis, which is a rod shaped bacillus 
about one five-thousandth of an inch in length, and 
about one-fifth or one-sixth its length in thickness. 

Second. It multiplies only in living animals, especial-

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ly in the human being. 

Third. It is discharged from the body of tubercular 
subjects in the sputum or other discharges from tuber¬ 
cular tissues. 

Fourth. That it will live for a considerable time on 
the outside of the body, when not exposed to the sun, 
which kills it. 

Fifth. That it may be introduced into the body of 
animals or man through the medium of the atmosphere, 
by eating the meat or drinking the milk of tubercular 
animals. 

Sixth. That a person with tuberculosis may infect a 
room with the sputum expectorated, and that persons 
exposed to this infection may contract the disease. 

Seventh. That heredity, debilitated conditions, from 
whatever cause, catarrhal affections, etc., predispose to 
tuberculosis. 

Eighth. That the negro race is especially predisposed 
to the disease. 

Ninth. That damp, dark places, overcrowding, over¬ 
work, bad food, etc., predispose to the disease. 

Tenth. That bad hygienic condition may cause a 
strictly localized tuberculosis to spread or to produce 
general infection. 

Eleventh. That it may be prevented by isolating tu¬ 
bercular subjects. 

Twelfth. That the treatment is open air, moderate 
exercise, good food, proper clothing, etc. 

Thirteenth. That coal mines predispose to tubercu¬ 
losis, and that no tubercular subject should work in a 
coal mine. 

Fourteenth. That tuberculosis, under favorable cir¬ 
cumstances, is sometimes cured. 

Fifteenth. That tuberculosis is the process of cell 
fonnation, consisting of giant lymphoid and epithelial 
cells, which form small tubercles from the size of a pin 
point to the size of a pin head, known as gray tubercles ; 
these in turn coalesce, forming larger tubercles ; that 
there is death of the cells by the process known-as case¬ 
ation or cheesy fonnation. That these smaller nodules 
unite and fonn larger masses, from the size of a pea to 
a hen's egg, that these masses undergo sclerosis calefica- 
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tion or break down and form cavities; that the process 
may be local or general; and that it may affect any or¬ 
gan of the body. 

There are certain other facts of importance, to-wit: 

First. That the mortality is from two to three times 
greater among the negroes, that the ratio of white to 
black is about one to five and a half, while the ratio of 
death from disease is about one to fifteen or twenty. 

Second. That the greatest mortality is among those 
recently received. 

Third. That the greatest mortality is among the 
fourth and third class convicts. 

A study of the public reports will show a large pre¬ 
ponderance of chest diseases. Pleurisy at the mines is 
a very common affection, the majority of the cases being 
tubercular or becoming so before a cure is effected, or as 
a sequel. Croupus pneumonia has also played an im¬ 
portant role in the mortality, but has decreased the last 
two years. We attribute this mortality to the following: 
First, to the more or less bad physical condition of a 
large per centage of the convicts. Second, to the effects 
of bad conditions while in jail. Third, to the undoubted 
fact that the mortality of convicts under any circum¬ 
stances will be greater than the same classes who are 
free. Fourth, failure to allow convicts to recover from 
the effects of jail confinement before assigning to mines. 
Fifth, failure to select only the best men to work in 
mines. Sixth, failure to remove those from the mines 
unsuited for mine labor. Seventh, the indiscriminate 
mixing of tubercular subjects with the prison population. 
Eighth, failure to supply the proper hygienic treatment 
in cases of tuberculosis. 

Reformation. 

Criminals may be divided into two general classes, to- 
wit: The criminal by nature, or the criminal by acci¬ 
dent or occasion. Some are natural bom criminals ; for 
these there is little hope for reformation. Some are 
criminals from occasion or environment; for these, once 
a criminal, does not necessarily mean always a criminal. 
The testimony is divided as to the degree of the respon- 
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sibility of a criminal; all agree that there is a measure - 
of irresponsibility which should be taken into considera¬ 
tion in criminal administration. The natural criminal 
undoubtedly belongs to abnonnal man ; these are incor- 
rigibles, and for these there is but little hope. They are 
criminals wholly from natural causes ,modified,no doubt, 
by sociological conditions. We should also remember 
that sometimes innocent men get in prison. Finally, 
in Alabama the sentencing for costs no doubt plays an 
important part in the number of convicts, but not neces¬ 
sarily in the number of criminals, especially county con¬ 
victs. 

The testimony shows that efforts at refonnation, evem 
under existing conditions, have been attended by good 
results. Such is the testimony of Mrs. Johnston, Major 
Hardie and others. 

We believe that the State should make an honest effort 
at the refonnation of convicts, as follows : 

First. By separation of the young and old convicts. 

Second, By the separation of misdemeanants from 
felons. 

Third. By thoroughly humane management. 

Fourth. By practical moral education. 

Fifth. By a system of rewards for good conduct, and 
by paroling, thus allowing some hope. 

Revenue.

From this it will be observed that the convict system 
during the last four years has realized more per annum 
than in the preceding eight years. The convict man¬ 
agement has appropriated in cash $131,526.09 in the 
purchase of lands, building prisons, housed, etc., and in 
their equipment, and a cotton factory. From this is 
deducted $7,962.62, representing the loss as measured 
by present value in implements, tools, furniture and 
bedding—see exhibit “B.” Up to 1892, the money was 
paid into the treasury, and was available for all pur¬ 
poses. Since there has been a special account of the 
convict earnings, and it has been the object of the State 
to permanently settle the convict problem by providing 
the means to employ and work the convicts on State ac¬ 
count, a great deal has been accomplished in this direc¬ 
tion. The State now owes $4,647.27 on cotton machin 
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ery. The present convict system then is not only self- 
sustaining, but there has been a large surplus besides.

It will be observed that there have been constantly in¬ 
creasing disbursement and expense since 1885 to the 
present time ; notwithstanding, the net annual earnings 
for the last four years exceeded $16,351.61 of that of the 
preceding eight years.

Competition With Free Fabor. 

If convicts were reliable and good working men prior 
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to their conviction, then their work as convicts would 
not add to their aggregate of labor products; but such 
is not the case. There can be no question that convicts 
produce more after than before conviction; the total pro¬ 
duction of the criminal classes is much greater after 
conviction than before ; were it otherwise, there would 
be very little crime, and, consequently, very few con¬ 
victs. Convicts ought to be required to work, not as a 
punishment, for proper and ordinary labor is not a pun¬ 
ishment, but as a means of refonnation, self-mainte- 
nance and as far as possible consistent with strict 
humanity, a source of revenue. Convicts should at least 
be self-sustaining. The interest of the tax payer must 
not be disregarded; equally so the interest of free labor; 
the industrial interest and of the general community 
must be regarded. The principle which should govern 
is this : a fair, just and equitable distribution of com¬ 
petition of convict labor, with all classes, business and 
communities. The State has no right to violate this 
fundamental principle. All our citizens are equal before 
the law, and none, therefore, should bear an unjust, un¬ 
fair and disproportionate share of government burdens. 
Concentration of convict labor in competition with one 
class of citizens is therefore imposing upon that class, 
unjust and additional burdens. The majority has no 
right to exact from the minority a tribute to the welfare 
or to protect the interest of the majority. Criminal ad¬ 
ministration is expensive and the care of criminals is a 
perplexing problem, and usually a burden that should 
be fairly and equitably distributed. Therefore, the com¬ 
petition of convict with free labor should be fairly and 
equitably distributed. The principles upon which this 
distribution rests are : 

First. The assignment of convicts to work after con¬ 
viction in accordance with their occupation before con¬ 
viction, or the general class with which they are identi¬ 
fied in business, as nearly as can be done without sacri¬ 
ficing good discipline and management, 

Second. Distribution of labor and diversity of em¬ 
ployment. 

We call attention to the following facts : 

According to the report of State Mine Inspector Hill- 
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house, there were engaged in Alabama as miners, inside 
and outside day men, in the year 1895, 9,766 employees; 
of these he assigns to the convict mines the following : 


Pratt Mines— 

Shaft Number 1.405 

Slope Number 2. 405 

Coalburg— 

Numbers 3 and 4. 401 

One-half of the latter convicts.200 

Number 9. 283

Or 13.23 per cent, of the whole number are convicts. 
In Jefferson county the whole number was 4,936, of 
which 1,293, or 25.99, are convicts. Judging from the 
whole number of convicts in Jefferson county to-day, 
employed in mining coal and at work incident to min¬ 
ing, not less than 15 per cent, of mine workers of the 
State of Alabama are convicts. Of these the white 
miners of the State have not furnished a single State 
convict, and we only have evidence of about five who 
have been sentenced to hard labor for the county. It 
therefore appears that one class of our fellow-citizens, 
from whom are derived, practically, no convicts, are 
brought into competition with about 65 per cent, of the 
convict labor of the State, or to the extent of about 15 
per cent, of the mining population. The testimony 
shows the following : 

First. That the laboring classes generally in the min¬ 
ing district are opposed to the present convict system, 
because of this unequal burden. 

Second. That the miners regard it as a great hard¬ 
ship, to them especially. 

Third. That when coal is short in sales, the convicts 
continue their usual output while the free miners are 
stopped. 

Fourth. That about ten per cent, of the total output 
of coal is mined by convicts, 

Fifth. That the general business interests of Jeffer¬ 
son county unjustly suffer. 

Sixth. That the free miners and laboring classes

generally, would be satisfied with a fair distribution of 
the competition of convicts with free labor. 

Seventh. That the mine operators so far as we could 
learn favor the present system. "We find," says our 
only witness among the operators, "that they are a ben- 
fit in case of strikes." This witness also says, "I am 
satisfied with the present convict system." He also 
says "I believe that convict labor does not effect free 
labor, on the other hand it has been a blessing to free 
labor in this country." He further says, "I think the 
convict system is injurious to employers of convicts, for 
in case of low price of coal they are compelled to sell 
Coal at any price to keep going, regardless of cost, they 
possibly enable a contractor to make better contracts." 

Several mine operators were invited to appear before 
your committee, but only one came. The conclusion, 
therefore, is, that the mine operators of the district, who 
do not employ convicts, are satisfied with the present 
system. In the opinion of your committee, the convict 
system is unjust and unfair to the mineral district of the 
State and to the free miners especially." 

The Present Situation of the Convict System. 

On January 1st, 1897, 

1810 State Convicts. 

788 County Convicts : Total 2598. 

Of the State convicts, 757 are under the management 
of the State and work on the State account; 985 are 
hired by the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co., and 68 to 
Milner, Caldwell & Flowers at Boiling. Since that time 
about fifty have been hired to Walter Bros., to work on 
the farm ; some of them were taken from the Tenn. C. & 
I. Co., and from those managed by the State. 

Those under the exclusive control of the State were 
distributed as follows : 

Prison Number One (Walls) 196. 

Prisons Numbers Two and Three, Speigner's, 393. 

Prison Number Four, State Farm, 168. 

Since January 1st, the women have been transferred 
from Prison Number One to Speigner's. 
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The State Property. 

The property consists of lands, prisons and their equip¬ 
ment, farm equipment, stock/implements, etc., and one 
cotton factory. 

Lands near Wetumpka, 764.50 acres, 

Speigner's, 4,175 65 acres, 

Tallapoosa River, 2,000 acres. Total 6,936.15 acres. 

Quality of Lands. 

The lands at Wetumpka and Speigner's are poor, Or 
third rate. Of that near Wetumpka about half is fit for 
cultivation. Of the other a very small portion is level. 

At Speigner’s the land is a little rolling, except the creek 
bottom, of which there is about 1000 acres, mostly in in¬ 
ferior timber. On some of these lands there are about 
three million feet of good pine timber. There are in 
cultivation about 1,700 acres by convicts, 300 acres rented; 
about two hundred acres in old fields, the balance in 
woods. Without fertilizer this land will produce from 
three hundred to four hundred pounds of seed cotton or 
from five to ten bushels of corn. 

Tallapoosa River Place No. 4 is liable to overflow, so 
said, about once in ten years. This is splendid land for 
the production of corn. About one-third is first rate 
laud, open for cultivation. About one hundred acres of 
this quality can be added. One-third is second grade 
river lands, badly washed; the remainder is in sloughs, 
and too badly washed for cultivation. Recently two- 
hundred acres have been cleared. The general equip¬ 
ment of this property is first-class. The prisons are well 
built, well located and in good sanitary condition. Stock, 
farm implements, etc., are of the best. The mules at 
Speigner's are not in as good condition as at No. 4. The 
prisons are all well watered; at No. 1 from a spring;, 
at No. 2 and 3 from Mortor Greek ; at No. 4 a splendid 
artesian well. Very little more money and labor 
need be spent in further improvements. We note the 
following: 

During the two years ending August 31st, 1894, there 
was spent for improvements $38,913.48 (report, page 
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22nd and 23rd) ; in improvement last two years, $33,- 
231.50 (report 1896, page 15) ; making a total in four 
years of $72,144.93. At Speigner's there have been 
built the following splendid houses : The Mechanic’s 
house, $2,200 ; State Physician's house, $2,750 ; Warden's 
home. $2,100. For the description of these lands we are 
indebted to Mr. J. E. Bozeman, Engineer. Mr. Boze¬ 
man has drawed maps of the entire property, and has 
monumented all the lands. 

The Cotton Factory. 

This is at Speigner's, near Prison No. 2. It is a mag¬ 
nificent plant. The location, situation and architecture 
are of the best; the machinery all new and strictly first- 
class. It was planned by Mr. John Hill, of Columbus, 

Ga., and Mr. J, E Bozeman superintended its building. 
Capacity, 5,000 spindles and 150 looms ; present capac¬ 
ity, 3,328 spindles and 100 looms, capacity of engine 
and shafting, 200 to 275 horse power. The minimum, 

200 horse power, is sufficient to run full capacity of 
5,000 spindles and 150 looms. 

Cash cost about $66,000 (Mr. Hill) ; total cost, labor 
at $9 per month, $72,000 (Mr. Bozeman). 

Cost to complete capacity of mill, to-wit: 1,672 spindles 
and 50 looms, about $22,000 ; no cost of buying anything 
but the machinery ; power, shafting, room, etc., all pro¬ 
vided and complete now. It will be observed that after 
providing sufficient power for entire capacity there will 
be about 75 horse power surplus. 

Process of Manufacture. 

First. Operator puts an armful of cotton in box, and 
self-feeder to opener takes it and runs through opener 
and winds into laps and rolls of cotton. 

Second. Four of these laps or rolls are put on a feed 
table to the intennediate lapper, which evens it, doubles 
it four times and rolls it into another lap. 

Third. Operator takes four of these laps and puts 
them on the finishing lapper, which doubles these four 
into one and produces a lap at the other end of the ma- 
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chine. "The skill required for this process is to put 
the cotton in at one end and take it away from the 
other." 

Fourth. Finisher lap put to rear of each carder; 
carder does the rest, coils the cotton, well carded, in tin 
cans. Skill required : " Operator lays the lap into cards 
and takes the cards away." 

Fifth. Six of these cans are put to each delivery of 
the machinery, and become six into one, and delivered 
into tin cans. 

Sixth. Same as fifth. 

Seventh. Same as sixth. 

Eighth. One of the cans from sixth process is placed 
back of each spindle of a slubber, stock goes through 
machine, which winds and bobbins, etc. 

Skill required, "Attendant keeps the cans of stock at 
machinery, and ties a broken thread." 

Ninth. Two of the slubber bobbins put into a creel; 
skill required to supply bobbins and take product 
away. 

Tenth. One bobbin for ninth process is put on 
spinning frame ; 208 bobbins for 208 spindles ; skill re¬ 
quired, "twelve to fourteen year-old children usually 
attend spinning frames and do all the work of the tenth 
process." 

Eleventh. Spooling the yarns from spinning bob¬ 
bins into spools; skill required, -"work usually done 
by youths and requires little more skill than to tie a 
knot." 

Twelfth. Warping. One hand usually does the 
warping of the mills. 

Thirteenth. Slashing. Taking the large beams from 
the warper, and putting them through sizing of starch 
and drying, and then putting the yarn in the loom beam 
for weaving; skill required, "this requires more experi¬ 
ence than either of the previous processes, so for as the 
operator himself is concerned, but quite ordinary intelli¬ 
gence soon enables one to run the slasher." 

Fourteenth. Drawing the end of the wraps through 
loom harness' eyes ; skill required, "twelve to fourteen 
years old children can do this." 

Fifteenth. Threading the loom reed. "Same skill 
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as harness." 

Sixteenth. Weaving and making into cloth ; skill re¬ 
quired, "the weaver has to have more experience than 
the operators in any other process, but no great intelli¬ 
gence is required. Any one with medium intelligence 
can soon become a weaver on plain white cloth." 

Seventeenth. Cloth is passed through brusher, "no 
skill required." 

Eighteenth. Folding and measuring by the folder ; 

"the operator puts the cloth in the machine, takes it 
away and marks goods." 

Nineteenth. Bailing for sale. This completes the 
process. The Committee is indebted to Mr. John Hill 
for the above description of processes. The quotations 
are Mr. Hill's own words. He says further : 

"Observation of the mill operatives will show that the 
machinery is largely automatic and the machines do the 
work, and the operative simply feeds and takes away. 

In some of the processes the operative has some work 
further than referred to, but any very moderate intelli¬ 
gence will enable any operator to become a good mill 
operative, in such as at Speigner’s." 

In this opinion your committee fully concurs, and we 
have no doubt that the convicts have all the intelligence 
required and will soon acquire skillful dexterity. 

Cost and Profits. 

About one-half the cost of cloth is the cotton, and the 
other half labor and other expenses. If cotton were 7 
cents per pound, cloth would be worth 15 cents per 
pound. The labor cost alone in such mills as Speigner's 
is about thirty to thirty-five per cent, of the whole. On 
an average the operatives in cotton factories earn from 
90 cents to $1.00 per day, or twenty-two to twenty-six 
dollars per month. If, therefore, these convicts work¬ 
ing in cotton mills can do as much as free labor, they 
would be worth from 90 cents to $1.00 per day. Esti¬ 
mating their intelligence and skill at three-fourth of or¬ 
dinary mill operatives, they will therefore earn from 
fifteen to twenty dollars per month. These figures are 
furnished by Mr. Hill. The maintenance of these con- 
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victs will not exceed $7.50 per month. Therefore there 
ought to be a profit of at least from $6 00 to $10.00 per 
month. This takes into consideration no profit on cloth 
whatever; simply the labor cost and maintenance. 

Convicts at Work in Cotton Mill. 

Mr. Bozeman, the superintendent, says: "We now 
employ 90 convicts in factory, of which 33 are women, 

25 boys under twenty years of age, and 10 men over 
sixty years of age. The following free labor is employed 
besides the Superintendent; an engineer, two foremen 
and seven experienced operators. After about two 
months will have only one machinist and two foremen. 
The payroll of the cotton department for December was 
$406.00 ; the estimated capacity of the mill is five bales 
of colton, or seventy-five hundred yards per day of 
twelve hours. We are of the opinion that with ordinary 
business management, the mill will be a great sucess. 

The property owned and operated by the State is in 
splendid condition and equipment, and with good busi¬ 
ness management and more exaction of labor from con¬ 
victs, which can be done without inhumanity, can be not 
only self sustaining, but operated at a profit. The re¬ 
cord of the last 2 years shows this. 

Condition of Convicts Managed by the State. 

On the 13th day of January there were 134 at Prison 
Number 1, or the Walls ; of these, 13 were classified as 
deadheads, twenty-seven were in the hospital, the re¬ 
mainder assigned to sundry duties about the prison and 
at regular work. We believe that many of these could 
do good work on plantation. At Speigner's the convicts 
were in good condition and very few on the sick list. At 
Number 4 we did not see the convicts, but all were up 
and at work. There is no question but at least seventy- 
five per cent, of these convicts can do fairly good work 
on plantation and in the cotton mills. At the Walls, 
nine men in the shoe shop, four of them are one legged 
and one walks on his knees from old paralysis ; their task 
is two pairs of shoes each; the material is put at 80 
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cents and the value of the shoes at $1.00 ; therefore 
these cripples are earning 40 cents per day, or $10.40 
per month.

County Convicts. 

On December 28th, a circular letter containing the fol¬ 
lowing interrogatories was mailed to the various pro¬ 
bate judges of the State. We have heard from the pro¬ 
bate judges of the following counties, to-wit:

These answers establish the following facts :— 

First. The great decline in the price of county con- 
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victs. 

Second. That about three-fourths are employed in 
mines. 

Third. That there is absolutely no competition among 
mine operators for county convicts. 

Fourth. That there is very little competition from 
any other source. 

Fifth. That less than two-thirds the cost allowable 
under the law is paid. 

Sixth. That only a few counties have anything left 
tor their fine and forfeiture funds, after paying 2 per 
cent, of the court costs. 

NOTE.—The following counties report costs paid in 
full: Covington, Conecuh, Cullman, Montgomery, Perry, 
Talladega; Jefferson for all hired at $9.00 per month 
and 50 per cent, for the remainder. 

The counties reporting surplus earnings in 1896, with 
the amount of each are as follows: Autauga, $300; 
Bullock, $167.60; Cullman, $67:97; Dale, $50; Perry, 
$100; Hale, $1,440.89; Jackson $156.80; Lowndes, 

$1,200 ; Montgomery, $1,524.99 ; Perry, $98.46 ; Sumter, 
$1,386; Talladega, $909.23; Tallapoosa, $300.00 ; Lee, 
$200.00 ; Jefferson, $12,000 ; total $19,691. Subtracting 
earnings of Jefferson, we have $7,601.16 for the other 
thirty-seven counties, except Mobile. In this calculation 
Mobile is not included. We received from Probate Judge 
Williams a most elaborate statement, which we append 
to "Exhibit D." Mobile is in the general estimate to 
the question concerning the costs. 

The Convict Problem. 

"Criminal Jurisprudence takes into consideration all 
criminal laws and the underlying principles." "Penol¬ 
ogy treats of the principle, degrees and methods of pun¬ 
ishment." 

There are many things in the criminal laws of Ala¬ 
bama not in accord with correct principles of criminal 
jurisprudence, but with this your committee has nothing 
to do. We begin with the convict after conviction, as we 
find him at the jail. 

The true principle upon which the solution of the 
problem should rest is Humanity, in its broadest sense, 

31s 
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just and proper punishment according to crime, financial 
considerations, and the regulation of the competition 
with free labor. In Alabama we have two systems, 

State and County. Under existing conditions the fol¬ 
lowing sums up the situation : First, in the matter of 
general treatment, convicts are humanely treated ; great 
inhumanity in the working of convicts and an outra¬ 
geous, disgraceful mortality ; no effort at reformation. 

Second. The revenues derived from State convicts 
sufficient to pay all costs of conviction, maintenance and 
a splendid profit. The revenue, derived from county 
convicts not sufficient to pay costs, and with few excep¬ 
tions little profits to go into the fine and forfeiture fund. 

Third. An unjust, unequal and wrongful competition 
of convict labor with the coal miners. 

There are, therefore, only two things to commend our 
present system, to-wit: First the general humane 
treatment of convicts. Second, the revenues derived 
from State convicts. The following are the most fla¬ 
grant failures, which demand correction : First, the ex¬ 
cessive mortality; failure to pay cost of conviction of 
county convict labor. 

The first and last can be effectually corrected by the 
limitation of convicts to work in mines; say 25 per cent, 
of the State and county convicts, consisting of the very 
best convicts physically and who have no organic or se¬ 
rious fuctional disease, or any injury, men only, and 
sentenced for not less than one year, and between the 
ages of twenty and fifty years ; provided that all convicts 
assigned to mines shall have previously recovered from - 
the effects of jail confinement. The second evil can be 
corrected by the abolition of the county convict system 
and making the convict fund responsible for costs, as is 
now the case for State convicts. 

We therefore recommend that the county convicts sys¬ 
tem be abolished, and all convicts sentenced to hard 
labor be committed to the penitentiary, 75 per cent., and 
not more than 25 per cent, be pennitted to work incident 
to mining ; or that county convicts be prohibited from 
working in coal mines, and not more than 40 per cent, of 
the State convicts be pennitted to work in mines, or at 
work incident to mining. If the latter is adopted all 
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felons should be sentenced to the State, and misdemean¬ 
ors only to hard labor for the county with no limit under 
10 years as to number to be hired. The following is the 
per centage of county convicts convicted for respective 
periods : 

12 months and under, 28 per cent. ; one to two years 
40 per cent.; over two years 32 per cent. 

To maintain the revenue is the real problem. The 
contract with the Tenn. Coal and Iron Company will ex¬ 
pire on January 1st, 1898 ; this contract was made in 
1888. Hon R. H. Dawson, in his testimony says that 
this was the "best contract the State ever had or ever will 
have;" in this opinion your committee fully concurs and 
for the following reasons, to-wit: First, the selling price 
of pig iron since contract was made has been reduced 
from one-third to one-half; second, the selling price of 
coal almost as greatly reduced ; third, a great surplus of 
free miners; fourth, a large increase in the number of 
convicts ; fifth ; a diminished demand for convict labor; 
sixth, the general financial and business depression; 
seventh, the almost Universal opinion in the approach¬ 
ing reduction of prices of free labor. 

For these reasons we confidently believe that the State 
will not be able to approximately maintain its present 
revenue under the present system. As in the past so will 
it probably be in the future, the chief revenue must be 
derived from mining coal. This the State can do hu¬ 
manely and without unjust competition with free labor, 
by limiting the number of convicts worked in the mines 
and consequently the output of convict coal. The State 
can do this by opening mines of its own and selling its 
coal in the market, or mining coal at an agreed price per 
ton for the owners of mines. The following facts should 
be carefully considered. 

First. In convict labor the State has a reliable, cer¬ 
tain, skilful labor, one that it can absolutely control. 
Second. That with the same skill and judgment in busi¬ 
ness management, it has, therefore, the advantage of 
any other operator. Third, that it could make contracts 
without a strike clause, thus giving it the advantage in 
the markets, both in an opportunity to sell and in the 
price. These remarks apply not only to coal mining, but 
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to every form of labor for which convicts are suited. 

Let us how enquire why mine operators want convicts. 
First, for the same reasons above given, to-wit: relia¬ 
bility. Second, because of the profit derived in working 
convicts. Through the first they can make definite con¬ 
tracts, and in effect control free labor ; the latter increases- 
the profits. We believe that it is not an illogical deduc¬ 
tion, therefore, that the present or other mine operators 
would be willing to sacrifice the latter to keep the for- 
inier, to-wit: The certain supply of a definite amount 
of coal; if they would not be influenced by this in leas¬ 
ing their mines to the State, then of course they would 
not be influenced by it in hiring the convicts. The log¬ 
ical conclusion, therefore, is that by limiting the amount 
of coal mined by convicts we increase the demand for 
that coal. Consequently, competition among operators 
for that coal. The method therefore to maintain the 
present revenue is to limit the amount of coal mined by 
convicts to about one-half of the present output, and for 
the State to mine this coal itself, and turn the profits 
into the State treasury, now enjoyed by the mine opera¬ 
tors. If contractors hire the convicts for so much per 
capita, or per classification and maintenance, they of 
course will deduct the latter from their estimate of their 
earnings before bidding. If the State works its own 
convicts, it of course will estimate the cost of mainten¬ 
ance in any contract it may make with lessors of mines. 

In both cases the convicts must be maintained. With 
equal management the cost must be the same; with 
equal work, the product of labor must be the same ; 
with equal management, the profits must be the same. 
Therefore, if contractors can make more out of the con¬ 
victs than the State, it must be due to one or all of these 
reasons, to-wit: Difference in maintenance, more work 
or better management. No one we suppose will agree 
that the State has a right to allow contractors to do what 
it would not do itself, in either bad treatment or over¬ 
work, and certainly the State by paying salaries suffi¬ 
cient can get as good managers. In other words, the- 
State should not grant to contractors prerogatives it de¬ 
nies itself, and certainly it is competent to manage its 
own business. We therefore recommend that the State 
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operate coal mines on its own account. 

Offer to Lease the State Coal Lands. 

The trustees of the State University have formally 
offered the State the lease of certain coal lands. They 
offer the lands for a royalty of 5 cents per ton. There 
are two seams of coal on the lands, according to the tes¬ 
timony of Dr. Smith—the Pratt seam, four feet thick, 
and the Newcastle seam, about six feet thick. It con¬ 
tains an abundance of timber, and three miles of rail¬ 
road will connect it with the Southern Railroad and the 
K. C., M. & B. For particulars see Exhibit "B." 

As "an illustration of the earning capacity of convict 
labor, let us suppose that all convicts working in mines 
were cutting coal, and that the price paid for this coal 
was the same as the price paid free labor. The task of a 
first class convict in the Pratt Mines seam of coal is four 
tons ; the price paid free labor for mining coal at Pratt is 
40 cents per ton. Therefore, the coal mined in one day 
by a first class convict is worth $1.60. This, of course, 
without expense to the operator. On this basis let us 
see what three hundred first class convicts would earn at 
the present price paid free labor and the present task of 
the convict: 300 x 4 tons= 1,200, at 40 cents per ton== 
480.00 per day, or $12,480 per month. 

Now, suppose the State had a contract to mine coal at 
the same price paid free miners, the State paying all ex¬ 
penses of mining now paid by the free minor, and the 
operator paying all expenses now paid by the operator. 

The free miner's expense is his own maintenance and 
the cost of miners' supplies—oil, powder, paper, squibs, 
etc. We have sworn testimony that the latter cost is at 
the rate of $2.55 for 100 tons of coal. Therefore, on 
daily output, to-wit, 1,200 tons, it would be $30.60 per 
day, or $795.60 per month. Now, add the maintenance 
of 300 convicts at $9.00 per month each, to-wit, $2,700.00, 
and we have the following statement as the result, to- 
wit : 
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Total earnings- per month.$ 12,480 00 

Expenses for miners' supplies.$ 795 60 

Expenses of maintenance.2,700 00 

Total expense. 3,496 90 

Net earnings.$8,984 40 


This proposition places the State and the mine oper¬ 
ator in precisely the same relation now existing between 
the free miner and the mine operator. 

Now, let us see what the State would get under the ex¬ 
isting system and present contract: 300 first class con¬ 
victs at $18.50 each—$5,550.00 net—which is $3,434.40 
less than the same number of convicts at the same task 
and mining the same amount of coal would earn if paid 
for their labor same as the amount paid for free labor. 

These figures illustrate the great possibilities of the 
State. We, therefore, believe that the law should au¬ 
thorize the State authorities to mine coal upon the fol¬ 
lowing terms and conditions : 

First. To contract to mine coal at an agreed price per 
ton, put in the railroad car or loaded in the tram car 
in the mines. 

Second. To lease a coal mine and mine coal on its 
own account. 

Third To hire its convicts, per capita or per classifi¬ 
cation, per month, to mine operators, the State main¬ 
taining, guarding, controlling, etc., the convicts. 

We think the relative advantages are in the order 
mentioned. If the State cannot make satisfactory con¬ 
tracts under any of the above provisions, then to pro¬ 
ceed at once to open mines of its own, on lands owned 
or leased for that purpose. This we regard as the most 
undesirable, because it might seriously cripple the min¬ 
ing business ; but should be resorted to as a dernier re¬ 
sort. 


Assignment of Convicts in Mines. 

In rooms, headings, air courses all on coal...80 per cent. 
On dead work in mines.20 per cent. 
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This 80 per cent, distributed in a coal mine, in such a 
way as to keep up the headings and air courses and to 
work all, the rooms, would produce an average for first- 
class convicts of 3.80 tons, second class 2.50 tons in a 
seam of coal four feet thick. Six hundred and fifty con¬ 
victs, about one-fourth of the present number, assigned 
to mines, fifty on the outside and six hundred in mines, 
three hundred first class and three hundred second class, 
80 per cent, or 480, 300 first class and 180 second class 
being on coal, the other 20 per cent., all second class, 
to dead work, would produce the following output of 
coal on the cars daily : 


First class men at 3.80 tons each. 1,140 tons 

Second class men at 2.50 tons each. 450 tons 


Total. 1,590 tons 

In round numbers, 1,600 tons per day. This at 50 
cents per ton, on railroad cars, would amount to $800 per 
day; $20,800 per month and $249,600 per annum ; cost 
of operating the mines $100.00 per day, or $2,600.00 per 
month. Cost of maintaining convicts, $9.00 per month 
each, $5,850.00; total cost., $8,450 00 net profits per 
month, $11,350.00; per annum, $135,000.00. 

In this estimate we call attention to the following 
facts : 

First, the assignment of these convicts is in accor- 
dence with expert testimony. Second, the task of first 
class convicts to-day at Pratt Mines is four tons ; the sec¬ 
ond class is three tons (see rules and regulations of 
board of inspectors). Third, at Pratt Mines and Coal- 
burg there are about 300 first class convicts. Fourth, at 
Pratt alone, on the first day of December, 1896, there 
were 280 second class convicts. Fifth, that the estimat¬ 
ed price for mining coal is ridiculously low. Sixth, that 
the cost of maintenance as estimated is more than what 
it really is. 

General Assignment of Convicts. 

It is estimated that there will be on hand the 1 st day 
of January, 1898, at least 2,650 State and county con- 
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victs. Of these about five per cent, or 132 would be in¬ 
valids ; assigned to mines, say, 650 ; assigned to other 
work, 1,868.

Entire cost of maintenance. 286,200 00

The estimate for the earnings of the 1,868 assigned to oth¬ 
er than mine work is $10.00 per month gross. Charging 
their maintenance at $7.50 per month, leaves only $1.00 
per month each, profit, or $12.00 per year. In this con¬ 
nection we call attention to the following facts : First, 
the testimony of Mr. W. H. Lawson, clerk of the Board 
of Inspectors, shows that for transportation, travelling 
expenses, clothing, feeding, guarding, hospital and med¬ 
ical attention, maintaining equipment, fuel and lights, 
bedding and furniture, the per capita cost was only $7.64 
per month ; $1.54 per month each less than the estimate, 
or amounting to $48,972.00 less than the aggregate esti¬ 
mates for maintenance. Second, that the State has re¬ 
cently hired convicts unsuitable for mine work, for four 
and three dollars and maintenance ; two to three dollars 
more, than the estimated net earnings of those outside of 
mines. 

Dr. Judson Davie testified, that at Speigner the cost 
of maintenance was not more than $7.00 per month. 

We believe that convicts in cotton mills and on the 
plantations can be maintained at a cost of from $6.00 to 
$7.00 per month. At mines it will be more. We do 
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claim that after excluding five per cent, for invalids that 
the remainder outside of mines can be made to earn 
each, $ 1.00 per month. 

To consummate the ends of genuine convict reform in 
this State, to maintain in Alabama a convict system 
commensurate with the high standard of this Christian 
civilization, to maintain the revenue as far as possible, 
consistent with the higher aims of criminal administra¬ 
tion, and to do justice to all our fellow citizens in the 
distribution of convict labor, we respectfully suggest the 
following important changes, to-wit; 

First. The abolition of the county convict system, or 
its limitation to misdemeanors, who shall be prohibited 
from working in mines. 

Second. The abolition of the lease system. 

Third. The just and equitable distribution of convict 
with free labor. 

We believe that these ends can be attained by the en¬ 
actment into law of Senate bill number 104, and hereby 
recommend its passage with such amendments as are 
necessary to perfect the bill without destroying its essen¬ 
tial principles.

REPORTS FROM SELECT COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Abercrombie from a select committee submitted 
the following report: 

To the General Assembly of Alabama: 

We, the undersigned members of the joint committee 
appointed by the general assembly to visit and inspect 
the State Nonnal School, located at Florence, Alabama, 
beg leave to submit the following as our report: 

Your committee visited the State Normal School at 
Florence on the 11th day of January, 1897, and saw the 
school at work. The school is located near the center 
of the resident portion of the beautiful city of Florence. 
The school building, together with thirteen acres of land, 
are estimated to be worth thirty-five thousand dollars. 
Your committee found the college building and grounds 
in good condition. There were nearly three hundred 
pupils attending the school. 

The average necessary expense of each pupil per ses¬ 
sion, including board, tuition, light, fuel, etc., is about 
one hundred dollars. There is a great demand for the 
graduates of this school as teachers. 
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The State appropriation to this school is seventy-five 
hundred dollars per year. 

Your committee was informed that the pay roll exceeds 
the fixed income by one thousand dollars per year, the 
deficit being supplemented by fees arising from tuition 
of scholars attending this school who do not live in 
Alabama and from fees arising from special courses. 
President Powers has the school under splendid control 
and is doing good work. 

President Powers takes a deep interest in the scnool 
and is fast bringing it to rank among the foremost insti¬ 
tutions of learning in the State. He is making it a 
normal school strictly. 

Having discharged its duty, the committee asks to be 
discharged.

The report was received and the committee discharged. 

Mr. Matthews, from a select committee, submitted the 
following report: 

To the General Assembly of Alabama: 

Your committee appointed to visit the Alabama Nor¬ 
mal College, located at Livingston, Alabama, beg leave 
to report: 

That they visited the school on Wednesday, the 13th 
day of January, 1897. The committee was pennitted tor- 
see and examine for themselves the practical workings 
of the school, but on account of the limited time of the- 
committee, the examination was necessarily an imper¬ 
fect one. 

Your committee believe that the educational advantages 
offered by the school to normal pupils are of a high or¬ 
der. In addition to the branches usually included in 
the normal course, vocal music, free hand drawing, 
physical culture and elocution are taught free of charge 
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The normal pupils may also have instruction in Greek, 
Latin, French, German and Spanish, by competent teach¬ 
ers free of charge. 

The instruction seems to be thorough, and we heard 
of very little complaint in that particular and none from 
patrons of the school. 

Your committee was especially struck with the moral 
and religious instruction which the pupils all receive. 

The school property is estimated by trustees to be of 
the value of $12,850. The college suffered a loss of five 
thousand dollars by fire in December, 1894, but by rea¬ 
son of the support and financial aid of the citizens of 
Livingston was enabled to proceed with the school work 
without losing a day. 

The school buildings and dormitories are excellent 
and well arranged. A special feature of the class rooms 
is that the walls are adorned with copies of the cele¬ 
brated pictures and paintings which should and doubt¬ 
less have an educational influence highly valuable. 

Your committee noted also that the rooms of the dor¬ 
mitories were unusually well furnished, with regard to 
neatness and comfortab eness. 

We were informed that the average number of normal 
pupils taught annually is about forty. We were also 
informed that a number of the normal graduates were 
filling positions as teachers in various parts of this and 
other states. 

The state appropriation to this school is $2,500. Of 
this fund,$ 2,160 is used to pay the principal and teach¬ 
ers. 

Your committee feels it its duty to report that they 
heard considerable complaint to the effect that the ex¬ 
penses of a pupil in the school are too high. The trus¬ 
tees reported to the committee that the price of board in 
the school is $12.50 per month, which includes servants' 
attention, washing, fuel and lights. We were informed 
by patrons of the school and others that it costs as much 
per year for a pupil in the normal college at Livingston 
as it costs at other colleges in the State having no appro¬ 
priation from the State. 

The committee also heard some complaint that there 
was a discrimination between the regular paying pupils 
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and the nonnal pupils in favor of the former. Your 
committee saw no evidence of this, and know nothing 
of the justness of the complaint. 

Your committee believe and so suggest that all the 
normal schools receiving appropriations from the State 
should be required to make an annual report to the gov¬ 
ernor, showing fully the work of the school, and other 
matters of interest connected with the school. 

Your committee further believe that the school offers 
unusual educational advantages and has done an excel¬ 
lent work in providing competent teachers for the State. 

Your committee would also especially commend the 
efforts of the distinguished principal of the school to 
offer to the poor girls advantages equal to those girls 
who are not poor. 

And your committee having submitted the above re¬ 
port, beg leave to be discharged.

REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Kilpatrick from a select committee submitted the 
following report: 

To the General Assembly of Alabama: 

The committee raised by joint resolution to visit Tus¬ 
caloosa and investigate the University, beg leave to re¬ 
port that they met in the city of Tuscaloosa on the 9th 
day of January and organized, electing as their chair¬ 
man Hon. B. L. Hibbard, of Monroe county. 

The committee was in daily session, Sundays excepted, 
from the date mentioned up to and including the 20th 
day of January. They examined a great number of per¬ 
sons, covering the faculty, trustees, students, alumni and 
citizens of Tuscaloosa. The committee finds the Uni¬ 
versity thoroughly and admirably equipped to take the 
place which it ought to occupy, as one of the great seats 
of learning of the South. The president and faculty are 
learned and efficient. Especially is that true with ref¬ 
erence to the departments of chemistry, physics and 
geology, in which departments professors and appliances 
are alike up to date. 

The buildings are commodious, well planned and ca¬ 
pable of accommodating a much larger number of stu¬ 
dents than have attended the University at any time 
since the war. In this connection, however, the com- 
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mittee is able to report, that the number of students 
present is a trifle over the average attendance for the 
last twenty-five years. With the seniors and the law- 
class out of the barracks the buildings could convenient¬ 
ly accommodate 186 undergraduates. The number pres¬ 
ent at this session is 163. The campus and its surround¬ 
ings is probably unequalled for beauty and attractive¬ 
ness by any other college grounds in our entire South, 
and it is the judgment of this committee that it would 
be indeed difficult to improve either upon the natural 
advantages or the location of the University. 

It was found by the committee at its first session that 
the services of a stenographer were absolutely essential 
to a proper discharge of its duties, and after some diffi¬ 
culty the committee was fortunate in obtaining the ser¬ 
vices of an alumnus of the University, Mr. Offnere 
Hope, to whose efficiency and faithfulness the commit¬ 
tee take pleasure in testifying. 

After a most laborious investigation which covered 
almost every conceivable detail of University life, the 
administration of the affairs of the Institution, the du¬ 
ties and conduct of the faculty, the powers and preroga¬ 
tives of the trustees, the relation of the students to the 
faculty, and in turn the relation of the faculty to the 
trustees, and in examination, not only into the daily life 
of the student, but the question of morals of the Uni¬ 
versity, the committee find that there has been a vast 
deal of misapprehension on the part of the public of this 
commonwealth in regard to this noble institution, misap¬ 
prehension which results in a great measure from a lack 
of information, and in some instances from wilful per¬ 
version of important truths. 

No Infidelity Prevails. 

Prominent among the latter has been the rumor which 
has been whispered all over the State, that the moral 
tone of the University has been such as to prevent its 
receiving its due share of the patronage of Alabamians. 
It has been said that infidelity and skepticism were more 
than winked at and were suggested in instruction. The, 
committtee is happy in being able to state that these re- 
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ports and rumors are absolutely false and without found¬ 
ation. Of the entire faculty, including the president, 
there are but four who are (not active, prominent mem¬ 
bers of orthodox Christian organizations and the four 
who are) not professors of any denominational faith and 
gentlemen of high moral character, and are prompt, and 
punctual in their attendance upon some church on Sun¬ 
day, the families of the latter without exception, being 
members of some Christian church, and this committee 
unhesitateingly affirms in this connection that the general 
moral tone of the University of Alabama cannot possi¬ 
bly suffer by comparison with that of any other institu¬ 
tion of learning of light character in the land. 

President Has No Authority. 

In the active government of the University the com¬ 
mittee found, to its astonishment, that the president is 
utterly without power in those respects in which the ex¬ 
ecutive of any great institution, business or otherwise, 
should possess plenary power. To illustrate the com¬ 
mittee's meaning: The president has no voice in the 
selection of the faculty, no power of suspension or re¬ 
moval, no matter what might be the misconduct on the 
part of any member of the faculty, no power or author¬ 
ity to make the most necessary pepairs in cases of emer¬ 
gency, and in all the details which are well nigh innu¬ 
merable connected with the government of so great an 
institution, the executive is helpless. In this connection 
the committee recommend that the president of the Uni¬ 
versity be made an ex-officio member of the board of 
trustees with a vote on all questions connected with the 
government of the institution, with power to recom¬ 
mend such removals or changes in the faculty or other¬ 
wise as in his judgment would injure to the well being, 
of the school. 

The discipline of the University is excellent. This 
committee knows of but one breach, serious in its char¬ 
acter, which has occurred in many years, and that was 
at a recent meeting of the board of trustees, notwith¬ 
standing the rule to the contrary, which has been of so 
long duration as to become part and parcel of the law of 
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the University, the trustees heard a complaint on the 
part of certain of the students against certain of the fac¬ 
ulty, and the trustees, so the committee was informed, 
made some sort of an investigation based upon that 
complaint. The law to which reference is had is, that 
all complains made to the trustees must pass through 
the president. The committee think that the precedent 
referred, to is subversive of college discipline and hurt¬ 
ful in all its results. 

It was stated to your committee as a, matter illustra¬ 
tive of the lack of authority on the part of the president 
and faculty, that for gross misconduct a student was re¬ 
cently sent home, and that by reason of influence with 
which your committee is not familiar, this student was 
re-instated and finished his course. 

Trustee Politicians Meet Once a Year. 

Pervading the entire investigation of the committee 
was the fact that the board of trustees of the University 
could not possibly, from the necessities of the case, leg¬ 
islate at their annual session for the entire tenn of the 
University, so as to include and cover very many matters 
of greatest importance. They convene during the com¬ 
mencement exercisee, and their session ordinarily ex¬ 
tends over three or four days. It is practically impos¬ 
sible in this short period of time for a board of trustees 
to infonn themselves as to the details connected with 
the management and control of the University. No 
matter how interested they may be in its prosperity, 
they could not in this brief time sufficiently inform them¬ 
selves upon the affairs of the institution. 

Your committee unqualifiedly recommend that there 
established a board of control, consisting of the presi¬ 
dent of the University and two resident citizens of Tus¬ 
caloosa or immediate vicinity, who shall have the prac¬ 
tical and absolute management of the internal affairs of 
the University. This, board might be constituted either 
from the board of trustees or independently of this board, 
and ought to be elected or at least nominated by the 
alumni of the institution, 
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Alumni Should Have Voice. 

The board of trustees ought to exercise purely a super¬ 
visory authority and at the aunual meeting at com¬ 
mencement, review in a general way, the actions of the 
president and board of control, but the committee is 
convinced that matters relating to the management and 
control of the University, should be practically commit¬ 
ted to the president, or acting perhaps in connection 
with the board of control. The executive head of any 
institution, financially, commercial or educational should 
have power and authority, commensurate, with his re¬ 
sponsibility, and the unanimous voice of those who are 
informed upon the present status of the University seems 
to be, that the president is too much restricted in the 
prerogatives that should attach to his position. 

The committee realize that the alumni of any college 
or University should have some voice in directing its 
affairs. It is not only essential that the graduates of a 
University should be loyal to their Alma Mater, but they 
should be enthusiastic in their devotion to its interests 
and advancement. We believe that the Alumni should 
have more consideration in selecting or suggesting the 
Trustees of the University. The constitution of the State 
provides that the trustees shall be appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernor, but without conflicting with the provision re¬ 
ferred to, the alumni might nominate the trustees and 
the Governor appoint upon their nomination. Another 
plan suggested is that the constitution be amended and 
that the alumni have the privilege of electing a certain 
proportion of the board. 

Whenever the alumni are permitted to have a voice 
in matters of this character they are brought closer to 
the University, and feel an individual and a common in¬ 
terest in its welfare. 

The high standing of the alumni of the University and 
their prominence in affairs of State and Nation, justify 
the committee in saying that their selections would re¬ 
bound to the interests of the institution, and that the 
trustees designated by them would be progressive and 
capable men.

President Should not Teach. 


We find that the law department of the University is 
susceptible of great improvement. Under existing con¬ 
ditions the course of instructions covers only one year, 
and the faculty of the law school consist of the presi¬ 
dent of the university and two practicing lawyers of the 
city of Tuskaloosa. There can be no question that the 
president should not be required to teach in any depart¬ 
ment and we recommend that the duty now imposed, 
npon the president in this respect be immediately re¬ 
moved. We recommend further that there be selected a 
Dean for the law school, that he be required to devote 
his entire time and attention to the upbuilding and 
maintenance of his department, that he be an accred¬ 
ited member of the faculty of the University and that he 
shall receive a salary of at least $2,500, perhaps $3,000. 
In connection with this department there might be one 
or two assistant instructors, acting under the direction 
of the Dean of the law school, who might be selected 
from the practicing attorneys of the city of Tuscaloosa. 
We are convinced that if this reccommendation were 
adopted and the course of instruction extended over two 
years, the law school would be practically, if not abso¬ 
lutely, self-supporting and that this branch of the Uni¬ 
versity would ultimately become a great credit to the 
State of Alabama. 

Abolish Military System. 

Your committee has carefully, and conscientiously in¬ 
vestigated the merits of the military system. At the 
last annual meeting of the board of trustees, a resolu¬ 
tion was adopted exempting the senior class from the 
operation of military. In this resolution this class was 
permitted to board outside the university and to be re¬ 
lieved of all duties incident to miltary discipline. The 
committee has ascertained that this rule has operated 
admirably, that the scholarship and conduct of the sen¬ 
ior class, is at least equal to that of any preceding class, 
and that the results attained, fully justify the action of 
the board of trustees. We recommend that within the 
next few years, that this rule be extended to the junior 
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class of the University, and that whenever the circum¬ 
stances justify it, the military system be entirely abol¬ 
ished. The great body of the alumni of the University 
oppose the military feature, and your committee believes 
that whenever it can be eliminated from the university, 
the prosperity of the institution will materially en¬ 
hanced. In this connection we recommend the amend¬ 
ment of the law which makes the rate of interest now 
paid upon the debt due the University by the State de¬ 
pendent upon the continuation of the military features. 

Whenever the income of the, University is sufficient to 
justify it, there should be established several additional 
schools, including a chair of biology, and a school of 
pharmacy. It would also greatly add to the facilities of 
the University if a department of dentistry and a school 
cf electric engineering were established, the latter of 
which might be in connection with the present chair of 
civil engineering. Most of the great Universities have 
these school in their course of construction, and in the 
judgment of your committee they are essential to the 
growth and prosperity of the State University. 

Student Expenses Reduced. 

We have made an exhaustive investigation of the ex¬ 
penses devolving upon the students in attendance at the 
University. It has been urged against the school that 
the expenses to a student are higher than those of other 
Universities, with which it comes in competition. There 
are several respects in which these expenses can be re¬ 
duced. We believe that the board can be reduced from 
$12 to $10 and when the attendance is increased, it can 
be reduced to $8 per month. The incidental fee of $15 
per year now assessed against the student, should be 
abolished. It is practically a charge for tuition and 
serves no useful purpose. It might be also advisable to 
slightly reduce the charges for laundry, fuel, lights and 
attendance. By making the changes suggested your 
committee believes that the total expenses to the student 
paid into the cadet fund, could be reduced from the 
present rate of $172.50 to about $150 and that this re- 
ductipo yould result in a considerable increase in at- 
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Endowment Too Small. 

The present endowment of the University from all 
sources amounts to about $27,000. This includes the 
royalty from University lands and the interest paid by 
the state on its indebtedness to the University. $25,000 
of this amount is annually consumed in the payment of 
the salaries of the officers and faculty of the University. 

It is manifest that this endowment should in some man¬ 
ner be materially increased. The number of students 
attending the Universities of learning, which have en¬ 
dowments, seem to bear a clearly cut ratio to the amount 
of such endowment and in this connection your commit¬ 
tee beg the leave of incorporating in their report a very 
valuable paper, prepared with great care and labor by 
Dr. Eugene A. Smith, of the faculty of the University 
of Alabama, with the accompanying tabulated statement 
explaining and illustrating the relation of numbers to 
the amount of endowment. 

Some Statistics of Colleges and their Teachers as Applied to 
the University of Alabama. 

The adverse criticism to which the University of Ala¬ 
bama has been subjected at the hands of its Alumni, by 
inference its friends, and of others indifferent or dis¬ 
tinctly or unfriendly, naturally fall into two classes, viz. 

1st—those hingeing upon the number of students in at¬ 
tendance, and 2nd—those based upon the character of 
the instruction given here, and the results attained, as 
shown by the scholarship and characters of the young 
men annually turned out as graduates from this institu¬ 
tion. 

In the minds of the majority of our citizes, the prin¬ 
cipal, if not the only criterion by which the success of 
an institution of learning is measured, is the number of 
its student body. This general opinion finds its expres¬ 
sion in newspaper criticisms as well as in public docu¬ 
ments, in which, while the high character of the Alumni 
of the University and the eminent positions held by 
many of them in the councils of the State and of the na- 
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tion are conceded, the institution is yet deemed deserv¬ 
ing of public reproach on the ground that with an en¬ 
dowment of $24,000.00 annually of the public funds, It 
cannot be said far to outstrip in numbers, other institu¬ 
tions in the State which are practically without endow- 
msnt. Naturally the easiest thing to do in such cases is 
to hold the faculty responsible for the limited patronage, 
ascribing it either to the incompetence of the professors 
or to their lack of judgment in the arrangement of the 
courses of study. If however, the statistics of a large 
number of colleges and universities be carefully exam¬ 
ined, in which all kinds of faculties, good, bad and in¬ 
different, and all kinds, of courses of study are repre¬ 
sented, we shall certainly find that the individual pe¬ 
culiarities of the faculties and of the courses of study 
play a comparatively unimportant part hi determining 
the number of students ; but that these peculiarities, in 
some other respects are of most vital importance, no one 
will be disposed to deny. 

The World Almanac furnishes each year a mass of 
valuable statistics, among them those of about five hun¬ 
dred of the colleges and universities of the United States. 
The statistics which have been used by me are those 
published in the Almanac of 1896. They were supplied 
by the president of the institutiouns and represent, pre¬ 
sumably with accuracy, their condition at the end of the 
year 1895. 

By means of these statistics and our annual catalogues, 
it is possible to show beyond denial, that the average 
attendance of the University of Alabama, since its or¬ 
ganization in 1831, has been perfectly normal, and that 
reproach on this score is absolutely undeserved. 

I have gone pretty carefully through the entire list of 
five hundred or more, and have selected about one hun¬ 
dred and twenty of the better known institution for 
closer examination, and of these I here lay before you 
the statistics of fifty, including all the State Universities 
given in the list, and a number of other institutions well 
kn own to all. That the cases selected, represent fairly 
the entire list, can I think be verified by anyone who 
cares to do it. In list A, I have arranged the institutions 
in the order of their incomes ; in this, Alabama stands. 
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practically at the foot of the list of State institutions, the 
Universities of Oklahoma and New Mexico, which have 
been organized since 1892, being our only competitors 
for that honor. Calculation has been made in each case 
of the relation between the amount of the income from 
all sources (tuition, interest on endowment funds, &c.,) 
and the number of students in attendance, and in list B, 

I have arranged these colleges in the order of the num¬ 
ber of students for each thousand dollars of income. In 
this list the University of Alabama holds a most honor- 
orable place. 

The most remarkable thing revealed by the study of 
the entire body of college statistics presented in the 
World Almanac, is the wonderful close correspondence 
between the number of students in attendance and the total 
income of the institution, whether derived from tuition 
fees or from interest on endowments or from the two 
combined, 

These statistics furnish also the basis of a rational 
arrangement of institutions of instructions above the 
grade of the ordinary primary school, into three classes 
with distinguishing characteristics, as follows : 1. The 
Academy, in which the instruction is usually confined to 
the Mathematics English, Latin and Greek, and occa¬ 
sionally to the natural sciences. The teachers are few 
in number and each gives instruction on more than one 
subject. Academies are usually without an endowment, 
and their incomes are derived from tuition fees and from 
the profits of the boarding departments. With instruc¬ 
tion in all the departments given by one or two teachers 
who are not specialists, academies may be, and generally 
are, conducted successfully with an expenditure of $20.00 
to $50.00 per student, and the attendance upon which 
tney may reasonably count is from 20 to 50 students for 
every $1000 of income. 

2. The Colleges. In these an essential feature is that 
the instruction is given by specialists in each department. 
The subjects taught are English, Latin, Greek, Mathe¬ 
matics, and some of the Sciences, usually Chemistry, 
Geology, Physics, Astronomy and Biology. In the pure 
college, there is only one faculty, i. e. the philosophical, 
and no attempt is made to maintain the school of law, 
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medicine or theology. The employment of specialists 
and the wide scope given to the instruction by laborato¬ 
ries, collections and the like, make it impossible to carry 
on the work of the college with the income derived from 
tuition fees alone, and colleges are therefore necessarily 
endowed institution's. The statistics of about five hun¬ 
dred institutions in the United States show a surpris¬ 
ingly uniform relation between the amount of the en¬ 
dowment and the number of students. This varies from 
five up to eight students for each $1000.00 of income, 
whether derived from interest on the endowment alone, 
or from that and tuition fees combined. The colleges 
therefore in the restricted use of the tenn above given, 
expend for providing instruction by specialists, from 
$125 to $200 for each student in attendance. This of 
course does not] mean expenditures for board, books, 
clothing, &c, but merely for the pay of the instructions 
and for laboratories and other appliances. 

Along with the colleges are to be classed the technical 
schools, which are only colleges devoted to a more limit¬ 
ed number of subjects of instruction. In such schools 
the necessary oulay for laboratories, apparatus, work¬ 
shops, and collections is in proportion to the income, 
very great, and we consequently find that the technical 
schools expend per student, more perhaps than any other 
of the classes above named. This expenditure may be 
as in the case of the Worcester Polytechnic as much as 
$770 per student, equivalent to 1.3 student for each $1000 
of income. The Rose Polytechnic at Terra Haute, Ind., 
has 2.7, the Massachussetts Institute of Technology 2.9, 
the Alabama Polytechnic 5.1 students per $1000. And 
in general, the Agricultural and Polytechnic colleges 
have a smaller attendance in proportion to their incomes 
than do the ordinary colleges of approximately similar 
grade, unless, as will be shown later, they combine with 
the college proper, the feature of an academy. 

3. The Universities. Like the colleges, the Uiversi- 
ties employ specialists in the several departments of in¬ 
struction, and they provide by means of labortatories, 
apparatus, and collection for the greatest possible effi¬ 
ciency in this instruction. Unlike the colleges, the Uni¬ 
versities maintain in addition to the philosophical facul- 
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ty, the faculties of medicine, law, and theology. In 
proportion to the wider range of the instruction 
offered and the perfection of appliances provided, the 
Universities are still less than colleges, in a posi¬ 
tion to be supported by tuition fees alone, and they 
are hence usually well endowed, receiving incomes 
ranging from $100,000.00 to $1,000,000.00 and more 
annually. They alone can afford to expend for the 
employment of specialists for their, professors, from 
$250.00 to $400.00 and more for each student in at¬ 
tendance. The statistics show that the great universi¬ 
ties have generally from 2. 5 to 5 students for each 
$1,000.00 of income,—4 being perhaps a fair average. 

The above named proportions, while as I feel very 
sure they express the operation of a natural law, and are 
therefore measurably fixed and unalterable, are never¬ 
theless, as may be seen by a study of the tables A & B 
of statistics above presented, apparently liable to many 
exceptions. If we examine these apparent exceptions 
we shall find them to be due to the facts that some of the 
schools cited combine the features of more than one of 
the grades named. Thus if we find a college with more 
than eight students to the $1000.00 of income, we may 
be sure that college has either a preparatory department 
in connection with it and counts these academic students 
in its catalogues, or else that the conditions for entrance 
in the Freshman Class isbelow the usual college standard. 
Summer schools, a modification only of the preparatory 
system of instruction, may be classed here. I have 
taken the trouble of writing for in fonnation on this point 
to those colleges on the list here presented which show a 
larger proportion of students, than 8 to the $1000.00 of 
income, and the replies have invariably shown that one 
or the other of these two explanations holds good. 

Again, on the other hand, when a college shows a rela¬ 
tively small attendance per $1000.00 of income, say five 
students or less, it means generally that its courses of 
instruction or more or less technical in nature, requiring 
a great outlay for apparatus and laboratories. Of course, 
these schools, which include the agricultural and mechan¬ 
ical colleges, may like any of the others, bring up their 
average by having preparatory classes or summer 
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schools. 

In a similar way, there are institutions of a grade, in¬ 
termediate between the college and the university; as 
for instance colleges with a department of law, or depart¬ 
ment of medicine, but without the four full faculties. 

I have further taken the trouble of preparing two 
tables relating to the University of Alabama, one giving 
the statistics of the number of students each year from 
the organization of the institution up to its suspension 
at the close of the Civil War, and the other from the re¬ 
organization in 1871 up to the present time. I have 
also taken in to account the probable amount of income 
derived from tuition fees daring the time when there 
was a charge for tuition. The average attendance from 
1831 to 1860 was 97, and the average incomb (annual) 
$20,000—giving the proportion of 4.8 students to the 
$1000.00 of income. During the war—1860 to 1865—the 
average attendance was 231, and the aevrage income 
from tuition and endowment $36,500.00—making a pro¬ 
portion between students and income 6 3 to the $ 1,000.00. 
The proportion of students to $1000 of income for 1831 
to 1865 was about 5.2 as nearly as we can get at it. 

Since 1871 for the first fifteen years, a tuition fee of 
$40.00 a year was charged, but as a matter of fact, the 
trustees were empowered to allow three students from 
each county in the State to attend the university free of 
tuition. In this way, some 125 students each year paid 
not tuition, and the income of the college from these 
fees was not more than $2,000 a year, and the total in¬ 
come about $26,000. The average attendance during 
this period was 153 and the number of students to the 
$1,000 of income was about 6. 

Since 1886-7 there has been no charge for tuition, 
and the income has been $24,000.00 from interest on the 
endowment and about $2,000.00 from fees. The average 
attendance has been 194.6 and the number of students 
in porportion to the $1,000.00 of income; 7.5. The mean 
proportion during the twenty-five years since the re-or¬ 
ganization in 1871 being 6.6. 

All these averages before and during the war, and 
since the re-organization, fall, as may be seen, within 
the limits above shown to be normal for schools of this 
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grade. The number of students per $1,000.00 of income, 
since the session of 1886-7 when tuition fees were abol¬ 
ished 7.5, is a good showing, in comparison with which 
we come into competion, and a good showing in com¬ 
parison with any of the true colleges. 

Our average during the present session, 6.1, when 
the number of students has been run down by causes 
easily explained and easily avoidable, is still well within 
the limits characteristic of our class of schools. 

During the war there were at times 300 or more 
students, in attendance here during the college year, 
and the cause is not far to seek. On account of the 
war, the schools of the State were broken up, and the 
University had many applications for admission from 
boys who were not at all prepard to enter the Fresh¬ 
man Class. For their accommodadion, a prepartory 
school was organized, and kept in operation till the 
surrender. 

If these figures teach anything, they show with unde¬ 
niable certainty, at least two things—First, that during 
the past twenty-five years (and indeed since its organi¬ 
zation in 1831) this University has been conducted 
strictly and consistently along the lines of a college or in¬ 
cipient university, and so far as the number of students is 
concerned, has attained just precisely the limit set by its 
income—no more, no less ; and moreover, has attained 
just precisely the degree of succss as regards number of 
students in proportion to income that all other colleges 
have done, and all other colleges will do to the end of 
time. 

Second—that there are only two possible ways of in¬ 
creasing pennanently, beyond a certain limit, say an 
average of 200, the number of our student body ; the first 
being to increase the endowment, thus attracting to us 
by offering a greater variety and efficiency in our courses 
of instruction, a greater number of students ; the second 
being to abandon once for all the idea of keeping up to 
the college standard, by either lowering our terms of ad¬ 
mission so as to admit into our Freshman Class all who 
may come to us, or by establishing here a preparatory 
school for those not yet far enough advanced to enter the 
Freshman Class as now conditioned. Summer schools

in operation at many of the colleges of the country, are 
in effect simply schools for elementary instruction either 
of those who intend later to enter the regular college 
classes, or of those who need this elementary instruction 
to prepare them for teaching certain subjects. In either 
case, preparatory classes or summer schools, the number 
of students listed in the catalogues is increased. 

The history of other colleges shows also that some in¬ 
crease in the number of students—1 to 2 per $1,000— 
may be made by the institution of accredited schools, i. 
e. schools from which students are admitted without ex¬ 
amination into the Freshman or Sophomore classes of the 
Universities upon the certificate of the teacher of the 
school. This system while establishing a closer relation¬ 
ship between the Universities and the secondary schools 
and in that far beneficial, yet it is in some cases, consid¬ 
ered detrimental to the cause of thorough education; for 
the teachers, desirous of making a good showing by- 
recommending and inducing their students to enter the 
Universities are too apt to send up young men not fully 
prepared for the class to which they are recommended. 
The establishing of the accredited schools therefore 
appears to be in effect a lowering of the standard of ad¬ 
mission into the college. 

We have thus, so far as I can see, to choose between 
two alternatives, so long as our endowment remains at 
its present figure,—1st., to attract a larger number of 
students here by lowering the standard of admission, JOT 
by instituting preparatory classes, and receive abuse 
from one class of our citizens, or 2nd.—to keep to our 
present standard, without the possibility of permanently 
increasing our numbers, and thus receive abuse from all 
the rest. It may be noted that those who would criticise 
us for lowering the standard, while comprising the most 
intelligent of our friends and enemies and especially of 
our alumni, would nevertheless be in the minority, since 
the great majority would let us alone if we had our halls 
full of students, in whatever way the might be induced 
to come. 

But there is an obverse to this picture, for there is no 
good reason why with persistent and detennined effort 
on the part of our alumni and others in the State inter- 
348 
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ested in the higher education our income should ever re¬ 
main at the beggarly sum which now represents it. 

Not a State in the Union out of its swaddling clothes, 
shows so badly as Alabama in this particular. 

With every $1,000.00 increase in the income, of the 
University we could be certain of six or seven additional 
students without lowering our standard and even with 
elevating it.

1. It will be seen from the foregoing that the ratio 
of attendance at the University of Alabama to its endow¬ 
ment is larger than that of other institutions of learn¬ 
ing of like character; and the committee is strongly im¬ 
pressed with the conviction that if we of Alabama, 
would have in our commonwealth a great State institu¬ 
tion of learning, which will rank with the best in the 
land, for high character and a lofty plane of instruction, 
we must, regardless of all cries of a short-sighted econo¬ 
my, provide an endowment commensurate with the mag¬ 
nitude of the result desired. 

That the State of Alabama has not been true to its 
trust with reference to this institution is a matter of 
painful history; and it is high time that its shortcom¬ 
ings in the administration of the most sacred obligation 
should be rectified by its citizens. The State has receiv¬ 
ed the full benefit, at a time when probably it needed it, 
of funds and property which rightfully belonged to its 
ward ; and common honesty as well as the dignity of our 
commonwealth alike demand that restitution be made. 

This matter has been so forcefully presented, by a dis¬ 
tinguished citizen of Tuscaloosa and an Alumnus of the 
University, Mr. J. H. Fitts, at the present session of the 
General Assembly, that the committee need say nothing 
further, except to indulge the hope that the bill now 
pending, which provides simply for restitution, shall re¬ 
ceive the hearty support of every member of both 
branches of the legislature, who loves his State and has 
a sincere (regard for the welfare of its children, regard¬ 
less of party) predilection. 

It has been charged that politics enter largely into 
the control and administration of the affairs of our State 
college. It may be in some respects that this charge is 
well founded, but so far as the immediate personnal of 
the University is concerned, your committee find abso¬ 
lutely no political shade or complexion. Among the 
students are to be found children of-Democratic, Republi¬ 
can and Populistic fathers, all alike earnest in their ef¬ 
forts to acquire knowledge, in their devotion to the col¬ 
lege, and in the hope that the legislature may do some- 
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thing to exalt it to the very highest plane. 

Condemn Business Methods. 

Perhaps the greatest need and one which most strong¬ 
ly impressed your committee, is the necessity of more 
practical business methods in the administration of the 
financial and economic affairs of the institution. We 
need but give one illustration and this without intimat¬ 
ing the slightest suspicion of any wrong doing, but as a 
simple evidence of the lack of business sagacity and 
judgment in conducting affairs of great magnitude 

From the report made by Examiner Lapsley and also 
the report made by Examiner Keeves, and from other 
sources of information placed at the command of the 
committee, it is found that something like $190,000 of 
the fund of this University, running through a long se- 
rios of years, has been disbursed by a member of the 
board of trustees, on his simple check, unaccompanied 
by any voucher of any character whatever, and without 
this trustee being placed under any bond in any sum 
whatever. 

We find further in this connection, that the act of the 
General Assembly of Alabama, approved Feb., 5th, 

1885, providing for the sale of certain lands belonging to 
the University of Alabama, provides, among other things 
that the trustees of the University shall appoint one or 
more person, not of their own body, to attend to the sale 
of such lands. That such person or persons shall give 
bond and good security te be approved by such trustees. 
That in an ordinance adopted by the trustees, June 18th, 
1885, in pursuance of the legislative act referred to said 
trustees provided for the election of a land commission¬ 
er, and also for a committee of three members to be 
known as the committee on the University Land Grant. 
The lamented Hargrove was elected as such Land Com¬ 
missioner , and acted as such up to the time of his death. 
There was also elected a committee of three as the com¬ 
mittee on the University land grand. The ordinance 
further provides that the office of Land Commissioner 
shall be in the University buildings, where shall be kept 
35s 
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all the books and papers pertaining to the business of 
his office ; and that at said office, all business connected 
therewith shall be transacted. It provides that there 
may be a temporary withdrawal of papers by said com¬ 
missioner in his discretion, provided, that the same be 
returned as soon as said temporary purpose is subserved. 

Law Willfully Violated. 

Your committee find that since the death of Mr. Har¬ 
grove, no person has been elected to fill the office which 
he occupied, but that the chainnan of the. land grant 
committee, the Hon. Willis G. dark of Mobile, has been 
discharging all the duties of Land Commissioner, (except 
in selling land) and there is no office of the said land 
grant commission kept at the University, as required 
by law, but if there be such an office, it is kept in the 
city of Mobile. Not only the spirit but the letter of the 
law itself is thus plainly violated, and the committee 
respectfully suggest that these matters may be rectified 
at as early a date as is possible, if we would further, as 
is greatly desired, a correct and wise business manage¬ 
ment in controlling the affairs of the University. 

Faculty is Too Large. 

Along the lines of economy and with the records of 
other Universities before the committee, we are inclined 
to think that the number of the faculty is larger than 
the present endowment and attendance of students will 
justify. We respectfully suggest to the trustees that 
much might be saved by uniting two of the chairs as 
now constituted. For instance, we think that one able 
professor could well fill the chair of Ancient Lan¬ 
guage and Literature, as one learned gentleman now 
fills most acceptably the chair of Modem Languages. 
While we may be treading on dangerous ground here, 
we still feel constrained to express the opinion, that one 
professor could very well fill the chair of History, Phil¬ 
osophy and English, and by way of suggestion, the ad- 
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ditional school of Electrical Engineering might very well 
he combined with the chair of Civil Engineering; and 
should there be an abolition of the military feature, 
there would no longer be a necessity for a Quartermas¬ 
ter and Commissary. In what your committee have so 
suggested there would be a saving of $5,100 annually 
from the endowment fund of the University. 

Before concluding this report your committee desires 
to say that, while they learned of no complaint as to 
intemperance among the students of the University, 
but on the contrary their infonnation in that regard was 
most favorable, yet it would greatly relieve the anxiety 
of many fond fathers and mothers in Alabama who have 
sons in that institution, if there were no barrooms in 
Tuscaloosa. Rumors have floated in the years past, and 
even until now, detrimental to this great school and they 
have never been refuted as they should have been, and 
we believe it to be now the duty of the president and 
faculty of that institution and the trustees of the same 
to promptly defend it against these charges, and where 
they are true, too, with equal promptness, correct the 
evil. 


Injunction to Legislators. 

Now, in conclusion, need we say that a great respon¬ 
sibility rests upon the General Assembly of Alabama, 
with reference to this school, to foster and maintain it, 
in accordance with the trust reposed in its members 
by all of our people, for the good of those who 
are with us now and those who are to come after, 
us. The moral, intellectual, social, and lastly, the 
pecuniary welfare of our great State depends upon, the 
education of her people. Yes, and even more than 
this, the very liberties of those who are to follow after 
us in the ages to come depend upon it. For, as the 
sun insists upon light and gladness, so does intelli¬ 
gence insist upon Liberty. But, as at night when the 
sun is gone, poor nature loves to weep, so when educa¬ 
tion and intelligence are no longer with us, we too 
will weep, in chains and slavery, in the darkness of 
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ignorance.

REPORT FROM SELECT COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Brewer from a select joint committee submitted 
the following report, which was ordered to lie on the 
table : 

Mr. President: 

The Joint Committee, appointed to revise the revenue 
system and laws of the state, and which was authorized 
to sit during the recess of the General Assembly, beg 
leave to state that they met on the 6th of January, at 
Montgomery, and have continued their labors from that 
day forward, having under consideration the subject 
which was referred to them. 

The Joint Committee, took as a basis of action, the 
codification of the statutes lately prepared by the Hon. 

W. L. Martin, and now under consideration by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, so far as the same relates to the revenues 
of the state, being desirous of forming a system in har¬ 
mony with itself and not in conflict with the labors of 
the Commissioner. In pursuance of this plan, your 
Committee have prepared several additional sections and 
a number of amendments to that part of the report of the 
commissioner, to be considered, when the Code, as pre¬ 
pared, shall come up for consideration, so that such as 
may be adopted, may be incorporated in the Code. 

Your committee were influenced to this method by a 
verbal understanding with the Code Committee, that 
that Committee would leave to this Committee, the en¬ 
tire subject of the revenue laws as prepared by the Com¬ 
missioner ; a fact which lends to this report a greater 
importance. 

In their labors your committee have had the valuable 
advice of Governor Johnston, Auditor White, Commis¬ 
sioner Martin and others, and especially that of ex- 
Auditor Purifoy, who consented to act as clerk of the 
Committee. 

In conclusion, your Committee ask that allowance be 
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made for the short time they have had to labor upon the 
very difficult subject assigned to them, and respectfully 
submit the result of their deliberations, with the remark, 
that they have striven to consider alike the interests of 
the tax payers and of the State.

Amend by adding the words " (other than 
poll taxes) " after the words "escaped taxes" in the sev¬ 
enth line. 

Section 3991. Amend by striking out the sentence be¬ 
ginning with the words "For services before the board 
of equalization" and ending with the words "chairman 
of. the board of equalization," said sentence being the sec¬ 
ond sentence of the section ; also by striking out the words 
"and for serving each notice issued by the board of 
equalization, against delinquent land owners, he shall 
receive a fee of fifty cents," after the words "delinquent 
tax payer," in the sixth line from the close. 

Section 3996. [Revenue Code, page 61,] Amend by 
adding at the close the words "but a failure to comply 
with the requirements of this section shall not invalidate 
the title to any property sold for taxes." 

Section 3998. (See section 38, page 63, Revenue Code 
of 1895.) 

Amend by striking out the entire section, and substi- 
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luting therefor the following: 

"On all delinquent taxes, there shall be paid, by the 
tax payer, as a penalty, one per cent, for each month or 
fraction thereof, that said taxes remain delinquent, up 
to July the first, and after said last named date, the 
penalty shall continue to run at the rate of eight per 
cent, per annum." 

Section 4002. (Page 64, Revenue Code of 1895). 

Amend by adding after the close of the first sentence, 
in the third line from the close of the section and after 
the words "in receipt," the words "but if such excess 
is not called for in three years after such sale, by the 
person entitled to receive the same, upon the order of 
the commissioners court or board of revenue, stating 
the case or cases in which such excess was paid, together 
with the descriptions of the land sold, when sold, and 
the amount of such excess, the county treasurer shall 
pass such excess of money to the credit of the general 
fund of the county, and make record of the same on his 
books, and such money shall thereafter be treated as a 
part of the general fund of the county." 

Section 4007. (Page 66, Revenue Code of 1895). 

Amend so as to read as follows : 

Section 4007. Shares of stock or interest in private cor¬ 
porations subject to levy and sale for taxes of owner; proce¬ 
dure. The shares or interest in the stock of private cor¬ 
porations, are subject to levy and sale for the payment 
of all taxes assessed against the owner thereof. To ac¬ 
complish such levy and sale, the tax collector shall make 
out and certify to the judge of probate, a bill against 
such owner, for the amount of the tax due from him, 
and any fee to the assessor or collector, and upon the 
approval thereof by the judge of probate, in writing 
endorsed thereon, such bill shall operate as a fieri facias, 
and thereupon such shares and interest, may be, by the 
tax collector or his deputy, levied upon and sold for the 
payment of such taxes, fees and costs, without having 
or obtaining the possession of such stock, by endorse¬ 
ment on the bill approved by the judge of probate, stat¬ 
ing the number of shares or other interest on which the 
levy is made and giving notice thereof to the custodian 
of the books of transfer of such corporation, if he be

known, and reside within the State, or if he be un¬ 
known, or if he reside without the State, by posting at 
the court house door of the county, and by publication 
for three successive weeks in a newspaper, published at 
or near the principal place of business of such corpora¬ 
tion ; all transfers of stock, made in good faith, for a 
valuable consideration, before notice of levy is given, 
are valid and operative, and must prevail over the levy. 
The levy and the sale thereunder may be made in the 
county of the residence of the tax payer, or in the county 
in which the corporation has its principal place of busi¬ 
ness ; and on making the sale, the tax collector must make 
to the purchaser, a trasfer in writing ; and the purchaser 
has the right to require the proper officer, to register 
such transfer on the books of the corporation, and with 
or without such registry, is entitled to all the rights and 
interest of the tax payer, as whose property such stock 
was sold." 

Section 4008. (See page 64, Revenue Code of 1895). 

Amend by adding at the close, the following words : 

"But the failure of the tax collector to so exhaust such 
personal property, shall not invalidate the sale of any 
real estate, but it shall render the tax collector and the 
sureties on his official bond, liable for the costs, which 
he shall be put to, in redeeming such real estate, over 
and above the amount of the taxes for the collection of 
which, the sale is made and interest thereon provided 
for, in case of such redemption." 

Section 4010. (Page 66, Revenue Code, 1895). 

Amend by striking out the last sentence beginning 
with the words "but such court has no power," and 
ending with the words "subject of taxation." 

Section 4026. (Revenue Code of 1895, section 45, 
page 73). 

Amend by striking out the words " and State treas¬ 
urer," wherever they occur in said section. 

Section 4027. (Revenue Code). 

Amend by striking out the word "by" in the fourth 
line, from the close of said section. 

Section 4039. (Revenue Code, page 28). 

Amend by striking out the figures "18" near the 
close, 
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Section 4042. (Revenue Code, page 79) . 

Amend by inserting the words "once a week for three 
successive weeks," after the words "given by publica¬ 
tion" in third line of said section ; also by striking out 
the figures "18" near, the close of said section. 

Section 4046. (Page 80 Revenue Code). 

Amend by striking out the figures "18" near the 
middle of said section. 

Section 4047. (Revenue Code, page 81). 

Amend by inserting the words "(without stating the 
items .of which said decree is composed) " after the 
words "decree was rendered," in the fifteenth line, and 
also by inserting the words "but no allowance shall be 
made for the publication of any matter other than is 
required by law," after the words "for each insertion," 
in the nineteenth line from the beginning. 

Section 4063. (Revenue Code, page 84). 

Amend by inserting the words "or section 4002," 
after the words "proceeding section" in the eighth line. 

Section 4069. 

Insert, after this section, the following new section: 

"In case of the sale of any real estate either for collec¬ 
tion of the taxes thereon, or for the collection of the 
taxes due by the owner thereof, said real estate shall be 
described in all the proceedings incident to the condem¬ 
nation and sale thereof, and in the certificate and deed, 
issued to the purchaser, at said sale, in the manner pro¬ 
vided for, in section 3913, whether so described in the 
assessment thereof, or not, and in case of the failure of 
the tax collector to so describe said property, in any 
part of said proceeding, certificate or deed, by reason of 
which said deed may be held insufficient to convey the 
property intended to be referred to, the said tax collec¬ 
tor and the sureties on his official bond, shall be liable 
to the purchaser at said tax sale, as provided in the 
preceding section, in cases where the tax sale is declared 
invalid for other defects. Should, however, the property 
be insufficiently described in the assessment thereof, the 
said tax assessor and the sureties on his official bond 
shall, likewise, be responsible to the purchaser, or in 
case the said liability has been enforced against said tax 
collector, then the said assessor and the sureties on his 
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official bond shall be liable to the tax collector or his 
sureties, for whatever sum he shall have been compelled 
to pay to said purchaser, on account of said defect." 

Section 4070. 

Insert after this section the following new section : 

"If in any suit brought for the possession of land sold 
for taxes, the title of the purchaser, at the tax sale, shall 
be defeated, on account of any defect in the proceedings 
under which the sale is had, or on account of any defect 
in, or insufficiency of; the process by which the owner 
of the land was brought before the probate court, as is 
provided, or in the service of said process, or by reason 
of the failure of the judge of probate, on account of any 
negligence or refusal on his part, to produce, when 
called upon, sufficient evidence of the proper issuance 
and service of said notice or process, or by reason of any 
other defect or insufficiency, in any of the proceedings 
for the condemnation and sale of said property, or if the 
certificate or deed to said purchaser, or any two or more 
of said causes, the officer or officers, on account of whose 
omission or error, said defect or insufficiency or defects, 
or insufficiencies shall have arisen, together with the 
sureties on their official bonds, shall be liable to the pur¬ 
chaser, whose title shall be thus defeated, and to his as¬ 
signees for the full sum of the purchase money paid by 
him at said tax sale, for said property, the cost of the 
suit in which said title failed, and a reasonable amount 
to cover the attorney's fees, which the purchaser shall 
have incurred in attempting to maintain his title under 
said tax sale, together with interest upon each of these 
amounts, at the rate of twelve per cent, per annum." 

Section 4077. (Page 90 of the Revenue Code). 

Amend by adding the words "but this section shall 
not apply to any action brought by the State." 

Section 4082. (Page 92, Revenue Code). 

Amend by inserting at the end of the section the 
words "provided, that where the land sought to be re¬ 
deemed has been purchased by an individual and not by 
the State, it shall not be necessary to submit the matter 
to the auditor." 

Sections 4094, 4096, 4096, 4097, 4098, 4099, 4100, 
4101, and 4102 amend by striking them out. 
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Section 4119. (Page 4, of the Revenue Code). 

Amend subdivision 3, by adding the words "provided 
nothing in this paragraph shall be so construed as to al¬ 
ter, repeal or modify, any license now authorized and re¬ 
quired to be paid to any district, city or municipality , 
for municipal purposes." 

Amend also subdivision 27, by adding at the end of 
the subdivision, the sentence, "Any person or firm, who 
orders for another, or delivers any cartridges within this 
States, shall be deemed a dealer under this provision. 

Amend also subdivision 31, by inserting the words "or 
more," after the words "two horses" in the second line 
from the beginning. 

Amend also subdivision 37, by striking out the words 
each lightning rod company selling lightning rods in 
person or through agents, and all persons engaged in the 
business of selling lightning rods, shall pay to the State, 
a license tax of fifty dollars," composing the first sen¬ 
tence, and substituting therefor, the words "each com¬ 
pany or person who sells or delivers or erects any light¬ 
ning rods, in this State, shall pay to the State a license 
tax of fifty dollars." 

Also amend subdivision 38, of said section, by insert¬ 
ing the words "or delivering," after the word "selling" 
in each of the second and fourth lines from the begin¬ 
ning. 

Also amend subdivision 41, of said section by striking 
out the entire matter composing said subdivision and 
substituting therefor the following : 

"41. For each auctioneer in any city or town of 
twenty-five thousand inhabitants or over, a license tax 
of thirty dollars per annum, shall be paid to the State. 

For each auctioneer, in cities or towns of eight thou¬ 
sand inhabitants and less than twenty-five thousand, a 
license tax of twenty dollars per annum, shall be paid to 
the State. 

For each auctioneer in cities or towns of five thousand 
inhabitants and less than eight thousand, a license tax 
of ten dollars per annum, shall be paid to the State. 

The term auctioneer, within the meaning of the fore¬ 
going provisions, shall be deemed to apply to all persons, 
selling goods, wares, merchandise, live stock, or other 
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thing of value, at public outcry, except as is otherwise 
herein provided, whether they charge for the same or 
not. 

In the following cases sales at public outcry may be 
made for compensation without a license : 

1st. The estate of a decedent by a personal represen¬ 
tative or his agent, according to law or the provisions of 
the will. 

2nd. Property conveyed by deed of trust or decreed 
or ordered to be sold according to the deed, decree or 
order. 

3rd. Any person may sell the agricultural products 
arising from his own, or other labor under, his control, 
or his real or personal estate, not purchased or sold on 
speculation. 

Amend section 4119 further, by adding the following 
provisions and subdivisions : 

42. For each person, firm or corporation, engaged in 
business of making abstracts, in cities or towns of twenty 
thousand inhabitants or over, there shall be paid to the 
State, a license tax of twenty-five dollars per annum. 

For each person, firm or corporation, engaged in the 
business of making abstracts in cities or towns of ten 
thousand inhabitants and less than twenty thousand, ten 
dollars per annum shall be paid to the State. 

For each person, firm or corporation, engaged in the 
business of making abstracts, in cities or towns of less 
than ten thousand inhabitants, a license tax of five dol¬ 
lars shall be paid. 

43. For each base ball and foot ball park, or base 

ball or foot ball park, where admission fees are charged, 
a license tax of fifty dollars per annum shall be paid to 
the State. 

44. For each bottler or bottling association, other 
than bottlers of mineral water, a license tax of twenty- 
five dollars per annum shall be paid to the State. 

45. Each dealer in coal and coke, shall pay to the 
State, in cities and towns of twenty-five thousand in¬ 
habitants or over, twenty-five dollars per annum. 

Each dealer in coal and coke, or coal or coke, in cities 
or towns of five thousand inhabitants, and under twenty- 
five thousand, shall pay to the State, ten dollars per 
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annum. 

46. Each collecting agency in cities or towns of 
twenty-five thousand inhabitants, or over, shall pay to 
the State fifty dollars per annum. 

Each such agency, in cities or towns of less than 
twenty-five thousand inhabitants, shall pay to the State 
twenty-five dollars per annum. 

47. Each construction company, doing business in 
the State, shall pay to the State the sum of twenty-five 
dollars per annum. 

48. Each dummy railroad, or electric rail road or 
railway, being operated in this State, shall pay to the 
State the following license taxes : in counties of forty 
thousand inhabitants or over, fifty dollars; in counties 
of thirty thousand inhabitants and less than forty thou¬ 
sand , forty dollars ; in counties of less than thirty thou¬ 
sand inhabitants, ten dollars. 

49. Each water works company, electric light and 
power company, or electric light or power company, gas 
company, operated by a person or company, for public 
uses, other than a municipality, shall pay to the State 
the following license taxes : in cities or towns of over 
twenty thousand inhabitants, one hundred dollars ; in 
cities or towns of ten thousand inhabitants and less than 
twenty thousand, fifty dollars ; in cities or towns of five 
thousand inhabitants and less than ten thousand, twen¬ 
ty-five dollars ; in cities or towns of less than five thou¬ 
sand inhabitants, fifteen dollars. 

50. The operator of each set of flying jennies, called 
also "hobby horse" and "merry go rounds," shall pay 
to the State the following license taxes : in cities and 
towns of twenty thousand inhabitants or over, or within 
one mile of such, for each week five dollars, or for 
each month ten dollars, or for each year thirty dollars ; 
in cities or towns of less than twenty thousand inhabi¬ 
tants or within one mile of such, for each week two dol¬ 
lars and fifty cents, or for each month five dollars, or 
for each year twenty dollars. In any locality in the 
State, other than is provided for above, for each week 
one dollar or for each month two dollars and fifty cents, 
or for each year ten dollars. 

51. For each device, used by persons as a source of 



profit to themselves such as throwing at wooden figures, 
or any other object of like character, cane racks, knife 
racks, striking an object to test the strength, blowing to 
test the lungs or other devices of like character, for each 
county, in which operated, the person so operating shall 
pay the State a license tax of ten dollars. 

52. Each railroad ticket broker, otherwise known as 
"scalper," or other railroad ticket agent, except agents 
actually employed by some railroad, shall pay to the 
State the following license taxes : in cities or towns of 
ten thousand inhabitants or over, fifty dollars ; in cities 
or towns with less than ten thousand inhabitants, twenty 
dollars. 

53. Each person or corporation engaged in buying, 
selling or renting real estate on commission, shall pay 
to the State the following license taxes : in cities or 
towns of ten thousand inhabitants or over, fifteen dol¬ 
lars ; in cities or towns with less than ten thousand in¬ 
habitants, five dollars. 

54. Each company, corporation or association, doing 
business in this State, whose sole or principal business is 
the loaning of money, whether organized in this State or 
in another State or country which is not elsewhere sub¬ 
jected to a privilege tax in this section shall pay to this 
State annually, as other license are paid, one hundred 
dollars. 

55. Any person, firm or corporation, operating yards 
or enclosures, used for the purpose of storing pig iron 
therein, and issuing warrants thereon, or receipts there¬ 
for, shall pay the State, annually, for each such yard or 
enclosure, fifty dollars; but this provision shall not ap¬ 
ply to such yards, owned and used by manufacturers of 
pig iron on which no warrants are issued, nor receipts 
given. 

In all cases, in this section where population controls 
the price of license, the last census report of the Federal 
government shall govern. 

56. All corporations, doing business in this State, 
whether organized in this State or another State or 
another State or country, not otherwise herein specifi¬ 
cally required to pay a license tax, shall pay annually 
the following privilege taxes : Corporations whose cap- 
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ital stock does not exceed fifty thousand dollars, twenty- 
five dollars ; where the capital stock exceeds fifty thou¬ 
sand dollars, and is not over one hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars, forty dollars ; where the capital stock exceeds one 
hundred thousand dollars, and does not exceed two hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars, seventy-five dollars ; where the 
capital stock exceeds two hundred thousand dollars, and 
does not exceed three hundred thousand dollars, one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars ; where the capital stock 
exceeds three hundred thousand dollars, and does not 
exceed four hundred thousand dollars, one hundred and 
seventy dollars ; where the capital stock exceeds four 
hundred thousand dollars, and does not exceed five hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars, two hundred dollars; where the 
capital stock exceeds five hundred thousand dollars, and 
does not exceed one million dollars, three hundred dol¬ 
lars ; where the capital stock exceeds one million dollars, 
five hundred dollars. But the payment of this tax in 
one county of the State, as evidenced by the license or 
official certificate of the judge of probate shall be suffi¬ 
cient. 

57. Each person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
business of selling illuminating or lubricating oils, at 
wholesale, shall pay to the State the following license 
taxes : In counties whose population does not exceed 
twenty thousand inhabitants, twenty-five dollars; in 
counties whose population exceeds twenty-thousand in¬ 
habitants, and does not exceed thirty thousand inhabi¬ 
tants, fifty dollars ; in counties whose population exceeds 
thirty thousand inhabitants, and does not exceed fifty 
thousand, one hundred dollars ; in counties whose pop¬ 
ulation exceeds fifty thousand inhabitants, and does not 
exceed seventy thousand, two hundred and fifty dollars ; 
in counties whose population exceeds seventy thousand 
inhabitants, five hundred dollars. 

In all cases in this section where population controls 
the price of licenses, and last census report of the Fed¬ 
eral government shall govern. 

Amend "an act to provide for returning and allowing 
proper credits for taxes wrongfully assessed and collect¬ 
ed, approved December 6, 1888," by repealing sections 
1, 2, 3 and. 4 of said act; also repeal an act entitled "an 
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act to provide for the refunding of taxes improperly 
paid, approved February 18, 1891," and also that part 
of section 4 of an act entitled "an act to pay salaries to 
solicitors instead of fees, which they now receive, and 
to require said fees to be paid into the State treasury, 
approved February 28, 1887," which reads as follows : 

"Provided that the surplus money paid into the State 
and county treasuries, under the provisions of this act, 
after the solicitors and their assistants have respectively 
been paid the amounts herein provided for them, shall 
be paid into the line and forfeiture fund of the respec¬ 
tive counties, in direct proportion to the amount received 
from the counties respectively." 

The act "To require sleeping car companies doing 
business in this State to pay a privilege tax to the State, 
approved February 16th, 1893," limiting such tax to one 
thousand dollars, should be so amended as to require 
such companies to pay the privilege tax of two thousand 
dollars, and an additional five hundred dollars for the 
privilege of selling spiritous, vinous or malt liquors on 
such cars while in transit through the State.

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Hundley arose to a question of privilege and at 
his request the following protest was spread on the 
journal: 

Mr. President: 

I desire to protest against the passage of House Bill 
No. 201, "A bill to be entitled an Act, to establish a 
new charter for the city of Huntsville," for the follow¬ 
ing reasons : 

1. Said bill was passed, and has become a law against 
the wishes of a very large majority of the people of 
Huntsville, whom I have the honor to represent upon the 
floor of this senate, 
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2. Said bill seeks in effect to perpetuate upon the 
people of Huntsville an odious privilege tax, without, 
any succinct showing having been made to the people as 
to the present financial status of that city, demonstrating 
the necessity for said tax. 

3. Said bill fails to permit the people of Huntsville 

to chose certain officials by direct vote of the people as 
they have hitherto urged and petitioned this General 
Assembly. 

4. Said bill does not include certain reforms asked 
for by the people of the city of Huntsville, and which I 
know to be needful and necessary for the proper admin¬ 
istration of the affairs of that city. 

5. Said bill requires a financial statement of the city 
to be published in a newspaper published in the city of 
Huntsville, without permitting competitive bids as to the 
terms upon which said publication shall be made. 

6.1 desire to especially protest against the passage 
of that bill on account of section 4 thereof, which in effect 
disfranchises the people of the 1st and 4th Wards in the 
election of their aldennen for a term of 2 years, and also 
legislates out of office the aldermen in the 2nd and 3rd 
Wards whose tenns of office do not expire until 1899. 

There has been an effort hitherto by some few people 
of Huntsville to have the General Assembly of Alabama 
disfranchise the people of that city in the election of 
their Mayor, and I recognize in said section 4, a stroke 
in that same direction, for it is on the same line of such 
legislation, and which I deem to be subversive of the 
rights of the people and abhorent to the principles of 
popular government.

Whereas, The leaders and the platforms of all politi¬ 
cal parties in this State have declared in favor of fair 
elections, and for the improvement and amendment of 
election laws wherever experience has proved them to 
be defective ; 

And, whereas, All good citizens, regardless of party, 
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demand purity in elections ; 

And, whereas, It leads to more ready acquiescence in 
the declared result, when it is made by election of offi¬ 
cers who really and truly represent each party having 
candidates at an election ; 

And, whereas, When officers belonging to one politi¬ 
cal party, appoint election officials to represent other 
political parties who are unsatisfactory to them it 
always excites suspicion and distrust, and often treatens 
breaches of the peace, while elections are being held, 
and upon the declaration of the result, therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the senate that the 
right of each political party, having candidates to be 
voted for at any State, congressional or county election, 
to be represented at each polling place by election of 
officers of their selection, ought to be secured by legis¬ 
lation, with proper penalties ; and that the judiciary com¬ 
mittee be directed to report for the consideration of the 
senate, as speedily as possible, a bill to compel officials 
who have authority to appoint persons to hold elections, 
to appoint one person to fill each place required by law 
to be filled in the holding of an election as the represen¬ 
tative of each party, having candidates to be voted for at 
such election, and that such persons so selected for each 
party shall be one of three persons recommended by the

Whereas, there is now pending in the senate of the 
United States an arbitration treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain, 

Be it resolved by the senate, the house concurring. That 
it is the sense of the general assembly of Alabama that 
an arbitration as a mode of settlement in international 
disputes is to be preferred in principle to a resort to 
arms. They accordingly approve the general policy un¬ 
derlying the treaty now awaiting action on the part of 
the senate and without expressing and without desiring 
to express any opinion upon the details of that treaty, 
they trust that if amendments be found necessary, those 
will be made, the treaty ratified and a step then taken 
toward what this general assembly deems a higher plane 
of civilization for English speaking people. 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be forwarded 
to each of the State's senators in the city of Washing¬ 
ton.

AND WHEREAS, as many American citizens have and 
now are suffering these cruelties and loss of life and 
property, and our commerce is being impaired and 
damaged by this unholy warfare: 

Therefore, Be it resolved by the the senate, and the house 
concurring, of the State of Alabama, assembled, That our 
senators and represetatives in congress be, and are 
hereby requested to use all their influence in congress to 
bring about a cessation of this cruel warfare which is 
now being waged against the helpless and defensless 
woman and children of the Island of Cuba, and to either 
acknowledge the full independence of Cuba or at least to 
acknowledge them as beligerents.

To the Senate: 

It is with much reluctance that I return, without my 
approval senate bill No. 265, amending the charter of 
the city of Anniston , because it is a local bill and has 
had the approval of the distinguished gentlemen who 
represent the county in the general assembly. 

Under an act approved December 12th, 1892, the city 

of Anniston was authorized to issue $55,000 of bonds to 
pay its floating debt and equip its public schools : This 
act expressly authorized the city authorities to make 
the coupons of such bonds receivable for taxes and 
licenses due to said city. 

It is not denied that under the provisions of this act 
bonds were issued and sold with this contract expressed 
on the face of the coupons, and it can hardly Be ques¬ 
tioned that this contract right to use the coupons in pay- 
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ing taxes and licenses to the city of Anniston gave in¬ 
creased value to the bonds. Such must have been the 
intention of the city authorities or they would not have 
voluntarily caused such provision to be enacted into law 
or inserted in the coupons. 

The third section of the bill I return to you provides 
that "from and after the passage of the act all fines, 
licenses and taxes &c., payable to the city of Anniston 
shall be payable alone in lawful money of the United 
States" and prohibits the city authorities from passing 
any ordinance permitting payment in anything except 
lawful money of the United States. This provision de¬ 
nies to the holders of the coupons referred to the right 
given them on the face of their coupons. 

The constitution of our State forbids the passage of 
any law that impairs the obligation of contracts by de¬ 
stroying or impairing the remedy, and I am constrained 
by this provision of our constitution from giving my as¬ 
sent to the bill herewith returned. 

Whilst I am sure that there is no intention on the part 
of the city authorities of Anniston to evade any just ob¬ 
ligation I do not think we can be too careful in 
having it fully understood that the State of Ala¬ 
bama will under no circumstances evade, impair or de¬ 
stroy any contract right entered into under the sanction 
of its laws.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEES.

Mr. President: 

The committee of conference upon the disagreement of 
the two houses as to H. B. 135, beg leave to report: 

That they have had all the matters of disagreement 
under consideration, and recommend as follows : 

1st. We recommend that the following be adopted as 
a substitute for senate amendment No. 1, to-wit: 

Amend section 2 of the bill by inserting after the 
words, "become such surety," where they appear in line 
9 of the second page of the engrossed bill, the following 
words : "deposit with the treasurer of this State twenty- 
five thousand dollars of securities created by or under 
the laws of the United States, or by or under the laws 
of this State, or in other safe, marketable and interest 
bearing stocks, bonds or other securities, the value of 
which shall be at or above par, in trust for the benefit of 
the resident holders of the obligations of such corpora¬ 
tion, at their market value ; and the liabilities of such 
corporation shall not exceed its available assets ; but 
such liabilities shall not be construed, within the mean¬ 
ing of this section, to include its capital stock, nor its 
contingent liabilities upon bonds or undertakings exe¬ 
cuted by or under the provisions of this act, but shall 
include its outstanding debts and a premium reserve 
equal to fifty per centum of the annual premiums on 
all outstanding risks then in force; and such corpora¬ 
tion shall also."

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commencing in the 20th line of the third page of the 
engrossed bill, to-wit: "which said liabilities, however, 
shall be taken to be its capital stock, its outstanding 
debts and liabilities and by inserting in lieu thereof 
the following words, to-wit: "but such liabilities shall 
not be construed, within the meaning of this section, to 
include its capital stock, nor its contingent liabilities 
upon bonds or undertakings executed by it under the 
provisions of this act, but shall include its outstanding 
debts." 

3rd. We recommend that the house concur in senate 
amendment to No. 2, which provides that section 2 of 
said bill be amended by striking out from said section 
the following words which occur therein, to-wit: "which 
certificate shall be prima facie proof of the solvency and 
credit of such corporation, and of its right to be so ac¬ 
cepted as such sole surety, and its sufficiency as such." 

We recommend that section 3 of said bill be 
amended by striking therefrom the following works, com¬ 
mencing on the 3rd line on the 4th page of said bill as 
engrossed, to-wit: "which said certificate shall be prima 
facie proof of the solvency and credit of such corporation, 
and of its right to be so accepted as such sole surety, and 
its sufficiency as such." 

5th. We recommend that the house concur in senate 
amendment No. 3, thereby inserting after the word 
"foreign" as occurring in the second line of section 11 of 
said bill as engrossed, the words, "or domestic." 

6th. We recommend that section 15 of said bill be 
amended by inserting after the word "foreign," in the 
2nd line of said section of said bill as engrossed, the 
words, "or domestic." 

7th. We recommend that section 9 of said bill be 
amended by inserting after the word, "foreign," in the 
2nd line of said section of said bill as engrossed, the 
words, "or domestic." 

8th. We recommend that section 16 of said bill be 
amended by inserting after the words, "fifty thousand 
dollars," occurring in the 8th line of said section of said 
bill, as engrossed, the words, "including the twenty-five 
thousand dollars hereinbefore provided to be so deposited 
by it." 
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9th; We recommend that said bill be further amended 
by adding thereto an additional section, in words and 
figures following, to-wit: Section 19.

PROTEST. 

Mr. Hundley arose on a question of privilege, and, at 
at his request, the following protest was ordered to be 
spread on the journal: 

Mr. President: 

I voted in the negative on the passage of the bill, 

H. 680, "A bill to be entitled an act to confirm the in¬ 
corporation of the Huntsville & Monte Sano Improve¬ 
ment Company, and confer upon it additional powers." 

In explanation of my position in relation thereto. I ask 
to have the following spread upon the journal. 

I am heartily in favor of the general purposes of that 
bill, and it is only to that portion of section 2, which 
confers upon the corporation the power to purchase from 
other corporations gas or electric plants, together with 
all the "rights, powers, privileges and franchises" con¬ 
ferred upon such corporations that I object to, for the 
following reasons: 

1. The bill in question authorizes the formation of a 
corporation with one million dollars capital, and to per¬ 
mit that corporation to buy out other smaller corpora¬ 
tions would create a manopoly which might result in 
compelling the people of Huntsville to pay a higher 
price for gas and electricity, since there is no maximum 
rate fixed in the bill as to what the corporation shall 
Charge therefor. The present Huntsville Gas Light 
Company, I am infonned, has a right under its charter 
to charge for its gas as high as five dollars per thousand 
cubic feet, and by virtue of competition between that 
company and the Huntsville Electric Light Company, 
the price of gas has been reduced to the people of Hunts¬ 
ville to $2.00 per thousand feet. Should the corporation 
chartered under this bill purchase the Huntsville Gas 
Light Co. and Electric Light Co., it would thus have the 
power in succeeding to the rights and privileges of the 
corporations purchased, to place the price of gas back 
to the maximum figure. 
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2.1 don’t believe that the general assembly has the 
right, as matter of law, to confer upon a corporation the 
right to purchase the franchise of another corporation, 
and if such right can be conferred as matter of law, I 
do not believe it to be a wholesome policy for the general 
assembly to confer upon any corporation or individual 
the right to barter and deal in corporate franchises.

Be it further enacted, That in the elec¬ 
tion to be held under the provisions of this act, it shall 
be and is hereby made the duty of the probate 
judges, clerks of the circuit court, and sheriffs in said 
State, officers charged with the appointment of inspec¬ 
tors of election, to appoint said inspectors representing 
opposing political parties ; and such inspectors shall be 
appointed as may be suggested by the candidates or 
chairmen of the committees of said opposing political 
parties. 

Sec. 16. That it shall be the duty of all election in¬ 
spectors, or other election officers, charged with the duty 
of appointing clerks of election, markers or assistants, 
for illiterate voters to appoint said clerks, or markers, or 
assistants, from opposing political parties; and such 
clerks, markers, or assistants, shall be appointed as may 
be suggested by the candidates or chairmen of the com¬ 
mittees of said opposing political parties. 

Sec. 17. That within thirty days prior to the elec¬ 
tion to be held as herein provided, the candidates or 
chairmen of the committees of all political parties hav¬ 
ing nominees to be voted for at any such election may 
file with the probate judge in the county wherein such 
election shall be held a list of persons desired to be ap¬ 
pointed as inspectors, clerks, markers, or assistants; 
from which list the appointment shall be made, as here¬ 
in provided. 

Sec. 18. That any judge of probate, clerk of circuit 
court, election inspector, sheriff, or other officer charged 
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by law with the appointment of inspectors, clerks, 
markers, or assistants, or other election officers, who 
shall fail, or refuse, or neglect, for any cause whatever, 
to appoint the said inspectors, clerks, makers, or assis¬ 
tants, as may be suggested by the chairman or candi¬ 
dates of opposing political parties, shall be guilty of a 
felony; and on conviction thereof shall be sentenced to 
the penitentiary for not less than one nor more than five 
years for each off ease. 

See. 19. That in case any candidate, or chairman 
of committee, of any political party having candidates 
to be voted for at any election, as here set forth, shall 
fail to file said list, as herein specified, then in that event 
only shall the probate judge, clerk of circuit court, sher¬ 
iff, election inspector, or other officers, use their discre¬ 
tion in making appointments of election officials; pro¬ 
vided, however that said appointments shall be made 
from opposing political parties.

To the Senate: 

I return herewith without my approval senate bill No. 
113 which provides for holding terms of the circuit 
court of Marengo county at Demopolis. It is not denied 
that nearly or quite two-thirds of the white voters of 
the county have signed petitions against the passage of 
this bill. It has been said that these petitions have 
been signed by many under a misapprehension of the 
provisions of the bill, and whilst this is probably true, 
it only demonstrates the necessity for having those 
measures, that involve more or less all the people of any 
county, to be presented to them for their consideration 
and judgment before any attempt is made to enact them 
into law. 

The people of the county have had no fair opportunity 
to express their wishes upon this particular bill, and it 
seems to me a wiser policy to let them settle their differ¬ 
ences as home, and if there be a real necessity for any 
change their representative two years hence can enact 
their wishes into law. 

There is no complaint that the court is behind with 
its business, and whilst it will be a convenience to the 
people near Demopolis, no effort has been made to make 
this change for more than twenty years, and under all 
the circumstances it seems to me it would be the wiser 
course to postpone this bill until the next session of the 
general assembly and in the meantime let the people of 
Marengo county determine for themselves what is best 
for their own county.
